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WF 1INCE the departure of Art- 
ANA, MELINTHUsS became a 


Qualities which rendered him 
ſo engaging, receiving with indifferency the 
tender Care of his Friends. Thoſe Pleaſures 
which might have diverted his Thoughts, 
were as hateful and odious to him, as the 
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Affliction it ſelf, and he rather indulged the 
Gricf which conſumed him. The only 


Comfort he had, was the Idea of the charm: 


ing ARIANA ; but this being imbittered with = 


the thoughts of her abſence, and the cruel 


Accidents that might happen, ſerved rather 
to encreaſe than moderate his Sorrow. 
None but ſuch miſerable Wretches as have 
loſt their Senſes, can be happy by force of 
Imagination: for as their Reaſon cannot at, 
nor diſcern falſe from true, their imaginary 
Good affects them as if it were real. On the 
contrary, MELINTHUsS's unhappineſs pro- 


ceeded from too quick an Apprehenſion of 
the Evils that might befall him: the Solidity 
of his Judgment baniſhed all vain Illuſions, 


and made him fear the worſt. If ſometime; 
he endcavourcd to raiſe his Mind by the 


Sentiments of Virtue and Knowledge, which 
tcach us to deſpiſe human Accidents as things 


out of our power, and guided by a ſupreme 
Being, to whom paſt, preſent, and to come, 
are (cen at one view : If his Courage made 
him find ſome Conſolation in his abſence, 
by conſidering that it would not laſt always, 
and that Evils which will be at an end, may 


in ſome meaſure be allayed by Hope; im. 


mediately a thouſand cruel Suſpicions over: 

threw theſe Reſolutions. He knew this 

Voyage DICEARCUS had fo juddenly un- 

dertaken, had no apparent proſpect of advan- 

tage for him; he conſider d how ken 
; ;

Tus ſeemed to triumph over him, having had 
the power to carry in his Ship his dear AR1- 
ANA, With thoſe that had the diſpoſal of her : 
the advantage this Rival had in being in his 
own Country, aſlifted by his Friends, fa- 
voured by a thouſand Opportunities, having 
DICEARCUS, ARIANA, and her Brother pre- 
ſent with him, whom he would cndcavqur 
toperſuade. by all ways and means that could 
be thought of, or imagined ; while he was 
abſent, and uncertain "of what paſſed ; in 
vain ſurrounded with Friends, in vain che- 
riſned and honoured by the People; in vain 
in poſſeſſion of a plentiful Inheritance, ſince 
all this Power and Grandeur were now uſeleſs 
to him: Theſe killing Thoughts croſſed all 
his Hopes, and deprived him of the only re- 
medy that could aſſuage his Gricf. He 
_ would doubtleſs have ſunk under the weight 
of this Misfortunc, were it not for the un- 
queſtionable Aſſurance he had of ARIANA's 
Love, and the Friendſhip of PALAM EDE, who 
had too often proved himſelf a ſincere Friend, 
to leave room for the leaſt ſuſpicion ; and 
to diſtruſt ARIANA, was to add to his Miſ- 
tortunes a Crime againſt the Conſtancy ol 
this Beauty. 


VE how oftcn did he ſay to himſelf, 
when ballanced between Hope and Fear, 
Charming ARIANA, whoſe determination 
will give me Life or Death, pardon theſe 
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Apprchenſions in him who is ignorant of all 
that happens to you. If I fear, it is becauſe 
Iam conſcious of my own want of Merit; 
not that I doubt your Conſtancy when] think 
of your elevated Mind ; that Thought drives 
away all miſtruſt : but to imagine that I can 
be the Object of an invincible Conſtancy, 
would be a preſumption that would render 
me unworthy of you. Perhaps even now 
the diſcovery of ſome greater Merits in ano- 
ther, may abate your Courage, and oblige 
you to acknowledge that they come up near: 
er to your own Perfections. Perhaps at this 
very inſtant you generouſly reſiſt the Attacks 
of a violent purſuit. Methinks I hear on 
the one hand humble Supplications, and ad- 
vantageous Promiſes; and on the other, 
Advice filled with feigned Affection, back'd 
with tyrannical Authority, Rage, and Threats. 
If this laſt is true, O how Ienvy you lo glo- 
rious a Proof of your Love! How ſhouldI 

cheriſh the Honour of being expoſed to the 
utmoſt dangers, to convince you of the 
greatneſs of my Paſſion! How great is my 
Happineſs, if I am the only Object of your 
Love and Conſtancy. 


THUS did MELINTHUs flatter his Pal- 
ſion, and indulge his Hope; and if at any 
time ſome little Doubts crouded in among 
his Thoughts, they aroſe from the humble 


Opinion he had of himſelf; ſo that 3

| ArTANA con'd not have been offended at 
them. His Friends found it neceſſary to 
oblige him by their Importunitics. to leave 
his Solitude, and they ſometimes carried 
him to publick Diverſions, or a hunting ; 
but he would often {lip from them, to be at 
liberty to think of ARIANA. If Honour 
could have ſatisfied him, the Syracuſrans had 
cured his Melancholy, having eſtabliſhed 
him Chief of their Council, and erected 
for him a Brazen Statue in the publick Plain, 
with this honourable Inſcription; TO THE 
GENTROUCS ME LINTHUS, wao 
LOVED HIS COUNTRY BETTER THAN HIM- 
SELF, But all theſe Favours were too weak 

| arcmedy for his Diſtemper; he was ſo al- 
| tered, that his Countenance plainly diſco- 
ver d the trouble of his Mind. Thus his 
Life was become a Burden to him, being 

| diſquicted with Doubts and Uncertaintics, 
| which is the moſt wretched State a Lover 
can be in. Virtue, Happineſs, and Tran- 

| quillity generally conſiſt between the cx- 
| tremes ; but in Love, nothing can be more 
unhappy than to be divided betwixt Hope 

| and Fear, 


AT length PALAMEDES arrived from 
; Corinth, and put an end to his Doubts, by 
 Aluring him of the Misfortune he ſo much 
| dreaded, He told him the tyrannical Rc- li

SISTRATUS purſued the Marriage, and what | 


cruel Perſecutions ARIANA ſuffered for her 
Conſtancy to him. However, he was bet- 
ter ſatisfied with knowing his Misfortune, 
which was not unremediable, than to live 
in a perpetual Uncertainty of what happen'd, 
His Courage would not permit him to de- 
ſpair, and the Aſſiſtance of ARIANA and 


| PALAMEDEs, was a powerful Support to his 


Reſolutions. But the following Letter he 


received from ARIANA, encouraged him in 


his Deſign, and obliged him to leave Syra- 
cuſe as ſoon as poſſible. 


Letter from ARIANA to 
MELINTH UCS. 


| I ow perceive the deſign of this Voyage 


is to marry me to PISISTRATUS ; ut to 
conſent to it, 1 muſt have forgot you. How: 
ever, I know not what will become of me 
without your ſuccour and advice, having 
uo other defence but the Friendſhip I have 
for you, which is to me an invinciblè Rea. 
ſon, but not tobe alledged. Come then as 
ſoon as poſſible you can, and doubt not of me, 


nor of your own Power; I permit you d 


umderi abe whatever you will. 


HALF this would have been ſufficient 


to carry MELINTHUS to the utmoſt parts of 
the Earth, Immediately he reſolved with 


)

PALAMEDES, to equip a Ship with every 
| thing neceſſary, to ſerve them in all events; 
and having rcaſon to imagine they muſt be 
obliged to uſe ſome violent means, he pro- 
vided the beſt Arms he could get. But tho 
MELINTHUS's Love chiefly employ'd his 
thoughrs, he did not neglect what was ne- 
ceſſary to be done; and knowing that ſooner 
or later NERO would hear he was living, he 
reſolved to ſend ARcas to Rome, to hear if 
there was any talk of them; charging him 
to addreſs himſelf to Maximus, to whom 
he ſent rich Preſents to recompence him for 
the Loſſes he had ſuffer'd upon their ac- 
count. Then he deſired TELEPHUS to take 
care of his Eſtate in Szczly; and when he and 
PALAME DES were ready to go, AMINTAS 
came in ſo obliging a manner to offer Me- 
LINTHUS his Service, and to accompany 
him in the Voyage, that he could not re— 
fule him. ERYCINE, who loved MELIN- 
THUS as her Brother, begged of him to let 
her go alſo, having contrived that AMIN- 
TAS, who was ſtill her Lover, ſhould give a 
Proof of the Value and Eſteem he had for 
her, by ſerving them in this Enterprizc. 
MeLINTHUs, PALAMEDEs, and AMINTAS, 
accompanied with the moſt couragcous 
Youths, left Sicily, and failed for Corinth. 
At firſt the Wind was favourable, but there 
ſuddenly aroſe a South Wind, which drove 
them on the Coaſts of Italy; this hindrance 
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of their Voyage was death to Mrlixrhvs, 
who thought every Hour that fatal one 


wherein ARIANA would be obliged to marry 


P1SISTRATUS. As ſoon as the Wind chan. 
ged, they put to Sea again; the ſecond Day 
they deſcricd a light Veſiel making toward 
them, which ſcemed to have a deſign to at. 
tack them. MELINTHUs, that he might 
not be ſurprized, put on a Head piece, took 
his Sword and Shield, and gave notice to Pa. 

LAMEDES and the reſt to do the like. It was 
not long c'cr they perceived that the other 
Ship was a Pirate; as ſoon as the Brigantine 
was come up to them, MELINTHUS leapt 


firſt into it, and was immediately followed 


by PALAMEDES and AMIN TAS, which very 
much aſtoniſhed the Pirates, who were not 


uſed to be thus prevented, and to fight only 


in their own defence. MELINTHUS and his 
valiant Friends hardly gave them time to re- 
fiſt, for in a moment he had laid five or lix 


Soldiers at his feet, and all fled before him; 


but he was ſtopped by a young Pirate cxcced- 


ingly handſome, who wore a golden Head 
piece cover'd with Feathers, which ſhaccd 


his Face, and made him appear fierce, and 
yet more beautiful; he likewiſe ſhewed 10 
much Skill and Courage, that MELINTHUS 
judged him an Enemy worthy of him, to! 
he found he muſt uſe his utmoſt Skill to 
defend himſelf. At length MELINTHus had 
the advantage, and was going to flay 55 

12 
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had he not been held by the Arm; and 
turning to ſee who held him, he ſaw a Man 
of goodly Aſpect, who conjured him to ſave 
the Life of ſo valiant and generous a Cap- 
tain, MELINTHUS contented himſelf to 
take his Sword, and ordered his Wounds 
tobe dreſſed. He looked at the ſame time 
to ſee what PALAMEDES and the others had 
done, and found they had flain moſt of the 
Crew; and the reſt, ſeeing their valiant Cap- 
tain vanquiſhed, begged their Lives. This 
young Pirate having for ſome time fixed his 
Eyes upon the Ground, being aſhamed of 
his defeat, now raiſed them up to look at 
MELINTHUS, to whom he thus addreſſed 
himſelf : Never ſhould I have been fo baſe 
and cowardly as to reſign my Sword, or be 
obliged to your for my Life, did I not re- 
ſolye to employ both the one and the other 
in your ſervice : for you muſt be the moſt 
valiant Perſon living to reduce me to this 
Extremity, being the firſt that ever darcd to 
reſiſt me. I beg you then to receive me as a 
Soldier who will learn to obey, ſince I know 
not how to overcome you. MELINTHUS, 
touched at theſe words, which came from 
lo gencrous a Heart, and feeling ſome ſym- 
pathy which invited him to love him, whe- 
ther for his graceful Manner of ipcaking, or 
a ſecret Affection the Valiant bear to cach 
other, he gave him his Hand, and having 
allured him of his Friendſhip, only told him, 
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he wondered to find ſo much Honeſty and 
Valour in a Pirate. EURYMEDON, for that 
was his Name, anſwered, that when the 
Ditorder was appcaſcd in the Ship, he would 
give him ſuch an Account of his Life, that 
he hoped not one of his Actions would be 


condemned by him. 


ME LINTHUS replicd, he mould 
be glad to hear it; and e that Ship 
was full of dead Bodies, he returned to his 
own, with his Friends and EURYMEDoxn, 
and he who had prevented his being lain; 
to whom he ſaid, he ſhould be glad not 
to arrive at Corinth till Night. EURYME- 


DON, who was well acquainted with the 


Seas, and who perccived at a diſtance, the 
Promontory of Naupacte, and the Gulph 
that they had lately called Lepante, ſince 
that unhappy Lover had precipitated him- 
ſelf therein, told him they were very near, 
and that if they would not arrive at Co- 
rinth till Night, they had better caſt An- 
chor. His Advice was followed, and the 
two Ships were ſeparated, that they might 
not daſh one againſt another. EURYMEDON 


ſeeing his Wound was not very great, ap- 


plied an Ointment he was ſure would heal 
it by the next day; and then, at the deſire 


of MELINTHUS, he began the Hiſtory of 
his Life.

The Lars of EURYMEDON. 


Believe there is no one living a greater 

inſtance than my ſelf, how much the 
Good or Evil of our Lite depends upon 
our Education; therefore whatever my 
Actions have hitherto been, I hope that 
will ſerve for an excuſe. You will con- 
fels this truth, when I relate to you how 
1 have been employed ſince I knew my 
right hand from my left : as from whence 
I came, or who Jam, I never could lcarn. 


IN the Ionian Seas there is an Iſland 
called Corcyra, on a ſide of which look- 
ing toward Epirus, is a retreat of the Pi- 
rates, where it is impoſſible to attack them. 
I was brought up in this place, without 
ever knowing, as I before obſerved, of 
what Parents I was born; only they have 
always hinted to me, that I was nobly de- 
ſcended. I cannot tell whether in my in- 
fancy they ſtole me from any Prince, ot 
whether twas to inſpire me with Courage; 
but I have obſerved, they always treated 
me with abundance of Reſpect, and from 
my childhood appointed ſome amongſt 
them to wait on me; and ſince I have 
been able to bear arms, they voluntarily 
ſubmitted to my Obedience, and thought 
themſelves always furc of Conqueſt if I was 

at 
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at their head. I cannot tell from whence 


proceeded the favourable Opinion they had 
of me: Whether ſome Aſtrologer had fore. 
told them they ſhould be ſucceſsful if 1 
was their Commander ; however, I found 
them always very ready to obey me, ex- 


cept in what moſt concerned me, which 
was to be informed from whence tacy had 


taken mc. This I could not take altoge- 
ther ſo unkindly, when I conſidered it pro- 
ceeded from their fear of loſing me, and 


that if I returned to my own Country, I 


might prove a formidable Enemy, inſtcad 
of being their Protector. I have ſometimes 
imagined, that what made them conceive 


ſuch hopes from my Courage, was an Ad- 


venture that happencd when I was about 
nine years old. Some of the Pirates hay- 


ing taken a Prize, I happened to be pre- 
ſent when they were ſharing the Booty: 


Two of them quarrelled with one, and 


drew their Swords againſt him. I could 
not bear this uncqual fight, and ſeeing the 


Courage of him that was ſingle couid not 


ſecure him from the Fury of theſe two, 
and conſidering neither my Age nor the 


Danger 1 expoſed my ſelf to, I laid my 


hand to a little Sword I had, and attacked 


one of them: whether his fearing to of- 


fend me, or deſpiſing my Courage, facili- 


tated my ſtriking him, I know not, but 
he inſtantly died of the Wound I gave him. 
Thoſe 
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Thoſe who were preſent came and em- 
braced me, praiſing my Juſtice and Cou- 
rage, for not ſuffering theſe two Cowards 
to attack one ſingle Man. At twelve ycars 
of age they took me to Sca with them, 
and whatever means they uſed to prevent 
my engaging in the Fight, when they at- 
tacked any other Ship, they always found 
me in the midſt of the Battle with Sword 
in hand, and an Enemy at my feet. When 
I was fifteen, their Commander dying, they 
elected me their Chief, rejoicing that they 
ſhould now pay obedience to a Prince. | 


THE Ceremonies uſed upon theſe occa- 
ſions were obſcrved, and they {worc an 
inviolable obedience to me, provided 1 
maintained their Privileges. Not long at- 
ter, toſhew my ſelf worthy of this Charge, 
| hoiſted to Seca with two Ships only, 
and failed towards the Egyptian Coat. 
| was ſo lucky as to take ſix large Mer- 
| Chant Ships, richly laden, which J brought 
into our Harbour, and ſhared the Booty 
among my Companions, whom I thought 
would never have done prailing me, calling 
me their good and yaliant Prince. I en- 
| riched them more in two Years, than their 
late Captain had done in all his Life. 
However, I will not trouble you with a 
| Recital of all the Prizes I took, and the 
Accidents that befel me, but haſten to that 

which 
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which is the moſt remarkable of my Life, 
As I grew older, and more capable of re. 
fiction, I began to conſider the manner of 
Life I was engaged in; and though I had 
always lived amongſt them, and been brought 
up in this Error, that the greater the Booty 
and Slaughter, the greater the Glory and 
Honour; by degrees I began to change my 
Opinion, and thought it much more com- 


mendable and glorious to ſpare thoſe we 


had conquered, than cruelly to put them 
to death; and I took much more delight 
in giving what I had taken, than in heap- 
ing up Treaſures. This made me think 
the Life of thoſe Pirates very miſcrable, 
and that their Actions were repugnant to 
what ought to be practiſed by a virtuous 
and generous Courage. What helped to 
make me have an entire Deteſtation and 
Abhorrence of this Employment, was, that 
by good fortune having failed a great way 
into the Helleſpont, Winter overtook us, 


and we were obliged to put into a Haven 


in Greece, until the Spring. While tholc 
who were with me counterfeited themſelves 
Merchants, for their better ſecurity in this 
place, and ſold what they had taken; I loſt 
no time, but travelled over the moſt fa 


mous Cities in Greece, ſtay ing ſome time 
in a place, where I learned ſome of the 


Exerciſes neceſſary for thoſe that bear 
Arms; and by the Bchaviour ! obſerved in 
| I People 
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people of the firſt rank in thoſe Schools, 
1 ſoon perceived that the Manner of Life 
was brought up to, was founded upon 
bad Maxims 3 and that what we called Va- 
lour and Greatneſs, might much more pro- 
perly be ſtiled Afſaſlination and Robbery. 
However, after I had been there fix months 
inſtructing my ſelf, I returned to Corcyra 
with my Companions. 


THE ſecond day after we left Greece, 
I perceived a large Ship failing from the 
Coaſts of Aſia, which ſeemed to ſteer the 
ſame courſe that we did. We immediate- 
ly attacked and boarded it, and met with 
a brave reſiſtance, eſpecially from their 
Commander; but at length I made him 
beg his Life, and for his ſake I pardoned 
all the reſt. I took care to have his Wounds 
dreſt, and then I carried him and his Ser- 
vants into Corcyra. My return was ex- 
tremely agrecable to the Pirates, as well 
becauſe it was fo long ſince they had ſeen 
me, as for the great Riches I brought with 
this Priſoner, who was a Prince of Arme- 
a, going Ambaſſador to Rome, from Vo- 
LOGESES, King of the Parthians, and TY- 
RIDATES, King of Armenia. Knowing he 
Was a Prince, I had a particular care of 
him, and viſited him often, during the 
time I waited for his Ranſom, but always 
found him ſo exceeding melancholy, that 
nothing

nothing could comfort or divert him. At 
length, having often preſſed him to tell me 
the cauſe of his Grief, this Prinee, Whoſe 
Name was ARAXEs, finding that ] treated 
him with courteſy, and was open and ſin. 
cere in my Behaviour, reſolved to tell me 
what ſo much afflicted him. Was I only 
uncaſy, ſays he, upon the account of the 
King my Maſter's diſappointment, whoſe 
Affairs ſuffer very much by my Confne. 


ment, you muſt own I have reaſon to be 


afflicted ; but though this be very great,! 
yet endure a greater Torment. I will not, 
continued he, conceal from you the cauſe 
of my Grief, and though 'tis you that have 
brought me to this Priſon, yet I have re. 
ccived ſo many Civilities from you in my 
Misfortunes, that I will relate my Story 
to you, as to my beſt Friend. Know, (aid 
he, that TyRIDaTES, my Maſter, is the 
right and lawful Succeſſor to the King. 
dom of Armenia, according as he, and is 
Brother VOLOGESES and PAcoRus agrccd 
to divide it. VOLOGESES, who was the 
eldeſt, reſerved for himſelf the Kingdom 
of Parthia, and gave Pacorus and IV. 
RIDATES the Kingdoms. of Media and Ar 
menia; but the Romans under the Condud 
of CORBULON, having made themlelves 
Maſters of Armenia, have driven out IV. 
RIDATES, and ſent TYGRANES from Rome, 1 


forcign Frince Grandſon to the ancient 
x Ag. 
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ARCHELAUS, a King of Cappadocia, and 
Nephew to ARCHELAUs, King of Troas, 
who had always lived an Hoſtage with the 
Emperor, and eſtabliſhed him King of Ar— 
 menia. This Change was no ſmall Grief 
to moſt of the Armenians, who regretted 
their lawful King, who was of the Race of 
the great ARSACES. On the other hand, 
many liked better of TycRaNnes, hoping 
that the Romans, from whom they reccived 
him, could better maintain them in Peace 
than TYRIDATES, who could not kecp his 
© Kingdom but with perpetual War. How- 
E ever, VOLOGESES having aſſembled toge- 
ther all his Forces to reſtore his Brother 
in his Kingdom, and after ſome Loſſes and 
Advantages on both ſides, CORBULON a- 
| greed, that TYGRANES ſhould quit his Prc- 
tenſions to Armenia, and TyYRIDaTES re- 
main quictly poſſeſſed of it, provided he 
| would go to Rome, and reccive his Dia- 
dem from the hand of NERO. Till this 
Voyage could be made, I was ſent to the 
Emperor, to aſſure him of my Maſter's Fi- 
delity; for a Pledge and Security of which, 
my Maſter's Daughter was put into the 
bands of CorBULON : but I had orders to 
paſs by Troas, to wait on King ARCHELAUS, 
upon ſome Affairs which concerned him 
and his Nephew TYGRANES ; and in this 
place I met with that on which the good 
| Or ill fortune of my Life depends. This 
Vor. II. — © King 
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King has no Son, but he is abundantly re. 
compenced by the Honour he has of being 
Father to a Daughter named PasIThya, 
who 1s certainly the moſt beautiful and 
moſt accompliſhed Princeſs of the age. 
After having ſpoke to the King, I was in. 
troduced to pay my reſpects to the Princeſs, 


Þ ſoon as I came into her preſence, I way 
lc 


ized with a trembling, which prefaged 
the Misfortuncs which the {ſight of her 
will coſt me. However, I recollected my 
ſelf, and having talked with her, I found 
the great Impreſſion ſhe had made in my 


Heart, by the failing of my Voice; ſo that 


I was athamed to be in her Company, and 
not entertain her with ſome Diſcourſe. 
When I was retired to the Apartment al- 
ſigned me, I began to muſe on What 
had happened ; and to reflect on the e 
traordinary Beauty of this Princeſs, which 
obliged me to love her, and from which 
nothing I found was able to diſengage me. 
On the other hand, I conſidered the little 
reaſon I had to hope, becauſe ſhe was de- 
ſigned for her Couſin TYGRANES, Whom 
ARCHELAUS would certainly prefer betorc 
any other, (though I was of the Race of 


Ansacipes) for he was the only one left 


of his Family. Theſe cruel Thoughts were 
powerful cnough to deſtroy my Hopes, but 
not my Love ; and I found it was fatcd, as 


it were, that | ſnould be the moſt Wicke 
0 
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of Mankind: Nothing was more grievous 
to me, than to be obliged to leave her to 
purſuc my Voyage ; all I could do, was to 
ſay, as I was taking my leave, Madam, I 
am going to Rome, from whence I could 
| wiſh to return as happy as TYGRANEs, but 
not bring back the qualitics he has acquired. 
She asked me what 1 meant. It is, an- 
ſwered I, that he comes with the hopes of 
poſſeſſing you; but he alſo brings with him 
a baſe and ſervile Mind, which renders him 
unworthy of ſo high a Fortune. I ſhould 
not have taken the liberty of ſpeaking in 
this manner, of her Couſin, had it not 
been the publick talk, that his having been 
ſo long an Hoſtage at Rome, had really 
made him ſo. She bluſhed in hearing this, 
and, without being angry, ſhe anſwered, 
If this hope is too high and aſpiring, it 
may excite Courage in thoſe that want it, 
and leflen it in thoſe that have too great 
| a ſhare of it. I replied, It is not want of 
Courage, when it fails but with our Lives; 
and this is the reſolution I have taken, in 
| alpiring after the Honour and Happineſs of 
| 'our Favour. She had no opportunity of 
| anſwering, becauſe ſeveral People drew. 
| near, and I was very well pleaſcd that I 
| had declared my Paſſion, and the little E- 
ſeem the World had for TVGRANES. I 
left the Court of ARCHELAUS, with a de- 
en to go to Rome, and return as ſoon as 
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poſſible to Armenia, to diſcharge my Com. 


miſſion, and then come back to wait on 
PASITHEA, from whom every Moment of 
my abſence ſcems Years. Judge, EuxvMx. 


- DoN, continued he, what a Misfortune i 
was to me to be taken by you, and hoy 


can I be otherwiſe than melancholly in 
this place, when the Fortune of the King 


my Maſter, and my dearcſt Hopes, are per: 


haps at ſtake? As he ſpoke, Tears flowed 
from his Eycs, which moved me very much; 
but what moſt affected me, was, to think 


that ] was the cauſc of ſuck trouble in Ty: 


RIDATES'S Affairs: for which rcaſon ] ſaid 
to him, I believe your grcateſt Grief pro 
cceds from your not daring to expect any 


Courteſy from us; but you ſhall ſee that! 


have not the crucl Diſpoſition of a Pirate 


I think the Gods have ſent you here for 


my good, and placed me here for yours; 
from this Moment I give you your liberty, 
without deſiring any Ranſom, and reſtore 
vou all your Attendants and Riches ; but 
upon condition you fhall grant me one fe. 


queſt I am going to make you. I haue 


long, continued J, been deſirous of leaving 
this Life of Pirating; whercupon I related 
to him the Story you have juſt heard, con. 
ccrning the Obſcurity of my Birth, and 
Manner of Education, contrary to my ov 
Inclinations; and how I lived till then: 
Now, faid I, you may continue your Voyage

to Rome when you pleaſe. I only deſire 
there may be a laſting Friendſhip between 
us; and that you tell me where I may find 
you at your return to Armenia or Troas ; 
| becauſe when I have for ever bid adicu 
do this Ifland, I will come attended like a 
Prince, and remain always with you. 


ES dhe SOT 


> ARAXES could not tell whether he might 
believe what he heard; but finding me ſe- 
rious and in carneſt, he fell on his Knces, 
and ſaid he did not doubt but I was nobly 
born, ſince ſuch Actions ſuited only Per- 
ſons of the moſt illuſtrious Characters and 
Merit. That in fo doing, I ſhould lay ſuch 
E vaſt Obligations upon him, as would never 
be in his power to return; and that if he 
eyer was ſo happy as to ſee me in Armenia, 
I ſhould find how gratcful he would be 
for ſo ſignal a Favour, on which all the 
# happineſs of his Life depended. I raiſed 
him from the Ground, and after having 
E mutually ſwore an inviolable Friendſhip to 
each other, we conſulted together, and 
found that this Voyage required two Months 
at leaſt; in which time he was to be at 
Troas, with the Princeſs PasrTHEA, if no 
other misfortune prevented him. But, ſays 
he, I ought not to eſteem this a Misfortune 
| which has brought me acquainted with the 
| moſt generous of Mankind. I ordered his 
1 5 C 3 „ 
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Ship to be made ready, and reſtored to him 
his P.iches and Servants. I likewiſe added 
Preſents, to remind him of our Friendfhiy, 
while I ſecretly diſpoſcd of my Affairs, to 
ſortake thoſe who had brought me up from 
my Infancy, without their having the leaf 


ſuſpicion of my Deſign. My Companion; Þ. 


very much regretted the loſs of to much 
Treaſure, but ſuch a reſpect had they for 
me, that they never dilcovered the leaft 
diflike of it to me. ARAXES left our Iſland 
atter a thouſand Embraces, and as many 
Protcſtations of Friendſhip. _ 


FROM that time I lived more conform- 
able than cver, to the Pirates manner of 
Life, and ſeemed to approve of all their 
Actions, the better to prevent their having 
any miſtruſt. But when the time drew 
ncar, I aſſembled thoſe who were moſt Zea. 
lous for my Service; and acquainted them 
with my deſign, hoping that they would 


toilow me in this Enterprize. I asked them 


what couid be our View in continually ac 
quiring Riches we knew not how to make 


uſe of? For, taid I, in the ordinary Lite 


of Man, it isrcalonable for thoſe to heap 
up Riches, who have Families to provide 


tor, or Ambition to ſatisiy; Riches indeed 


are highly neceſſary for ſuch ends and pur- 
poſes, But we have no Children to pro- 
vide for; and as to preference and degrees

of Honour among us; it isValour or Courage, 
not Riches, makes the diſtinction. What 
Spirit of madneſs are we then poſlefled 
with, to run into the midſt of danger, and 
hazard our Lives to diſturb the Tranquillity 
of all Mankind, and be a common Nuſance 
to Trade and Society? This extraordinary 
Courage, by which we ſo often conquer o- 
thers, might in a juſt War gain us, with 
honour and fame, what we now raviſh 
with guilt and infamy. What tho' all the 
World fears us, we are alſo afraid of all the 
World? And conſidering how few we are 
to the reſt of Mankind, we have the moſt 
' reaſon to be ſo. They have beſides this ad- 
vantage of us, that being in our power, 
they are delivered by a Ranſom, or dic in- 
nocent ; but if we arc taken, we are ſure to 
dic the moſt ſhameful death they can inflict. 
It is alſo reaſonable to ſuppoſe the Romans 
will not let us be quiet much longer; and 
_ CorBULON at his return from the Parthian 
War, may as caſily ſcour the Seas from 
Pirates, as Pomety did formerly. The 
more Proofs we have given of our Courage, 
the more Complaints have been made a- 
gainſt us; and the more formidable and 
dreadful we have render'd ourſelves, with 
the greater Power and Reſolution will thcy 
attack us. Why ſhould we continue to live 
in this manner, ſince we may with greater 
rages be among other Men, in credit 
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24 The ADVENTURES 
and ſafety? I would not yield in Valour 


to any Captain in the world; and I am 


ſure, CORBULON has not a better Soldier 


in his Army than any of you. In the mean 


time, we let them carry off the Spoil of the 
whole World, and the Praiſes of all Man- 


| kind, while we cowardly amuſe ourſelves 


in {couring the Scas, to wait for a Mer- 


chant Ship. Let us go, my Companions, 


where we may acquire Wealth, attended 
with Glory and Fame. Whether we be 
Fricnds or Encmics to the Romans, let us 
partake of their Victories, or join with thoſe 
they attack, to prevent their Conqueſt. It 
is there we ſhall be invincible, when all our 
Actions will be authorized by the Right of 
War. If I am a Prince, as you would 

nake me belicve, my Actions ſhall be ſuit- 
able te my Birth: And if your former 


Courage and Fidelity docs not fail you, 


ſurcly you will follow me in my deſign of 
making your Happineſs compleat, and) your 
Glory immortal. 


WHEN Thad made an end of ſpeaking, 
they anſwered unanimouſly, they were rc- 


ſolved to live and die with me where-cycr 


I would go. I took from them a different 
Oath from the former, and deſired them 


to keep our Peſign ſecret, to ſet aſide what 
they would take With them, and be in a 


raadineſs to follow me, . hen I would feign 
to 
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to chuſe them to go with me, in purſuit of 
ſome Booty. As I did not care to arrive at 
Troas ſooner than AR AxES, I ſtaid yet a 
Month longer; which time being expired, 


bid farewel to the reſt of the Pirates, with 


a deſign never to ſee them any more. I own 
to you my joy was not ſmall, when I ſaw 


myſelf ſo eſcaped out of their hands, and 


thought of nothing but my new manner 
of living, in which I promiſed my ſelf a- 
bundance of Satisfaction and Reputation. 
But how difficult is it for thoſe who are ac- 
cuſtomed to any Vice, ſo entirely to for- 
ſake it, as not to be in danger of falling into 
it again when opportunity as it were in— 
| yites them? Two days after our departure, 
when we had paſſed Peloponneſiis and the 
| Ciclades, and entred the Archipelago, we 

deſcried a Ship, which ſeemed: ſo extraor- 
dinary a Prize, that I could not poſlibly 
| prevail with my Companions not to attack 
it. I asked them if this was agreeable to 
the generous Reſolution they had taken, 
and that Oath which ſhould be inviolable? 
They begged me to let them have this laſt 


Satisfaction, and ſaid, it was only to take 


leaye of their old Employment. What- 
ever I could ſay, they made up to it and 
took it. I fate the while with my Arms 
acroſs in the Brigantine, and only deſired 
them to ſave all the Crew. At length they 
returned into their own Ship, laden va 
ric 
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rich Stuffs that came from the Levant, and 
were going to Rome; beautiful Children, 
fine Horſes, and a great Quantity of pre. 
cious Merchandizes deſigned to ſupply the 
1 exceſſive Luxury of the firſt City of the 
World: they took only the beſt, leaving the 
remainder with thoſe in the Ship, to whom 
they gave their Lives, and let them go. They 
fell on their knees, and deſired me to par 
don this diſobedicnce, promiſing that hence- 
forward they would inviolably keep their 
Oath. 
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1 WE intended to land at Troas, and 
were already within fight of the Iſland of 
? Lesbos, when we eſpied another Ship. My 
| 0 Companions aſſured me, I ſhould now {ce 
| they would keep their word, and reſolved 
| to let it paſs; but when we came near it, 
we heard a Woman's Voice cry, Save the 
Princeſs, Friends, O fave the Princeſs ! Itold 
thoſe in my Ship, this occaſion deſerved 
their Courage, It was a Brigantine much 
like our own. I leapcd into it, followed 
by my Companions, and found very little rc- 
ſiſtance, tho' thoſe in the Ship were very 
well armed. We put all to the ſword: 
Then going into one of the Rooms, I fav 
a deformed crooked Fellow, and four ot 
five Soldiers, with the moſt beautiful young 
Princeſs imaginable. Then ſtriking this 
miſcrable Wretch with my Sword, he fell 

TN on 
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on his knees to the Princeſs, and ſaid, That 
if ſhe would intercede with me to ſave his 
Life, he would diſcover a Secret which was 
of great importance to her to know. Then 
ſtepping aſide, and hearing what he had to 
ſay, ſhe deſired me to be ready to encoun- 
ter another Ship that would very ſoon attack 
us. Know, ſays ſhe, brave Warrior, that 
the Man in the world I hate the moſt, de- 
ſigned to ſteal me, and take me far from 
my own Country, with the oddeſt Strata- 
gem you perhaps ever heard of: For that 
1 might ſeem obliged to him for this Vil- 
lany, he had two Ships in readineſs; the 
firſt he ordered to be hid behind the Rocks 
by the Sca-lide, where I uſed to walk with 
my Maids, in which were thoſe that have - 
ſtole me away, and whom you have alrcady 
defeated; the other is ſtill in the Haven, 
and he is to be in that himſelf, pretending 
to come to my aſſiſtance : That when he 
had conquered this Ship, I ſhould bclicve 
he had delivered me from the hands of this 
Man, whom he has choſe the moſt deform- 
ed and diſagreeable Creature he could find 
out, to raiſe my Horror and Detcſtation ; 
and to enhance, as he would have me 
imagine, the Obligation I had to him for 
my Deliverance. Then he was to conjurc 
me, by the Love he had for me, to accept 
him for my Husband, in return for ſo ſignal 
Aa Service; Which if I refuſed, he reſolved 
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to take me by force into his own Country. 
Now, added ſhe, if you will compleat the 
Obligations I have to you, I beg you will 
not ſpare him when he attacks us as he de- 
ſigns immediately, that he may receive from 
your hands what his Treachery deſerves, 
She ſpoke in ſo graceful a manner, that! 
was charmed at cvery word ſhe ſaid, and 
anſwered her, Madam, did not the Ties of 
mere Humanity command us to ſuccour the 


Injured and Diſtreſſed, your Birth and ſo 


many excellent Qualities you are poſſeſſed 
of, is Obligation ſufficient for me to do 
whatever you command; ana I think it 


long till this Traytor comes, to puniſh him 


before your eyes: but that he may not 
fail to attack us, I am of opinion we had 


better go into my Brigantine, which is like 


this, and better furniſhed with Neceſſaries; 


and when we have hung out the ſame Co- 


lours, we will fink this with thoſe miſerable 
Wretches that remain in it; and he will 
rake it for the ſame Ship in which they 
were to take you away. The Princeſs liked 


mighty well of his Propoſal, and ſmiled at 


the Invention. I was impatient till this o- 
ther Veſſel arrived, ſo deſirous was I to 
plcaſe this charming Princeſs, whoſe Swect- 
neſs and Majeſty made me too ſenſible that 
Love was a Paſlion, which till now I had 
been altogether a Stranger to. At laſt we 
law them coming towards us, and I gave 
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orders to my Men that they {ſhould ſeem 
to fly ſlowly ; and when the other ſhould 
attack us, they ſhould let ſome of them 
come into the Ship. I took a Head-picce 
and hid my Face, leſt they ſeeing Perſons 
they did not know, might decline coming 
in. The Captain of the other Ship was 
armed in the ſame manner, and leaping in- 
to our Veſſel, he ſaid, Ha Traytors ! I will 
make Examples of you for daring to ſtcal 
away ſuch a Princeſs; but he met with what 
| he did not expect, for I received him with 
ſuch violent Blows, that he ſoon found we 
did not ſparc him. I proteſt I was aſhamed 
of ſo eaſy a Victory: nevertheleſs, having 
promiſed the Princeſs to puniſh him, I had 
laid him at my fect, and was going to cut 
off his Head, when I deſired ſhe might be 
called, that he might die in her preſence ; 
but having taken off the Hcad- piece from 
this unhappy Man, I remained immove- 
able, ſecing it was ARAXES; and my mind 
was troubled and confuſed, to have treated 
in this manner, him I was going to ſee in 
Troas. On the other hand, I had pro- 
miſed the Princeſs not to ſparc him, at 
which ſhe wondring, I threw my (elf at 
her feet: Alas, Madam, faid I, you ſeec 
before you the moſt wretched of Mankind, 
for either I muſt diſobey you, or ſlay my 
Friend. She took me by the Hand and 
raiſed mc up, ſaying, How is it poſlible you 

ſhould 
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ſhould have any Friendſhip with ſo wicked a 
Man, you that have ſo much Goodneſs and 
Generoſity yourſelf? However, for your 
ſake, I will be ſatisfied with what puniſh. 


ment he hath had, and am willing you 


ſhould ſparc his Life. I thanked her for 
this fayour to us both, and cndcavourcd to 
ſtanch the Blood that AraxEs loſt from fe. 
vcral Wounds. His Shame and Confuſion 


was ſo great, and hardly yet believing what 


he ſaw, that he did not dare to lift up his 
Eyes upon me or the Princeſs, who was 
the charming or beautiful PasITHEA his 
Miſtreſs. However, he ſuffered his Wound; 
to be dreſſed, and in the mean time I went 
to ask the Princeſs if it was not her deſire 
I ſhould carry her back ſafe to Lesbos. By 
all means, ſays ſhe; that only remains to 
compleat the great Obligations I have to 
you. Tordered ARAXES to be carried into 


his own Ship, committing him to the Care 
of his Servants and People, and commanid- 


cd them to follow me. Having given all 
the Orders neceſſary, I was at leiture to 


entertain this lovely Beauty; and though 


the Friendſhip I had promiſed AR Ax Es, en- 
deavoured to ſtifle this growing Paſſion, 1 

could not be inſenſible at the ſight of ſo 
lovely an Object; and I my ſelf was willing 
to have diverted my Thoughts from this 
Friendſhip, and ſuffer his treachery to ſurprizc 


me. The Princeſs returned me ſo many 


3 thanks, 
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thanks, that I was at a loſs to anſwer all 
the obliging things ſhe was pleaſed to fay : 


and the more {he acknowledged her great 


Obligations to me for my ſeaſonable Suc- 
cour "and Aſliſtance, the more ſhe reduced 
me to the want of hers. After having 
aſſured ber, there was nothing I would leave 
undone to ſerve her, and that my Life was 
at her diſpoſal; I delired ſhe would not 
diſcover that ARAxts was the Perſon who 
ſtole her away: ſhe promiſed ſhe would not. 


AT length we arrived at Mitylene, 


& where we met a vaſt concourſe of People, 


with the King her Father, very buſy in diſ- 


patching Ships to follow thoſe who had 


ſtole his only Daughter. We landed, and 
the King embraced the Princeſs, and asked 
her by what means ſhe had ſaved herſelf? 
There is, ſays ſhe, pointing to me, the 


| Perſon to whoſe Courage and Generoſity 
love my Honour and my Life. The King, 
| embracing me, aſſured me that his King- 
dom was at my command, in return for ſo 
| valuable an Aſliſtance. He asked her who 
it was that had been guilty of ſo baſe an 
Action. I found by her manner of anſwer 


ing, ſhe would oblige me. I believe they 
were Pirates, ſaid ſhe ; but there is not one 


| of them left, for cheir Ship is funk. The 


joy was ſo g great, that ſcarcely could we 
enter the Cit y 3 by which one might ſec 
NOW 
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how much ſhe was beloved by the People: 


1 ordered my Men to return to the Ship 


to meet ARAXES, and tell him that he nced 
not fear coming to Court, for the King 
did not in the leaſt ſuſpect him. I kept but 
three of my Men to attend me, and wait- 
ed on the King and Princeſs to the Palace, 
where they would have me lodge during my 
ſtay in that Country. ARCHELAUS deſired 
me to let him know to whom he was {6 
much obliged. I told him my name was 
EURYMEDON; that who I was, or of what 
Parents I was born, was not known to 
myſelf; but that thoſe who had brought 
me up, would make me believe I was no- 
bly born. He ſeemed ſatisfied with this 


anſwer for the preſent, and would condud 


me to my Chamber, deſiring me to reſt my 
ſelf. Iſaid, I was not ſo weary as to want 
reſt before Night, fo begged he would give 


me leave to re- conduct him back to his A- 


partments: where I could but admire the 
vaſt number of Lords, who came to wait 


on the Princeſs, and kiſs her Hand; and 


the great Toy that appeared in every ones 
8 pP 


Countenance, to fee her again. As Ihave 


ſince heard, this Princeſs was of a moſt 
excellent Temper and Diſpoſition ; beſides 
her wonderful Beauty, every Action was 
accompanied with a Charm ; and that cn- 
gaging familiar Carriage ſhe ſnewed to all 
who had the honour of approaching het, 
| gaincd 
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gained her not only the Good-will, but the 
ſincere Affection of all who had the hap- 
pincts of ſeeing and ſpeaking to her. All 
the foreign Princes that came to her Fa- 
thers Court, were unwilling to leave it. If 
ſhe was indiſpoſed, it was a gencral Afflic— 
tion; not that ſhe affected being popular, or 
uled any Artifice thus to gain all Hearts; but 
4 it was natural to her to pleate, without 
| knowing, or ſo much as thinking it had 
this general Effect. No wonder then, that 
being ſo univerſally beloved and eſteemed, 
| ſhe was ſo of me alſo. But it was cxtra- 
ordinary for me to gain her Friendſhip and 
Eſteem, which ſo many ercat Princes ha 

| ſought in vain, by the ſtranzeſt chance one 
could ever have thought of. ARaxEs leay- 
ing our Ifland by my Means and Favour, 
| made all the ſpeed imaginable to Rome, 
| then back to Armenia; and from thence 
| to Troas, having made all theſe Voyages 
in two Months time; ſuch haſte did he 
make to ſee PASITHEA again. And iting 
ARCHELAUS, chuſing to ſpend part of the 
Summer in the Ifland of Lesvos, be ſol— 
| lowed the Court, where he cndcavourcd to 


win the Princefs's Love, by all the Wars 


and Means he could poſlibly think of. But 
finding no hopes, he reſolved to ſteal her 
| Way as ſhe was walking by the Sca-lide 
vith her Ladics. How fatal was this Ac- 
cident to him, and how favourable to me! 
Vol. II. Id On - 
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He would have laid this Obligation upon 


the Princeſs by a Stratagem; and it was 


my good fortune really, and unthought of, 
to be her Deliverer; and by ſuch a lucky 
Adventure gain the Fayour and Friendſhip 
he would have given a Kingdom to have 


purchaſed. So little are the Events of this 
Life in our own power, ſo little ayails our 


own skill and foreſight, when we oppoſe 
the Will and Decree of the Gods. When 
the King was gone, ſhe would take a walk 
in the Garden, and was pleaſed to honour 
me with her Hand to lcad her: my Joy 
upon this occaſion was inexpreſſible. Iown 
that till then I had been altogether a ſtranger 


to Love, and the Converſation of Ladies. 


J was young, and had been always at 
Sea, and among the Pirates, except the 
little ſtay I made in Greece; ſo that I under- 
:00d not the Politeneſs, and good Man- 


ners which is neceſſary, and muſt be ob- 


terved in their Company. We met great 
numbers of People, but the Princeſs ſepa- 
rating herſelf from the others, they, out 
of Reſpect, walked at a diſtance ; then be- 
ing deſirous to entertain her with ſome dit- 
courſe, I faid to her, Madam, having a 
deſian to fee this Court, what more extra- 
ordinary fortune could happen to me, than 
to be introduced by ſuch favourable Means? 
This Adventure is fortunate to me only, 
laid ſhe, for had you not met with me at

Sea, you had been welcome here ; but had 
not met you, I ſhould now have been the 
moſt miſcrable Creature living. Madam, 
ſaid I, there is none but muſt think this 
Adventure has proved fortunate to us both, 
were I not with ſeeing ſo charming an Ob- 
ject in danger of being more unhappy than 
Im aware of. It is caly, replied the 
Princeſs, to free you from this Apprchen- 
lion, by aſſuring you, you ſhall never be 
miſerable while your Happineſs depends up- 
on any thing in my power. What I take 
moſt delight in, is to give no one any cauſe 


to hate me; and I muſt alter my natural 
Diſpoſition, could I be ungrateful, where 1 


have received ſuch ſenſible Obligations. 
Then ſhe waved this Diſcourſe, to ask 
me how I came acquainted with ARAXES. 
Madam, ſaid I, I cannot anſwer you this 
Queſtion, without relating to you the whole 
Story of my Life; and becauſe it will re- 
quire time, and I will not conccal any thing 
from you, give me leave to defer it till an 

other opportunity; only Ibeg you to believe 
I had no knowledge of this wicked Deſign. 

Remember your Promiſe, ſaid ſhe, for lex- 
pet to hear your Actions are very different 


from thoſe of ARAx ES. You muſt know, 


continued ſhe, that the firſt time he ſaw 
me, was, when being ſent to Rome from 
TrzIDaTes, he paſſed by Troas, to ſcc the 


King my Father, I know not what was 
D 2 his 
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his deſign, but after having endeavoured to 
make tome declaration of Love, as he was 


= \his leave, he had the Inſolence to 
5 ak with contempt of my Couſin Ty- 
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GRANES, Who was reported to be deſigned 
for my Husband. I ſo far commanded my 
temper, as not to affront him by anſwering 
this Impertinence and Indiſcretion as it de. 
ſerved. And bclicving I ſhould never lee 
him again, I was unwilling to ſend him 

way diſlatisficd. About two months after, 
I ſaw him return again to Troas, having 
Power and Commiſſion to treat of ſome 
Affairs with the King my Father, while 
TyRI DATES went to Rome to reccive the 
Crown of Armenia from the hands of the 
Emperor. It is impoſſible to relate to you 
the Artifices and Stratagems he made ulc 
of, to gain an aſcendency over my Wil 
and Affections. The Mildneſs and Fami- 
liarity with which I converſe with every 
One, Which perhaps he imagined procced- 
cd more from {implicity than good-nature, 
made him ſo. inſolent, that he dared to at- 
tempt any thing that came into his head. To 
deccive me, he bribed our Prieſts and Augurs 
to perſuade me, that by their Science, and 
by the Victims they ſacrificed, they forclaw 
that all the good I might expect, could come 
from Armenia, and that I ſhould have onc 
of the moſt illuſtrious Princes of thoſe Pro- 
\inces; and above all, that | null beware 


of 
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| of the Romans, and of any thing that came 
from them. He bribed alto a Woman that lay 
inmy Chamber, to frighten me in the Night, 
with a lamentable Voice, as if it had been 
the Queen my Mother, who died ſome little 
time before, forewarning me to fly Tu- 
© GRANES, and chuſe AR axts for my Husband. 


| Nay, he was ſo baſe as to hire Aflaſſins to 


E kill his Rival; all this I heard but the day 
before he ſtole me away. I remember two 
or three days before, he was fo rude to tell 
© TYGRANES, in my hearing, that he was a 
king without a Crown, and ſhould ſoon 
be a Lover without a Miſtreſs.

Vxs led the Princeſs to the publick Place, 
and having left her on the Scaffold with the 
King, he mounted his Horſe, and placed 
himlelf among the Princes, who were that 
day to ſhew theit Skill in honour of PAST

erected 2 Pillar of Wood, to which they 
faſtned Arms in form of a Trophy, which 
repreſented an armed Man. The Princes 
being on horie-back, ran at it with their 
Lances ; and he who could give the moſt 


Kilful Blow, carried the Prize. When this 


was over, they heard twenty Trumpets at 


the end of the Lifts, which drawed the Eyes 


of all the SpeQators that way; and the Bar- 
ricrs being open, the Trumpets placed them- 


ſelves round the Camp: immediately fol- 


lowed fifty Men on foot richly dreſsd, with 
Javelins in their Hands, and Shields on their 
left Arms, in the midſt of whom was a 


young Warrior lightly armed, well mounted 


on a Ane Arabian Horſe, who, after his 


Companions had lanced their javelins upon 


the Trophy, came galloping and lanced his 


Javelin full in the Viſor, at which there 
was a gencral clapping. But the Applauſe 


cealed, when the fame Trumpets ſounded 
again, theſe Warriors having placed them- 
ſerves in order about the Camp, the Bar- 
ner was open d, and by degrees they per- 


ccived approaching a large Pavillion of a fine 


licht Stuff ſupported by twenty four beautiful 
Chil- 
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Children clothed in Scarlet embroider'd with 
Silver, with Plumes of ſcarlet and white 
Feathers upon their Heads. When this 
Machine was come to the midſt of the 
Place, two of theſe Children open'd the Pa. 
villion, and at the ſame time flew out a great 
Eagle which carried the Pavillion out of 
ſight: then I appeared upon a fine Horſe, 
with Feathers of divers Colours on my Head, 
and a Coat embroider'd with Gold and Sil. 
ver; the Children went and placed them- 
ſelves round the Princeſss Scaffold. I rode 
up directly to the Trophy, and ſtruck it ſo 
furiouſly with my Javelin, that the Pillar, 
which had already been very much batter'd 
and ſhaken, fell to the ground ; then 1 
alighted from my Horſe, took up the Trophy, 
and laid it at the feet of the Princeſs. 1 
received from her hands a Bracelet of large 
Pearls, which was the Prize. TI kiflcd it, and 
put it upon my Arm. She was over-joy'd 
ro ſec me again, and at the Honour I 
won in preſence of her Father, who was 
pleaſed to extol me very much, and invite 
me to the remaining part of the Entertain. 
ment. 


GIVE me leave, ſaid PALAMEDEs, to 
interrupt you, and be pleaſed to tell us where 
you found Materials to make 1o fine an 
Entry. In the firſt Ship, reply'd EURYME 


DON, my Soldiers took after we had 15 
Cor 
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Corcyra; finding the Eagle large, I tied a 
Cord to her Foot, and the other end to the 


Pavillion, which was ſupported with a large 


Javelin I had in my hand : when the Pavil- 
lion was open'd, I let go the Eagle, which 
carried off the Pavillion that was of a very 
light thin Stuff, MELINTHUs, PALAME- 
pes, and the reſt of the Company very much 
applauded this Invention.

Son in his ſtead. 1 hope Iſhall not incur 
your diſpleaſure, fince I had no other deſign 
but the Eſtabliſhment of your Kingdom; 
and the reaſon why I ſtill continued to con- 
ccal it, was, leſt the Romans ſhould think 
it a deſigned Cheat, and that you alſo might 
have a hand in it: but what I did not dare 
to do in his life-time, give me leave to do 
at his death, by giving this laſt Teſtimony of 
my natural Affection: then he embraced 
him, and wept as beforc. Every body was 
in a great ſurprize, but particularly the King,

[ will ſtill retain it, ſince on that depends 
the Happineſs of my Life; tho' I hope the 
greatneſs and ſincerity of my Paſſion will 
ſomewhat contribute towards the acquiring 
me the honour of your favour.

of the Temple, whoſe Lives they were wil- 
ling to ſparc, tho' it had been no difficuk 
| matter to kill them. 


| MELINTHUS, being informed of 
the Reſolution of ARIANA and CYLLENTA, 
| deſired PALAMEDES to return to the Ship for 
| 2 Rope-ladder, and bring with him the wiſe 
E Grecian ; deſiring EURYMEDON and AMIN- 
ras would come with five or ſix Soldiers to 
| favour their retreat, and that they would all 
be ready near that part of the Wall which 
EPICHARIS ſhewed them. PALAMEDES ha- 
\ing promiſed to execute theſe orders pun- 
ctually, left them; and MELINTHUs was led 
| trembling by EpICHARIS to ſee his dear 
ARIANA, whoſe Abſence had given him ſo 
ED much 
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much uncaſineſs. As ſoon as they were 
come into the Temple, the Gates were {hut 
upon them, and MELINTHUS was conducted 
into a Room, where he was met by AR IAN, 
who ran to him with open Arms ; but be 
ing aſhamed of receiving him ſo freely in 
preſence of CYLLENIA, ſhe immediately let 
him go without ſpeaking to him, to give 
him an opportunity to ſalute her Friend. 
CYLLENIA, admiring the majeſtick Preſence 
of MELINTHUS, aired him, that he was 
welcome. To which he anſwer'd, The 
bare admittance into this Room is ſo great a 
favour, that I know not how to acknow- 
ledge it. Then ſhe made him ſit down neat 
the beautiful ARIANA; but they were both 
ſo tranſported, that being cloſe to one ano- 
ther, and holding each other's hand, ncither 


of them could ſpeak. MELINTHVsS, to caſe 


himſelf, fetched a deep Sigh 3 which Art 
ANA rcccived with her 1 and ſighing 
afterwards, ſent it back to MELINTHUS. It 
ſcemed as if their Souls had viſited each 
other, or rather as if one Soul had animated 
both their Bodics.

Then 
MELINTHUS, addreſſing himſelf to ARIAN g, 
ſaid, May I believe, Madam, that you are 
willing to follow me?

At length CYLLENIA, 
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© cannot live. Scc to what part of the World 
© you will carry me, and 1 ſhall think myſelf 
happy to die there with you. Here is CyL- 
- LENIA, continued ſhe, who will go with 
me, and I think I cannot err, as long as ſhe 
accompanies me in our flight. CYLLENIA 
told them, Since it is reſolved, let us carry 
with us what is moſt neceſlary, and be gonc. 
* FpicHARIS had already taken care to pack 
up their Clothes, and CYLLENIA took a 
ſtrong Box which contained her moſt va- 
luable Effects, and put it with the reſt. E- 
very thing being ready, they ſtole ſoftly out 
of the Chamber, and repaired to the foot 
of the Wall, where they had not been long 
cer a Rope: ladder was thrown over to them. 
MLINTHus went up firſt, leading ARIANA, 
and having got her to the top of the Wall, 
| PALAMEDES helped her down, whilſt ME- 
© LINTHUS fetched the other two, one after 
the other, Being all come over, MELIN- 
- THUS took ARIANA in his Arms and carried 
her off; PALAMEDES ſcized his dear EPI. 
chakls, and the Grecian led CYLLENIA. 
> EURYMEDON and AMINTAS with ſome Sol- 
diers favoured their flight, and were ſurpri- 
zed to hear a noiſe in the Town, and teveral 
People in purſuit of them; they could not 
| ſteal away from their Lodgings without being 
perceived by the Servants, who gave immedi- 
ate notice of it to the Guards of the Temple: 
ſo that they ran after the Raviſhers, whilſt 
5 | others

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others went to acquaint DICEARCUs and 
P1SISTRATUS with what had happen d. Ey. 
RYMEDON and AMINTAS were obliged to 
make head againſt the Purſuers, and ſtop 


the paſſage of the Street till the Ladies could 


be carried aboard the Ship; they intended 
only to keep off the Soldiers, and then re- 


treat: but ſeeing their number increaſing, 
they reſolved to kill ſome of them, to dil 


hearten the reſt ; accordingly they ſlew five 


or ſix, which had the deſired effect, and gave 


them time to retire ſafe to the Long: boat 
which waited for them. They arrived at the 
Ship almoſt as ſoon as the Ladies, and Cy1. 
LENIA ſeeing by the Lights in the Ship the 
Perſon who brought her there, ſhe cried 
out, and flying out of his Arms, ran to A- 
RANIA, looking bchind her, and trembling 


leſt he ſhould follow her. On the other 
hand, the Greczan who held her, having 


ſeen her fall into a Swoon, and give no ſigns 
of Life, ARIANA asked CYLLENIA the rea- 
ſon of her fright : who told her, Dear A- 
RIANA, I was carried away by the Ghoſt of 
LEPANTE, which had enter'd into his Body 
to do me this office, and having brought mc 
on board the Ship, has left his Body breath- 
leſs. Immediately they all ran to the Body, 
and MELINTHUs and EURYMEDON ſaid, he 
was a Greczan they had brought with them, 
who well deſerved thcir care. As ſoon as 


they had brought him to himſelf by force of 
; Rev 
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Remedies, Gods! cry'd he, what have J 
ſeen? EURYMEDON took care of him, and 
MELINTHUS returned to CYLLENIA, who 
was not recover'd from her fright, to aſſure 
her it was not a dead Body, but a living Man; 
which ſhe could not be induced to believe. 


MELINTHUS could not tell what ſhe meant; 


but ARI ANA, who knew the Hiſtory of her 
Life, ſaid, Is it not LEPAN TE himſelf, who 
perhaps is not dead? Ar the ſame time the 
| Grecian was ſaying to EURYMEDON 3 Ah! 
have ſeen CYLLENIA! EURYMEDON an- 

ſwered, Do you then hate CYLLENIA fo 


1 much, that you cannot bear the ſight of 
her? Alas! faid he, it is rather becauſe I 


have loved her too well. What, replied Eu- 
| RYMEDON,do you fly from what you love? in 
the condition ſhe is at preſent, anſwered he, 
| Icannot ſee her without dying. So thatnci- 
ther of them could be perſuaded to ſec 
cach other: LEPANTE, becauſe he thought 
her married; and CYLLENIa, becauſe ſhe 
thought him dead: and if he had been 
living, becauſe ſhe had been unfaithful to 
him. At length ARIANA went to LEPANTE, 


and aflured him that CyLLENIA was not 


married, telling him how her Marriage with 
CALLIAS had been broken off, and how ſhe 
had been ſufficiently puniſhed for her Incon- 
| ſtancy by the troubles ſhe had ſince under- 
| gone, Then returning to CYLLEN1A, ſhe 
| lated to her how LEPANTE had eſcaped 
dcath, 
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death, and had always remained as conſtant 
to her, as if ſhe had not proved unfaithfy, 
deſiring ſhe would go and fee him. LEPANII 
and CYLLENIA were at length brought to 
gether; CYLLENIA led by ARIANA and Ep. 


CHARIS, and LEPANTE by MELINTHUsS and 
 KEURYMEDON : CYLLENIA threw herſelf x 
his feet, and with tears begged his pardon, 


LEPANTE raiſcd her up, and ſaid, he noy 
ſaw the Gods had not deccived him, and 


that by preſerving his Lite, they had fayed 
her the moſt faithful Servant ſhe could eye 
find in the world. Then theſe two Lover 


embraced each other with Joy and Amate. 
ment, and afterwards the Company retired 
into the Cabins; and ſceing it was not 


_ fafe to lie ſo near the Port, the two Ships 


put to Sea. They conſulted whar place they 


ſhould retire to, being not willing to return 
to Jyracuſe, whither "they would certainly 


be followed ; and as MELINTHUS had pro- 
miſed to aſſiſt EURYMEDON in delivering Pa- 
SITHEA, they reſolved to go aſhore in ſome 


Port in Epirus, where they might ſtay till 


he had brought his Forces from Corcyra; 
and in the mean while, MELINTHos ſhould 
marry ARIANA, and LEPANTE with CYL- 
LENIA. As they were ſteering their Courlc 


_ thitherwards, they deſcried a Ship under 


ſail, which ſeemed to be well armed, and 
bound for Cormth : but being takenup with 


other Thoughts, they plicd all their _

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and prayed the Winds to be favourable. 
 ArglANA having already related part of what 
nad befel LEPANTE, he was deſired to ac- 
| quaint them how he had been ſaved from 
the Sca, and how he had ſpent his time ſince. 
| He being willing to gratify the Company, 
| and ſeeing every one liſtning, he began as 
follows. | 


Sequel of the Hiſtory of LEPANTE. 


3 . ST I might ſeem to reproach CYL- 
E — LENIA, I ſhall not trouble you with the 
E rccital of the reſentment I had upon ſecing 
1 myſelf forſaken by her in ſuch a manner : 
however, I ſtill flatter 'd myſelf with the be- 
ließ, that ſhe only deſigned to try how I ſhould 
bear her Scorn: for I could not imagine that 
ſhe, whom I thought in every reſpect ſo 
much above all other Women, could ever 
haye forgot the Love we once had for each 
other, and have drawn a Veil over the paſt, 
to loſe for ever the Remembrance of it. But 
at laſt I heard, that to make CALL IAS happy, 
ſhe had reſolved my ruin: till then, I thought: 
her indifferency for me was only feigned ; 
and I was ſo far prepoſſeſſed in the good 
opinion I had of her, that I could not believe 
my Misfortune, tho it appcarcd ſo viſible. 
was indeed forced to give credit to it, when 
it was paſt all doubt: but my Soul having 
received ſuch a mortal Wound, was ſtunn d, 

| and 
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and could not preſently be ſenſible of the 
pain. However, I was at length convinced 
of the truth, and I felt the Pangs that attend 
ſo cruel an Accident. Not knowing what 
to do, I got a Skiff, and fled to Naupatt 
thinking to caſc my Grief by avoiding the 
ſight of her who was the cauſe of it; but 
this availed nothing, for I was my own tor- 
mentor, and proved the greateſt Enemy to 
my ſelf, my Mind ſuggeſting continually 
ſome tormenting Thought to drive me to 
deſpair. I could not reſt ſatisfied in the 
_ wretched Condition I was in; but to in- 
creaſe my Miſery, I ſent back a Servant to 
Corinth to the Temple, where CyLLENn 
was to be married, to bring me word hoy 
ſhe behaved herſelf at that time. I waited 
for his return with as much impatience as if 
I had expected the greateſt Bleſſing of my 


| Life: But when the Meſſenger was come 


back, and had informed me that ſhe added 
an extreme Cruelty to her former ill uſage, 
by asking how I behaved myſelf upon hear. 
ing of her Marriage, I could not bear this 
Inſult ; and giving way to Indignation and 
Deſpair, which had conquer'd my Reaſon, 
1 bid the Perſon go and tell her what he 
ſhould ſee. Whereupon I climbed to the 
Top of a high Rock which jutted out into 
the Sea, and threw myſelf down headlong | 
from thence in his preſence. 


BUT 
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BUT who can doubt, after what I am 
going to tell you, of the continual Care the 


Gods have of us? For it is impoſſible to 


aſcribe to blind Chance and Fortune ſome 
ſuccours We receive in the greateſt Dangers, 
which cannot but come from a better and 
wiſer Hand. Inſtead of killing myſelf, I 
fell, and I may now ſay happily, into a large 
| Fiſhing-Net, which was caſt into the Sca 
under the Rock. My Fall was ſo ſudden, 
that I was at the bottom before the Fiſher- 
men perceived it; and they thinking ſome 
| monſtrous Fiſh had leaped out of the Water, 
aud fell into the Net, they drew it up with 
great hopes. When I firſt appeared above 
Water, they could not diſtinguiſh what they 
had caught, becauſc I was entangled in the 


E Weeds and Net; but they ſoon found what 
| Iwas, to their ſorrow and diſappointment. 


However, they took pity of me, and having 
drained the Water I had ſwallowed, they 
lad me on their Clothes, and uſed all mcans 
to bring me to myſelf. At laſt I opened my 
Eyes, and was much ſurprized to ind myſelf 
in their Boat: But being told how I eſcaped, 
pauſed ſome time on this ſtrange Accident, 
and perceived the Cods would not have me 


die. This Conſideration filled me at once 


with pity and fear, and made me ſenſible of 
the Crime I had committed, by blindly fol- 
owing the Tranſports of my Paſſion. From 

| I | | that 
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that time I took a reſolution to live, but 
never to be comforted; and I deſired tho: 
People to carry me to {ome diſtant place, 
promiſing to reward them for their trouble, 

They put up a little Sail, andthe Wind be. 
ing fair for Cyrrhe, a City in Phocida, not 
far from thence, we ſoon reached it. I found 
they had taken nothing from me, and that] 
had enough about me to ſatisfy them. Thad 
{till ſome Diamonds left, which I wore upon 
my Fingers, and thought I could travel a 
good way with them; fo that I undertook to 
walk, not knowing where I ſhould take up 
my abode, having no other deſign than to 
fly from Corinth; yet I could find no place 
where I could live at reſt: and I had been 
happy, could I have loſt the remembrance 
of my Love; but it had taken too deep a 
root to be ever removed, and Inconſtancy 
was only pleaſing to me in continually ſhitt- 
ing from place to place. Thus did I wander 
over Greece, avoiding all Towns where! 
had any Acquaintance ; for which rcaſon 1 


would not go to Athens, tho' that City was 


the likelicſt to give ſome caſe to my Grief, 
my Siſter ERIPHILE being married there to 
one of the moſt eminent Men. What, faid 
MELINTHVUS, are you Brother to the yirtuous 
ERIPHILE the Wife of EPHIALTES? Ves, 
reply'd LEPANTE. Then let me embrace 


you, continued MELINTHus, ſince you are 


Brother to one of the beſt of Women, with 


3 hom 
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3 whom I lived a long time, and ſtand infi- 
nitely obliged to her. They afterwards 
gave each "other oreat demonſtrations of 
E Kindneſs ; and PALAMEDES, who had alto 
ſhared the Friendſhip of the wiſe ERIPHILE, 
mingled in their Embraces. MELINTHUS, 
deferring to ſome other time to tell him the 
reaſons he had to love and ſerve him for his 
| Sifter's ſake, delired he would reſume his 
1 Hiſtory. At length, continued LEPANTE, 
I reſolyed to leave Greece, and go over to 
Ai; being arrived in Molia, Iprocceded 
| from thence to Lydia and Phrygia, but 
nothing remarkable happen'd to me till I 
came into Galatia, where I was in great dan- 
ger of being put to an ignominious Death. 


BEING ncar the Capital, I paſſed thro 
2 Wood, where a murder had been com- 
| mitted, and was ſurrounded by ſeveral Men 
on horſe- back; who taking me for one of 
the Murderers, carried me to the City, not- 
withſtanding all I could alledge for my In- 
nocency. Thoſe who had done the Fact, 
were ſeized ſoon after, and committed to 
tic fame Priſon with me: when they knew 
was accuſed of their Crime, they made a 
ſcoff of me, and {wore I ſhould not be diſ- 
charged, tho' they did not know me, that 
Im might keep them company at their death. 
vas much perplexed, having no way left 
do juſtify myſelf, but through their means; 
| Vor. II. F a 
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and was mightily troubled to dic a ſhameful 
Death, like a Thief and a Murderer. One 
day when I thought we were going to be 
led to Execution, I ſaw an Officer come 
in, who allembling all the Criminals, or 
dered that cach of them ſhould chuſe an 
Advocate to plead his Caule before the King, 
to the end that the moſt Eloquent mig 
obtain for his Client, the Pardon that was 
granted every Year. I enquired into the 
reaſon of this Cuſtom ; and was told, that 
in the time of JULIUs CASAR, DEIOTAREs, 
King of Galatia, having been engaged in 
Pomeey” s Party, and after wards received in. 
to CæSAR's favour, was accuſed of laying 
a ſnare for the Emperor, when he was in 
Galatia. On this account he was ſummon— 
cd to Rome, wherc he appeared, and would 


have been ſentenced to death by Cxsar, 


and the Senate, had it not been for Cictro; 
who by the irreſiſtible force of his won- 
derful Eloquence, diſſuaded C Sar from 
that deſign, and obtained DEIOTARES a 
Pardon. The King, being returned into 


Calatia, in remembrance of the good Offices 


he had received from Eloquence, ordered 
that every Year the Criminals ſhould chuſe 


Advocates, among whom he who was judg- 


cd the moſt Eloquent, ſhould have a full 


Pardon for his Client, beſides a Crown of 


great Value, as a Reward for himſelf. he- 


ing intormed of this, and knowing that the 
> 1 moſt 
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moſt famous Advocates were already retain- 
ed with great Sums of Money, I ſaw it 


would be very difficult for me to get ſuch a 


favour, having neither Friends or Acquain- 
tance in that Country. However, I took 
courace and told the Officer, that I would 
plead my own Cauſe. Every one began to 
laugh at my Propoſal, becauſe I appeared in 
too miſcrable a Condition to be thought to 
have any Learning. Notwithſtanding, I 
cayc in my Name, inſiſting to be heard be- 
fore the King, like the reſt. During the eight 
days that were allowed for compoſing the 


Harangues, I had leiſure enough to think of 


minc. The time being cxpird, we were 
all carried to the Palace, and placed in a large 
Hall, and Rails were ſet up to keep the 
People off; within the Rails ſat the King 
ona Seat raiſed on four or five Steps, and on 
each ſide of him were his principal Officers, 


| who were Judges. When they began to 


hear the Cauſes, the Advocate who was to 
| ſpcak firſt, was admitted within the Bar, and 
| ſtanding before the King, he made a very 
| Claborate Speech, wherein he endeavoured 
to defend a Criminal then preſent : when 
he had done ſpeaking, there aroſe a Whiſß⸗ 
per of the Opinions that were made of him. 
Ihen a ſecond was let in, who diſcourſed 


| with great vehemence; ſo ſeveral others 


| ſucceſſively. I was amazed to ſec ſo many 
| Advocates ; but I was told, they came from 
F 2 all 
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all parts of Aſia, and even from Greeve, ſome 
at the requeſt of the Criminals, and others 
out of ambition, to ſhew their Skill, and 
gain the Prize. Their great number tired 
me, tho they had been ordered to make ſhort 
Speeches, becauſe otherwiſe they could not 
all be heard in one day. At laſt they ſaid, 
all the Advocates had ſpoken, and the King 
was going to ask the Advice of the Judges, 
when I was thinking to ſtep forward, and 
deſire a hearing: but I was prevented by a 


Herald, who told the King, there was ſtill a 


poor Criminal, called LEPANTE, who would 
plead his own Cauſe, which the King readily 
granted. I was then called to the Bar, and 
I ſpoke what I had premeditated with as 
much Aſſurance and Modeſty as I could. 
Brave LEPANTE, ſaid MELINTHUS, deprive 
us not of the plcaſure of hearing your De- 
fence; we have time enough, and ſeeing it 
is ſhort, it cannot be very troubleſome to 
you ; do it at leaſt for CYLLENIA's fake, 


who liſtens with ſo much attention to the 


Adventures that have befallen you during 
her troubles. There is no reſiſting ſuch a 
Command, reply'd LEPANTE ; and ſince vou 
are ſo urgent, I will repeat what I ſaid there, 
which was as follows.

« plain of Fa for the ſtrange Diſgrace 
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Inow lic under, ſince ſhe has made me ſo 
happy as to be heard by you. And why 
ſhould I complain of her, ſeeing that before 
and ſince my Misfortunes, ſhe has provided 
me with ſome mcans to ſuccour mylſclt? 


I was no ſooner come into the Country, 


but ſhe made me a Criminal, without 
being guilty. Yet at a time when a Par- 
don is given, which I have all reaſon to 
hope for, having been inſtructed from my 
infancy 1n all the Arts and Sciences, For- 
tune foreſeeing 1 ſhould ſtand in need of 
their aſſiſtance, the Gods would have 
been unjuſt and cruel to ſuffer me to fall 
into ſuch a danger, had they not known 


how I ſhould free myſelf from it. Ac- 
cuſe me not of Preſumption, if I am 


ſure of carrying the Prize, which is given 
this day to the moſt Eloquent. Ir is im- 
poſſible you ſhould refuſe it me, ſince 
nothing is ſo perſuaſtve as Innocence. 


« ALL that the Art of Eloquence can 
do to cover a Crime, is to raiſe ſome 
doubt about the Truth and Validity of 
the Accuſation; excite Compaſſion in the 
Judges, and incline them to Mercy. But 
Truth has no need of Artitice or Diſguiſe; 
ſhe diſcovers herſelf naked, and produces 
an infinite number of powertul and in- 


vincible Proofs. It is this Truth which is 
now to defend me, 3nd ſhall procced 
F 3 -<. tram. 
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from my Lips ſo pure, that it may be 
caſily diſtinguiſhed. 


« IT was not a Crime, O King, that 
made me leayemy Country ; neither have 
I enter'd into yours by a Crime. A Mis- 
fortune drove me from my native Soil, 
and another has overtaken me in your 
Kingdom. The former has deprived me 


of my deareſt hopes, and the latter would 


now rob me of what I hold moſt dear, 
my Honour and my Life. As for my 
Life, it has been ſo unfortunate, that! 
would freely lay it down; and it is not 
for fear of loſing it, that I now ſpeak 
before this Auguſt Aſſembly. I have en- 
deavoured to part with it, when I thought 
it honourable to die; but as the Crime! 
ſtand accuſed of, and the Death I am 
threatned with, are ſhameful, this Acci- 
dent has linked my Life and Honour to- 
gether, and I am obliged to defend the 
one, to preſerve the other. 


« SINCE I left Greece, IWander'd from 
Province to Province to caſe a Grict that 
lies heavy upon me, and paſſing through 
a Wood that lcads to this City, I was 
ſeized by ſome Perſons, without knowing 
for what. I have ſince been told, that 
a Murder had been committed in that 
place, and that the Aſſaſſins were allo 
« brought 
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brought to the ſame Priſon ; who being 
informed that I was accuſed of their 
Crime, laughed at my Misfortune, and 
(wore they would never declare me in- 
nocent. 


« BUT I may caſily be cleared from 


this Accuſation, if the Priſoners be exami— 


ned ſeparately, how they came acquainted 
with me: for then it will evidently ap- 
pear, that I never ſaw them. I have not 
been in Aſia above a Month, and in that 
ſhort time, I have paſſed through M olia, 
Lydia, and Troas; it is but two days 
ſince I entcr'd Galatia, and the fame day 
l was taken. I had travelled froma place 
ſo remote from hence, that it is impoſſible 
l ſhould have had any Acquaintance with 
them. This may morcover be confirmed 
by the Perſons where I have lodged upon 
the Road, who will certainly aver what 


I fay. 


« THIS, Great Sir, and you moſt Re- 
rerend Judges, this is the Eloquence 1 


ſhall uſe. It is Truth, that ſpeaks by my 


Mouth: She claims the Victory this day; 


it is She that pretends to the Prize, and 
not I. She appears naked before you, 
to convince you, that the Eloquence of 
others, in compariſon with her, is only 


a painted Beauty. Juſtice, that ſits near 
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you blindfolded, ſtretches forth her Arms 
to embrace Truth, and knows her 

fectly well through the Veil that covers 
her Eyes. This ſevere Goddeſs is now 
well pleaſed, that the Gods have ranked 


an innocent Perſon among the guilty, 
leſt on this occaſion ſhe might be obliged 


to releaſe a Criminal. Take pity, Great 
Monarch, of a Stranger, who has none

Afſliſtance is very powertul, ſince it is ſhe 
alone who maintains Kingdoms. It is 
not Death I fear, but Infamy. If I can- 


not deſerve the Prize of Eloquence above 


ſo many Perſons of extraordinary Parts, 


ſuffer me at leaſt to loſe my Life in de- 
fending your Frontiers againſt the Bar— 


barians; I ſhall think myſelf happy to dic 


{o bravely. If I cannot avoid Death, let 
me at leaſt eſcape from Shame; or if you 
will render this day famous for the moſt 


memorable Sentence that ever was pro- 


nounced, let none of us bcar away the 
Prize of Eloquence, but beſtow for my

Whereupon I was in- 
ſtantly brought from among the Criminals, 
and led to the King's Throne, where, knee]- 
ing on the Steps, 1 reccived from his hands 
the Crown propoled for the Conqueror. 
The King, not ſatisfied with ſhewing me 
this favour, which he rather did for my 
Innocence than for my Eloquence, aroſe, 
and commanded me to attend him, being 
willing to know who I was; and he ho- 
noured me ſo far as to lean upon me, till 
he came into his Apartment, where he asked 
me ſeveral Queſtions, which I anſwer'd with 
the greateſt Reſpect I was able.

before, I paſſed through the ſame places! 
had ſeen already, croſſed the e Aegean Sca, 
and landed in Macedonia, we having 
made ſome ſtay, I went into Epirus, whi- 
ther we are now bound. But as Grief was 


my moſt agreeable Companion, I began to 
be tir'd of my Retinue, and reſolved to live 
in ſome Solitude. With this deſign, I left 


my Servants in Epirus, ordering them to 
ſtay there till I had made a Voyage into 
Italy. I croſſed the Sea without any At- 


tendants, and arrived at Brunduſium; 1 went 


through Apulia without ſeeing any place that 
pleaſed me; from thence I went to Cuma, 
where finding a Retreat to my mind, I took 
with me a ſmall quantity of Proviſions, and 


there tormented myſelf with the cruel re. 


membrance of my paſt ill-fortune ; and the 


more I grieved, the more ſatisfaction I fan- 


cicd I received. This place was the Cave 
of the Cumæan Sybil; and one Night, after 
having uttered a thouſand Complaints, I be- 


thought myſelf to implore the Aſſiſtance of 


her Voice (which was ſaid to have remained 
in the World) to favour me with an Oracle. 
The ſacred Sybil did at length compaſſionate 
my Misfortunes, and I heard that heavenly 


Voice repeat theſe Verlies.

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Return thou to that Spot of Earth, 
That gave thee Life, that gave thee Birth; 
There, conſtant Lover, thou ſhalt find, 
From Torment free, a quiet Mind. 


EPICHARTIS, MELINTHUs and Pa- 
| LAMEDES burſt out a laughing, and ſaid, Is 
| it you, LEPANTE, to whom we gave that 
| Oracle? There, continued MELINTHUS, 
| pointing to EPIcHARIS, ſtands the Sybil, 
| who pronounced the Verſes, and I com- 
| poſed them extempore. LEPANTE was fo ſur- 
| prized, that he knew not what to ſay, think- 
ing hitherto that he had been divinely aſ- 
ſiſted. CYLLENIA, EURYMEDON, and the 
| jeſt of the Company who did not know 
this Adventure, deſired EPICHARTS to relate 
it. Whereupon ſhe told them that they 
three being eſcaped from the Priſons of 
Rome, and flying from the City, they hid 
| themſelves one Night in that Grotto; where, 
hearing a Man complaining and imploring 
the Aſſiſtance of the Sybil, ſhe reſolved to 
counterfeit that Voice, and ſend that un- 
| happy Wretch home to his Parents. LE/ 
PANTE being recovered of his ſurprize, ſaid, 
Fair EPICHARIS, is it poſſible that what you 
lay is true? It is as ] ſaid, replied ſhe, and 
now I call you to mind again, I remember 
it was you that paſſed by us the next Morn- 
ing. It is true, ſaid LE PAN TE, that I ſaw 
- ſome 
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ſome Perſons that would have ſtopt me; but 
I was ſo pleaſed with my Oracle, and the 
Aſſiſtance of the Gods, that nothing was 
able to ſtay me. Yet ſee, ſaid Epichak!s 
how truly I propheſted without thinking of 
it! For you have found here, through 1 my 
means, your Fortune entirely changed, and 
you are beholden to me for all your Hap. 
pineſs. It is true, replied LEPANTE, you 
are my Sybil, and the only Goddeſs I ought 
to adore, ſince I am obliged to you alone 
for all the Satisfaction of my Life; and 


were it not for you, I had till been in that 


Grotto. Every one admired this Accident, 
and how luckily they had met LEPANTE 
in that Cave, and had been inſpired to pro. 
nounce that Oracle, which had proved the 
beſt and wholeſomeſt Advice, that the Gods 
themſelves could have given. Lreanre re- 
turned a thouſand thanks to EPICHARIs and 
to the Gods, who had ſpoken through I her 
mouth, and then proceeded. 


THO' I was perſuaded the + would

This Lady had excellent 
Features, but her Beauty ſeemed to have 
been inuch impaired by Sickneſs; becaulc 
her Complection, though extreme fine, was 
pale and wan, her Eyes, which were large 
and well cut, had no Life in them, and 
were ſo dull and heavy, that they ſeemed 
to mourn the loſs of their former Charms 
and Luſtre.

That they 
ſhould never charge the Gods with their 
Misfortunes, from whom alone they could 
expect ſuccour and aſſiſtance. We have

 Arcas anſwer d, that what he had to relate 
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been deliver d from much greater dangers 
and tho' they ſuffer us at preſent to be re. 
duced to this Extremity, it is only perhaps 
to let us ſee, how little ſufficient we are of 
ourſelyes, and that all our Safety and Se. 


curity depends on them alone. Thus did 


MELINTHUS endeavour to ſoften the troubles 
of his dear ARIANA, whole Grief was more 


inſupportable to him, than the Misfortune 


itſelf. LEPANTE alſo ſummoned all the 
Eloquence he was maſter of to comfort them 
at leaſt under this heavy ſtroke of Fortune. 
But PALAMEDES was enraged, and would 
have gone directly to aſſiſt and deliver Ep1- 


CHARIS. What, ſaid he, ſhall I cowardly 


let her die to fave me? I would ſooner lay 
all that keep her Priſoner, even my Uncle 
himſelf. But they reſtrained him, aſſuring 


him, that in going out, he endanger'd all 


their Lives ; that they muſt deliberate what 
they had to do, and might better accompliſh 
their deſign, when aſſiſted by their Friends. 


He ſeemed in ſome meaſure pacified by theſe 


Conſiderations; and the ſtrict watch they 


kept over him, left him no hopes of eſca- 


ping from them. MELINTHUs and LEPAN- 
TE asked ARCAS, who they were that ar- 
rived at the Haven before DIctarcus, and 
examined EPICHARIS, and how DICEARCUS 
came to meet with them, that they might 
know what Enemies they had to encounter.

The Story of ARCAS, TREBACIUS, 
| and E MILIA. 


T muſt be allow'd and acknowledg'd, 
that a good Action never loſes its Re- 
ward; and that when we are grateful for 
one Obligation, it gencrally draws on a 
ſecond. What Iam going to relate, will 
illuſtrate the Truth of this Obſervation, for 
had not my Maſter ſent me to Rome, with 
Preſents to MaxIMus, as a Reward and 
Gratification for the Loſſes he had ſuſtain- 
ed upon their account; it would not now 
have been in my power to forewarn you 
of the particular Deligns and Dangers which 
threaten you, and to aſſiſt and ſerve you 
in what may lic in my power. 


WHEN I arrived at Rome, I cnquir'd 
for Max1Mmus, the Houſe where he former- 
ly lived not being yet rebuilt. He recciv- 
ed me in a much more courteous and friend- 
ly manner than I expected, and was over- 
wha to hear you were ſafe and well, ſup- 
poſing, as twas gencrally reported, you 

were 
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were dead. I had ſome difhculty to make 
him accept of the Preſents. I then asked 
him what they ſaid of you at Rome; he 
ſaid he had never heard your Names men- 
tioned, ſince 'twas concluded you were 
drown'd. But two or three days after this, 
there was a publick Cry in the City, that 
MELINTHUS and PALAMEDES, Who made 
their eſcape out of the Priſon at Rome, 
ſhould be ſlain where-ever they were found, 
being Enemies to CæSAR and the Romans. 
This News made my Blood run cold, and 
I delired Max1IMvus to inform himſelf of 
what was ſaid abroad concerning you, which 
he did; and brought me word that TRt- 
BACIUS, Tribune of the Emperor's Guards, 
was commanded with three Companies of 


Soldiers, to ſeek MELINTHUS and PALA-

IH O' I was ſtrangely troubled in my

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who ſeeing me ready and active, was plea- 
ſed to favour me with his orders; and at 
| laſt made me Quarter- Maſter to my Com- 


pany. 


| WHEN We embarked, I obſcrved he had 
| with him an excceding beautiful Roman 
| Youth, to whom he paid a vaſt reſpect, and 
| whom he had a particular Care of; and Job- 
| ſerved that all his Actions were accompanied 
E with abundance of Delicacy and Politeneſs. 
| | thought I had ſeen his face formerly, but 
could not call to mind where. TREBA- 
| clus gave me his Clothes into my Care, 
and for the greater Security of them, Iwas 
laid down among them : this young Roman 
came and ſate down by me, not ſeeing me. 
| TREBACIUS, Who could not bear him a 
moment out of his ſight, came immediate- 
ly after, and kneeling upon one Knee, ſaid 
to him, Methinks you fly my Company; 
and whatever care I take to ſerve you, you 
look on me with coldneſs and indifferency, 
not to ſay diſdain. TREBACIUS, anſwer'd 


and Excuſe ; I am not inſenſible what pains 
vou take to oblige me, and I will return 
| the Obligations to the utmoſt of my power. 
| Ah! Madam, faid he, (I was very much ſur- 
| prized, faid ARCas, to hear that word, not 
in the leaſt ſuſpecting 'twas a Woman; and

| he, let the violent Paſſions that diſtract and 
torment my mind, ſerve me for Apology 
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this made me liſten much more attentive. 
ly) Alas! Madam, faid he, what are your 
Commands? and if I do not happen to 
find the Perſon you ſeek, muſt I always be 
miſerable? TREBACIvs, anſwer'd ſhe, uſe 
your utmoſt endeavours, for aſſure your 
ſelf, I ſhall never ſatisfy you till J have had 
my Revenge. One Paſſion, continued he, 
drives away another, and while my mind 
is filled with Revenge, I cannot think of 
Love. But, replied "be; can 1 not know 
the reaſon of this inveterate hatred againſ 
MELINTHUS, and may I not bear a part of 
this Paſſion, that I may oblige you to beat 
a part of mine? Tell me, charming E. 


MILIA, what has MELINTHUs done to 


diſoblige you? What was it EMILIA, in- 
terrupted MELINTHUS, and is ſhe not dead? 


This Name, replied ARCas, ſurprized me 


as much as it can you, and I call'd to mind, 
'twas her Face, tho' diſguiſed in this dreſs. 
I began to be afraid ſhe would know me a- 
gain; but having hitherto eſcaped 1o un- 
lucky an Accident, I reſolved to avoid be- 
ing ſeen by her as much as poſſible: be— 
ſides, being a Slave when ſhe knew me, 
my Dreſs was now very different, ſince you 
was plcalcd to give me my freedom.

Know, ſaid ſhe, 
that this Traytor won my Affection by the

with faint glimmering Hopes, that 'twas im- 
poilible he could totally forget the Obliga- 


tions he had to me. Howey er, this un- 
glate- 
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grateful perfidious Wretch deſired my leave 
to go; this was what Idreaded and expect- 
ed, and I left nothing unſaid to perſuade 
him to continue with me, but ſeeing him 
reſolved to go, 1 found there was nothing 
ſo grating as the Contempt and Ingratitude 
| of thoſe we love. I could no longer con- 
| tain my ſelf, and I made him the bittereſt

| now, and ſpared neither Oaths nor Pro- 


teſtations to aſſure me of his Love and Fi- 


delity: and feigning for two or three days, 
he could not bear the Thought of quitting 
me; he inſenſibly obtained leave to be 
gone, making me believe I ſhould never be 
2 day without ſecing him. Having thus eſ- 
caped me, he counterfeited himſelf ſick, till 
he could return into Sicily, to avoid being 
obliged to ſce me again. I frequently ſent 
to know how he did, and was inform'd of 
erery thing that paſsd at their Houſe by a 
fouth named Damis, Maximus's Slave, 
12 who 
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who told me, that nothing was fo agree. 
able to MELINTHUS, as the care and ten— 
dance of this beautiful ARIANA. This fill'g 
my mind with rage and jealouſy, that he 
had ſo deccived me to get away from me, 


1 waited a conſiderable time, and had every 


day leſs hopes than cver of ſeeing him, 


which laſt affront ſeized fo violently upon 


my Spirits, that I fell dangerouſly ill; and 


being willing to try how far his Ingratitude 


would go, I had it given out, that I was 
a dying, thinking ſurely he would vouch MW 
ſafe one Viſit, when 1 was expiring : bu W 
this cruel Monſter was never in the lea 


concern'd at whatever could happen to me. 


I then had it reported I was dead, to try ii 
common civility and good- nature would not | 
engage him to make a Vilit, by way of 
condoling CAMILLA; and had he come, | 
deſign'd to have hid my ſelf, and liſtned 
whether he regretted my death or not; and 
to come out upon him unawarcs, and teat 
him to picces, had it been poſlible, 
with my Tecth and Nails, in the tranſport 


and fury I was then in: but he was no more 


moved with any thing he could hear, than 


if hc had been void of all human Paſſions; 


Nay, I was credibly inform'd, that he pre- 
vented PALAMEDES from coming to con- 
dolc with my Siſter for the loſs of mc. In 


this extremity of grief, I knew not What 


new Stratagem to invent, or what courſe

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to take 3; when MARCELLINUs, tho' not 
upon my account, revenged my Caule : for 
he being the mortal Enemy of theſe two 
| Sicihans, attempted to burn them in their 
| Lodgings; or it they found means to get 
| out, to flay MELINTHUS and PALAMEDES; 
nd in this Diſorder and Confuſion, to car- 
| ry off ARIANA, to give her to the Emperor: 
| but as J have heard ſince, this Enterprize 
| proved very fatal to MARCELLINUS, who 
E was killed by MELINTHUSs, whom he pur- 
| {i'd to prevent his eſcape. ARTANA eſcaped, 
but by what means I never could hear. The 
next day MELINTHUS and PALAMEDES were 
taken and brought Priſoners to Rome; never 
| was Io pleas'd and delighted, {aid EMILIA, 
| as when I heard they were deſtined to die, 
| being accuſcd of having ſet the City on 
| fire. And when I was told they were to 
| appear before the Senate, in order to be 
examin d, I dreſt my ſelf as Iam now, and 
W late directly facing them, during the whole 
mme of their Trial: the very ſight of him 
put me into an Agony, but when he began 
| to ſpeak, I thought I ſhould have ſwooncd, 
ſo violently was my Mind agitated with 
thoſe different Paſſions it laboured under. 
| Gods, thought I, juſt ſo the Traytor talked 


when he deceived me; how well he con- 


ccals the real Cauſe of his Misfortune and 
his Love for ARIANA! he hardly dares 
pronounce this Name, leſt I ſhould diſor- 
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der him. But I muſt confels I was moved 
to compaſſion with what he ſaid, and his 
charming Manner of expreſſing himſelf ad. 
ded to the moving Truth he ſpoke, had al. 
moſt overcome my hatred ; but however, 


I endeavoured to baniſh this diſpoſition of | 


mind, and would have had them condemn'g: 


but their Innocence was {o evidently clear, | 


that it was impoſlible they ſhould be con- 
demned. I waited for the Deciſion, with 
as much perplexity as if it had been my 
own Trial; and I was deſirous of, and at 


the ſame time dreaded the Thoughts of his 
death. I faw plainly the Senate was going | 


to acquit him; but when new orders came 
that the Judgment ſhould be ſuſpended till 


the Emperor had declared his Will, I can. 


not dcicribe what a State of Mind I was 
in, for 1 found the Emperor was afraid 
the Senators would acquit them, and 
that fignified a certain and unavoidable 
Death: but I could not rejoice when I was 
ſure of their Misfortune. However, when 
they were carricd back to the Priſon, and 
MELINTHUS was out of my fight, I rc-cn- 


tered into my former way of thinking, and 


Was angry w ith my ſelf, for not animating 
the Judges againſt him, and recall'd to my 
Mind, all the Affronts and ill Treatments 
{ had reccived from him; and was then im- 
patient that NERO did not fend and have 


them ſtrangled in the Priſon. Night and 
on! 
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| day it run in my Mind, and I imagin'd I 

| ow the Soldiers maſlacring this perfidious 
E \retch, and that I beheld him expiring. 
After having dreamt of him all Night, in 
the Morning I ſent to the Priſon to enquire 
| whether they were dead; but they brought 


ne back word, that the Keeper was in a 


| very great Conſternation and Fright, for 


| the Priſdners had found macans, "by the 


Chimney belonging to their Chamber, to 
get up to the Top of the Tower, from 
| whence they had thrown themſelves into the 


Tiber: that there was a vaſt multitude of 


People by the River ſide, and others in 
| Boats, ſecking the dead Bodies, which they 
ſuppos d to be drown'd, or kill'd with the 


W Tower-Battlemcnt that was fallen. My juſt 
| Reſentment raiſed in me a ſtrange Curioſity 


| to feed my ſight with this Spectacle, and I 
gave Money to {ſeveral that were ſecking 
| for them. Some time after, going down 
the River, a good diſtance out of the City, 
| toſee if the Tide had not flung them up 
| any where; the Lad, who row 45 ſceing an 
empty Boat upon the Sand, faid unthink- 
ingly, there is a Boat without a Maſter. 
| Iask'd him what he meant; hc told me, 
| young Man had bought it, but he be— 
lieved. twas not with a deſign to be a 
Waterman, and deſired him to Take care of 
it for ſome few hours; and that very Night 
the Priſoners eſcaped. They might have

azainſt him, rather than he ſhall eſcape me, 
I return'd home, forming in my Mind 2 
thouſand Stratagems, how to be the death 


of him, if he was living; whereupon I ſent 


a Meſſenger to Syracuſe, to enquire if Me- 


| LINTHUS was arrived. This Man brought 
me 
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me word back, that he was certainly ar- 
rived, and alſo what extraordinary Rejoi- 
cinęs were made at their return; the Sacri- 
fices and Diverſions; in ſhort, the great 
Honours done to MELINTHUS and ARIANA ; 
and that twas reported, they were to be 
married ſoon. Jealouſy, Shame and Anger 
took poſſeſſion of my Soul, and I deter- 
mi: to prevent their Happineſs, by the 
death of his perfidious Betrayer of my 
Hcart. That I might not fail accompliſhing 
my leſign, Irctolved to engage the Empe— 
ror in this Attempt.

W ! cursd the Winds for being 10 favourable 
bo us, for we arrived at Corinth in much 
es time than we could have expected, and 
W it the Haven we found all in grcat con- 
fuſion and diſorder. TREBACIUS ask'd what 
vas the matter. They told him, two Ladies 
had been ſtole away, and carried aboard the 
Ship that was juſt gone off. When we landed, 
| was not a little ſurprized, to ſec DICEAR- 
cus and PISISTRATUS very buſy in having 
| i Veſlel got ready to follow that other hip. 
| 133 Pray, 
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Pray, ſaid TREBACIUS to DICEARCUS, what 
is the cauſe of your Affliction, and this 
Uproar and Diſturbance. My Lord, ſaid 
he, I had a Neice, who was left in my 
care at the death of my Brother, and whom 
I had promiſed in Marriage to P1s1STR atvs, 


whom you ſee there, and a treacherous, 


Fellow, named MELINTHUs, came from H. 


racuſe, and ſtole her away unknown to me, MW 
and againſt my will. Tis the ſame per. | 


fidious Wretch we ſeck, by the Emperor' 
Order, cricd out EMILIA. Be comforted, 
{aid ſhe, good old Gentleman, we will both 
be revenged of him. I believe, ſaid TRE. 
BACIUS, they are in one of thoſe Ships we 
met, going toward the Grecian Coaſts. It 


fo, we muſt not loſe time, and if your 


Ship is ready, ſaid he to DICEARCUS, ac. 


company us, and let us join our Quarrels | 


and Forces to be reycnged of him. Never 
did I ſce any one more tranſported with 


Rage and Fury than DIcAR cus, and when 


TREBACIUS and EMILIA et fail, he im- 
mcdiately followed them. 


AFTER having paſſed the Promontoty 


of Naupacte, we put in at every Haven, 
to enquire after you; at length we arrived 
here, where being landed, EPICHARIS, ftand- 


ing at the Haven, diſguiſed in Mens Clothes 


was ſo unfortunate as to be known again 
by the Jaylor's Son, who was your Keeper 
in 
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n the Priſon ; his Father has lain in Chains 


erer ſince, and knowing TREPACIUS's de- 


| ſion, accompanied us, in hopes that aſliſt- 
nn them to take you, when you was put 
to death his Father would be {et at liberty. 
Now I have given you the whole and exact 
Account, why ſo many People arc up in 
arms againſt you to ſeck' your Deſtruction. 


Now we muſt conſult what can be done 


for your Safety and Defence. The City- 
OCates and Walls arc ſtrictly guarded, but

But recovering from his ſur- 
prize, be begg'd TREBACIUS to ſpare his Ne-

| MELINTHUsS had done; but TREBACIUS, in

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was in: whereupon he took Arcas aſide, 
and made him ſwear, that he would invio- 
lably obey his Orders; then he told him, 
that he was reſolved to deliver PaLAaMEDES, 
let the conſequence of ſuch an Attempt be 
what it would : but charged him never to 
mention it to his Friends, nor own him for 
his Maſter, when he was with the Enemies, 
that he might be the better able to ſave and 
aſſiſt ARIANA and the reſt of their Friends, 
from falling into the hands and power of 
TREBACIUS and EMILIA. ARCAas, over— 
whelm'd with Sorrow, endeavour'd to diſ- 
ſuade him from ſo fatal a Reſolution; but 
MELINTHVs ſurprized him, proteſting, that 
if he diſcovered or oppoſed his deſign, he 
would ſlay himſelf before his face; above 
all, he charged him to have a particular care 
of ARIANA. ARCAS had not a word more 
to ſay, ſecing his Maſter deſperate, who 
commanded him to go out of the Houſe 
immediately, and wait for him at TREBa- 
cluss Lodgings, where he ſhould be witneſs 
of what he would do. Thus did MELIN- 
THUS prevent ARCAs's diſcovering his deſign 
to his Friends; then he choſe eight young 
Soldiers, that had followed him from H- 
racuſe, whoſe Valour he had already expe- 
rienced, and who had a ſincere Love and 
Value for him, admiring his Virtue and ex- 
cellent Qualities ; he then told them his de- 
ſign, and finding them ready to die for him,

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he deſired them to arm themſelves, and be 
ready to follow him; he armed himſelf like. 
wiſe, and went directly to TREBAcivs'; 
Lodgings, and courageouſly, with the reſt 
of his Companions, fell upon the Guards. 
After having ſlain ſix with his own hands, 
before they were well aware of the Attack, 
he faſten'd the Door, to prevent any Aid or 
Succour coming to TREBACIUS : the Noiſe 


and Alarm was ſoon heard in the Lodgings, 


and preſently near thirty Perſons had taken 
up Arms, and gather'd together to oppoſe 
him; but he ſtill continued to wound and 
kill all that came in his way, and never did 
MELINTHUS give a greater Proof of his Va- 
lour, having the moſt experienced Warriors 


among the Roman Soldiers to encounter 
with; his Companions endeavouring to imi- 
tate him, ſeem d animated and encouraged 


by his Example. Already there was above 
twenty Romans ſlain, when TREBAc1US 
came to ſee what was the matter, follow'd 


by EMILIA, D1ICEARCUS, and PISISTRATUS; | 


and ſeeing ſuch a Slaughter among his 
Guards, and ſuch valiant Perſons laying on 
with ſo much Fury, could not imagine who 


they were, or what could be their deſign; 


however, finding he muſt make one amongſt 
them, he deſired EMILIA to withdraw, and 
look at them from a Window : from thence 
ſhe firſt knew MELINTHUs, and told TRE- 
BACIUS which was he; DICEARCUS alſo

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knew him. ARcas, that he might not be 
obliged to fight againſt his dear Maſter, 
broke his Sword. MELINTHUSs knew TRE- 
BACIUS, and endeayour'd to attack him, ho- 


ping by {laying him, to diſhearten the reſt. 


TREBACIUS exaſperated to ſee fo many of his 
Men lain, aim'd likewiſe at encountering 
| MELINTHUS, who began to hope his Enter- 
prize would ſucceed, fix of his Companions 
yet remaining alive, and having but few of 
the Romans now to defeat. But unfortu- 
nately one of the Soldiers bethought him- 
ſelf of letting in the City-Guards by the 
Back-Door, ſo that MELINTHUs being over- 
power'd by numbers, they ſoon diſpatched 


his ſix Companions; and EMIL1Aa, ſceing 


only him left alive, call'd to TREBACIUS, 
that he ſhould not be ſlain, but taken. Thus 
this ſurprizing and extraordinary Valour fell 
a Victim to the moſt cruel ſtroke of Fortune, 
and by EMILIA's orders was carried to the 
Dupgcon, and laid faſt in Irons. 


DURING the time of this Tumult 
and Confuſion, DIcEARCUs was contriving 
means to ſave PALAMEDES, by bribing the 
Soldier who was ſet to guard him; which 
having effected, he ordered him to make off 
as ſoon as poſſibly he could, taking care not 
to tell him what was the occaſion of this 
Uproar, knowing that he would have cer- 
tainly gone to MELINTHUS's aſſiſtance.

bed the Soldier. TREBACIUS cnragcd, or: 
dered him to be laid in the ſame Dungeon 
and was reſolved to put him to death, for da. 
ring to corrupt and bribe his Soldicas to lei 
CæsAR's Enemies eſcape; and commanded 
PISISTRATUS immediately to leave his 
Lodgings. 


ON the other hand, PALAMEDES being 


eſcaped, wonder'd what was the meaning of 
this diſturbance in the City. However, with- 
out enquiring what was the matter, he went 
directly to ARcas's Lodgings to his Friends, 
and was ſurprized to hear MELINTHUS w. as 
gone our into the City with eight Soldiers;

| find any poſſible means of ſuccouring him. 


| EMILIA now, having MELINTHUs 
in her power, thought of nothing but fa-

ments and Maxims of Virtue I ſhall always 
follow. I now beg you to ſave his Lik 
for my ſake, or take away my Life inſtead 
of his. Madam, anſwered "TREBACILS, 
you know I have no ill-will to MELINTHUS, 
ncither did I undertake to ruin him, but to 

_ oblige you: you cannot more admire his 
Wiſdom than I did, not long fince, hi: 
Strength and Courage, and 'twas with no 
ſmall Regret that I permitted you to {lay 
ſo valiant a Perſon. MELINTHUS interrupt. 
ed this Diſcourſe by ſaying, he hag neither 
ſo much Virtue nor Courage as they were 


pleas'd to aſcribe to him; that his cncounter- 
ing 
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ing the Roman Soldiers, was rather the Ef- 
ect of Deſpair than Valour, knowing that 
his Friend was in danger of his Life; and 
that what EMILIA was pleaſed to term 
Wiſdom, was only that he had convinced 
her that her proceedings were unbecoming 
| her Sex; that fince they had the Emperor's 
Orders to put him to death, they ſhould, 
nevertheleſs, execute his Commands, for 
fear of running any hazard themſclves. No, 
no, ſaid EMILIA, I will rather dic my ſelf 
than TREBACIVUs ſhall be any ways acceſſary 
to your Death ; and I know he is here but 
E to obey me.

And you, 
dit, faid he, addreſſing himſelf to TREBA- 
cvs, receive EMILIA from my hand, whole 
extraordinary Qualifications you are not ig- 
norant of; and who, tho' ſhe ſuffered her 
ſelf to be overcome with the deſire of Re- 
venge, will henceforward be a Pattern of 
Virtue and Moderation; ſince ſhe knows 
how to vanquiſh her Paſſion. To oblige

hand, in aſſurance that he ſhould be «Min 
Husband. TREBactvs finding himſelf n 
much obliged to MELINTHUsS, asked in F 
what he could yet do to ſerve him.

that he told him, what DICEARCUS had don; i 


to ſave him; and that he was now in th 
ſame Dungeon himſelf, for he was reſolve; ih;

his Guards; and that now he was more 0 
upon that reſolution, knowing he was hj 
Enemy. Ha! TREBacivs, ſaid MEeLiNTmy, 
I then beg Dictarcvs's Lite of you inſtead 
of PALAMEDES. Too gencrous MEL. 
THUS, replied TREBACIUs, did you bu 
know how enrag'd and inveterate he is + 
gainſt you, you would find you had 10 
rcaſon to deſire he ſhould live. That ar 
gues not, ſaid MELINTHUs, he is Uncle u 
PALAMEDES and ARIANA; and were it 
poſſible for him to be a greater Enemy to 
me than he is, I cannot bear the Thoughts 
of his ſuffering death. I then give you his 
Life, ſaid TREBAC1vs, but he ſhall be who!- 
ly obliged to you for it. MELINTHUS 
thank'd him for this Favour; and then E.

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THIS Advice was approved of, ang 
being come up to the Lodgings, TREBIA. 
CIUS ſaid aloud, that having now lain Dr. 
CEARCUS and MELINTHUS, there only want. 
cd PALAMEDES to complcat the Execution 
of the. Emperor's Orders, whom Dickzg. 
cus, hoping thereby to ſave his own Life, 
had confeſs'd was hid in a Ship in the Hz. 
ven; wherefore he commanded them to gg 
and make diligent ſearch, charging them 
not to return without him: ſo he on 
kept ARCAS, who could not refrain from 
ſhedding Tears, thinking his dear Maſter 
was really flain. But TREBACIUS having 
ordered: him to lock all the Doors, bid 
him be comfortcd, for his Maſter was yet 
living.

he would go to his Soldiers, who were ſtill | 
ſecking PALAMEDES, and tell them they had 
found him in the City, where he had or- 
dered him to be ſlain; and that he would 
immediately embark and return to Rome | 


with EMILIA, with whom he hoped to live 


happy the remainder of his days. As for | 


them, he adviſed them, as well for their 


ſafety, as his own, to change their Names, 
and retire to ſome part of Aſia, where the 
Emperor might not hear of them; and allo } 
carefully to avoid all Cities and Places what. 
cver commanded by Roman Governors, but | 
rather take up their Abode in the Kingdoms | 
of Troas or Commagenes.

| MELINTHUS alſo ſhed Tears, proceeding 
trom a Mixture of Joy and Sorrow); Joy at 
ſeeing his virtuous Mother, and Grief for 
the unhappy Fate of ſo good a Father. He 
then preſented ARIANA to his Mother ; _ 

after 
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after he had inform'd her of ARIANA's ex. 
cellent Qualities and Virtue, told her like. 
wiſe, that ſhe was deſign'd for his Spouſe, Þ 
provided ſhe approved of it. After this good 
Fortune and Favour from the Gods, ſaid Ev. 
PHROSINE, I have nothing now to lament 
but the loſs of HERMOCRATES. Madam, ' 
ſaid MELINTHUs, I have a great deſire to 
know how you have lived, and what hy # 
happen'd to you ſince your Baniſhment fron 
Syracuſe. D1cEARCUs, foreſeeing this dif 
courſe would be no ways agrecable to him, 
left the Room, deſiring PALAMEDES to fol. 
low him. MELINTRHUS, ARIANA, LEray | 
TE, and CYLLENIA remaining preſent, Ev 
PHROSINE thus began her Story.

the great HERMOCRATES, your Father, wa Cc 
I muſt trace back a great diſtance of time; g 
let you know, that when I married, nee ar 
were two Perſons more likely to be happ lit 
nor never none proved moreunhappy. U hi 
der the Reign of the Emperor 'T1BERIUVYE Vi 
HeRMocRATES (whoſe illuſtrious Birth, Þ lig 
believe I need not tell you) would go Er 
Rome, being then very young; and his 7 


rents having no other Child, they were *

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loth to part with him: at laſt he obtained 
leave to go. He had not been long at Rome, 
| ver he became acquainted with the great 
prince GERMANICUS, whoſe Court was the 
Refuge and Reſort of all that were Vir- 
mous and Praiſc-worthy. HERMOCRATES, 
| who was poſleſs'd of all excellent Qualities, 
and among others of Wiſdom and Valour, 
ſdon gained his Favour and Eſteem. About 
this time happen'd the Wars in Germany, 
| where he follow'd this Prince, and gave fo 
many extraordinary Proofs of his Valour 
and prudent Conduct, that he gave him the 
| higheſt Poſt in the Army, and honoured him 
| with ſeveral Crowns and Titles, and great 
| Commendations and Praiſes. The War be- 
ing ended, he returned to Rome with GER 
MANIcus; for admiring the Virtue of this 
great Prince, he could not bear the thoughts 
of leaving him. On the other hand, GrR- 
 MANICUS being a dear lover of HERMo- 
E CRATES, induced him by a moſt friendly and 
| courteous Behaviour, and by heaping Obli- 
gations upon him, to continue with him; 
and knowing his noble Extraction and Me- 
It, thought him only worthy of his Friehd- 
FW ſhip. Thus while this Prince lived, they 
| were inſeparable; and had not the Gods de- 
ſign d to puniſh the Earth with thoſe cruel 
| Emperors they have ſince permitted to reign, 
they would not have ſuffer'd ſo amiable a 


Prince to be ſnatch'd away ſo ſoon, who 
fo” was 
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was moſt deſervedly and moſt juſtly ſtiled 
the Darling and Delight of Mankind. | 
believe I ſhould never have known HERMO. 
CRATES, nor have been the Cauſe of his Mic. 
fortunes and Sufferings, had not GERMIA. 
NICUS been poiſon'd by PISO and PLaxc. 
NUS inJyria. HERMOCRATES, Who would 
not go to Rome, where was ſo excecrable x 
Prince, who, envying his Nephew's good 
Qualities, and his being ſo generally beloved, 
had cruelly deprived him of his Life, came 
home to Syracuſe ; but with ſo much Grief 
and Concern for the Death of GERMAN]. 
cus, that it gained him the Heart of every 
one, to ſee his Fidelity and Gratitude to this 
Prince, ſo generally lamented. I Was at that 
time one of the moſt conſiderable Perſons 
of Fortune and Diſtinction in Syracuſe ; and 
tho' I was not originally a Grecian, they 
knew I was nobly born, and that my An- 
ceſtors, who came out of Carthage when 


it was deſtroyed by the Romans, deſcended | 


from the Princes HAMILCAR and HANN1BAL, 
and that I had a Fortune ſuitable to my Qua 
lity, having no Relations living but my Mo- 
ther, who made it her chief care to chuſe 


one ſuitable to my Humour, Condition, and 


Quality. 


DICE ARCUS, who deſcended from 
T1IMOLEON, and whoſe Fortune was ſuita- 
ble to his Quality, was one of the firſt 8 

Th 
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fers that was propoſed to my Mother; he 1 
ſpared neither Care nor Artifice to marrx | || 
me, and endeayour'd, by a thouſand ways. 
and means, to gain the good opinion of 
my Mother, by an appearance of Courteſy, 
Virtue and Honeſty ; knowing her to be 
ſo ſtrictly virtuous, that that could be the 
only means of ſucceeding. But HERMo- 
CRATES returning home to Hracuſe, un- 

| expectedly acquired what the other had, 
| with ſo much Subtilty, endeavour'd to at- 
| tain; for cvery one was already prepoſſeſſed 
in his favour on account of his great Fame 
and Reputation: yet they found that Fame 
had now, in regard to him, kept within the 
Bounds of Truth, and that twas not with- 
out reaſon ſhe had ſo cxtoll'd him; for his 
Greatneſs was accompanied with ſo many „ 
excellent Virtues and Qualifications, and ſo . bf 
becoming a Modeſty and Sorrow, which 4 
render'd him yet more agrecable, that there 1 
was not one that did not love and reſpect — 
him. „ 


AS for me, being brought up with one . 
of the wiſeſt and moſt diſcreet Mothers, I 0 
endeavoured to imitate her virtuous Exam- 1 
ple, and to pleaſe and obey her to the ut- i 
moſt of my power, by a modeſt and re- 
ſerved Carriage, which made me generally | 
eſteem d. I know not what HERMOCRATES |

law in me to like me, but he told me in 
| 2 tie

the moſt reſpectful and agreeable manner 
he loved me. For my part, being abſolutely 
reſolved to be guided by my Mother, and 
wholly referring it to her Choice and Ap. 
probation, I always pretended I did not un- 
derſtand him; however, I was not angry 
at this Declaration, and endeavour'd to make 
my Converſation as agrecable to him as ! 
could. As for DickARcus, he never was 
in any great Favour or Eſteem, either with 
my Mother, or me, for I knew him to 
be of a haughty, deſigning and turbulent Diſ: 
poſition, and that my Humour and his 
would never agree. My Mother knew 
HERMOCRATES's deſign, and was very well 
pleaſed with it; and the next viſit he made 
us, ſhe aſſured him he was always welcome 
to our Houſe: he received this Favour with 
abundance of Thanks and Reſpect, and was 
as diſcreet in the uſe of it; but DIckAR.- 
cus could not bear to ſee his Rival in ſo 
much Favour and Eſteem; and thinking it 
was wholly upon HERMOCRATES's account 
his Propoſals were not regarded, he had 
recourſe to a thouſand Stratagems : At laſt 
he counterfeited a Letter, as if it came from 
ERYX, HERMOCRATES's Father, to my Mo- 
ther, wherein he deſired her not to receive 
nor encourage his Son's Viſits, becauſe he 
had another Match in view for him; and 
that if ſhe did not of her ſelf prevent his 
coming ſo frequently to her Houſe, he 
{hould 
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hould be obliged to do it in ſo publick a 
manner, as would not be very agreeable to 
her. Obſerve but the Subtlety of this Con- 
trvance; my Mother was very much aſto- 
niſhed, but much more angry and offended : 
and the firſt time that HERMOcRATES came 
| to ſec her, ſhe deſired him to come no more 
| to her Houſe, but in ſo civil a manner, 
that he might plainly ſce, ſhe took nothing 
ill of him; nevertheleſs, HERMOCRATES

cretly, with TELEPHUS, in Sicily; then, 
with Tears in our Eyes, we bid our Friends 


and native Country adicu. But what 1 


thought ſeem'd ominons, juſt as I was go- 
ing into the Ship, my Foot flipt, and Itcll 
into the Sea. HERMOCRATES's tender Af, 
fection for me was ſo grcat, that he flung 
himſelf in after me, to fave me. As ſoon 
as We came aboard, and had changed our 
Clothes, we ſet Sail; and as the Paſlage 
was but ſhort, we ſoon perceived a light 
Veſſel coming toward us, that ſoon join'd 
and attacked us.

This 
little Prince EUKYMEDON was likewiſe very 
fond of me; and as he grew up, his natural 
Behaviour and gencrousDilpolition ſhew'd his 
Greatneſs of Soul, and beſpoke him born 
of noble Extraction. When he ſaw me 
afflicked, he would endcavour to comfort

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kad 1 not uſed my utmoſt EE, to have 
the Roman Prætor judge in this Cauſe ; but 
the Syracuſians, by whom he was ſo ex- 
A cccdingly beloved, prevented my Deſign of 
nis being puniſh'd with no leſs than Death : 
vet not daring wholly to abſolve or acquit 
him, he was baniſh'd for five Years, accor- 
ding to their antient Law. 


IJ was not ſatisfied with this judgment, 
but on the contrary I tcar'd it might prove 
advantageous to HERMOCRATES, and that 
the Syracuſians who had ſhew'd fo great an 
Affection for him might revoke the Sen— 
tence, recall him from Exile, and place him 
in greater Authority than ever. As Fortune 
would have it, ſome little time before ſome 
Pirates had been taken on our Coaſts ; and 
in oppoſition to HERMOCRATES, who would 
have had them condemned, I uv dcrtook to 
aye them; I was ſecretly viſited by ſome o- 
ther Pirates, their Friends and Companions, 
ho endeavour'd to bribe the Judges, and 
hearing that I favoured them, offer'd what- 
wer I would ask for the ranſom of their 
Companions, I refuſed all their Preſents; 
but when HERMOCRATES was condemn'd to 
Exile, and knowing that he deligned for 
Carthage, 1 ſent for ſome of them, and 
obliged them by Oath faithfully to execute 
Whatever I deſired of them; and that upon 
tais Condition I would dcliver their Com- 
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panions ſafe into their hands, which they 
promiſed, and (wore they would do to the 
utmoſt of their power. Then by my ſole 
Authority, I ſaved thoſe that had been taken; 


and ordering them to come to my Houle, I Þ 


deſired them to join their Quarrel with mine, 
and to be upon the watch to take HERMOCRA- | 
TES their Enemy, our common Enemy, 
with his Wife, in their Paſſage to 3 | 
and to carry them ſo great a diſtance off, that | 
they might never be heard of in Sicily, and | 
ſell them ſcparately among the Barbarians, 
that I might part thoſe whoſe Union had 


cauſed me ſo much Torment and Icalouſy. 


THEY received this requeſt with abun- 


dance of Joy, as well to teſtify their Deſire 


of ſerving me, as to be revenged on HER- 


MOCRATES, who would havc had them put to 


dcath, and again proteſted, they would punGu- 
ally and inviolably obey me. I deſired them 
alſo, that if EUPHRoOSINE, who was big with 


child, was brought to bed among them, to 


throw whatever Was born of her into the 
Sea, that that hated Race might be for ever 
extinct. I then made them ſome Preſents, 
and accepted alſo of ſome from them, leſt 
they ſhould reſent my Refuſal; and after ſe- 
veral mutual Proteſtations, they ſet ſail fot 
Lilebetm, to lie in wait for HER MOCRATES, 
and were faithful to their Promiſe in every 


thing, but in ſelling them ſo ſoon as! de- 
fied: - AND

AND now having not HERMOCRATES 
to vent my Rage and Splecn on, I fell again 
into a lively Reſentment of the Misfortunes in 
my Family; and for want of ſomething to 


employ my Mind, and divert my Thoughts, 


[ built a noble Country- Scat, and a Tower, 
in which I intended to confine ACIDALIA 
the remainder of her days. "T'was now four 
Years ſince HERMOCRATES was baniſh'd, 
when being told ſeveral Men deſired to ſpeak 
with me, I order'd them to be brought in, 


; and preſently I knew them to be the ſame Pi- 


rates, who came to give me an account of 


what they had done. They told me, they 
could not ſell HERMOCRATES and EUpuno- 
SINE ſo ſoon as I deſired, but to ſuch Places 
from whence they might eaſily have return'd 
again; that when they took them, EUPHRo- 
SINE was latcly deliverd of a Child ; but 
that ſince ſhe had lived among them, he had 


lain in of a Daughter ſo exceedingly beau- 


tiful, that they could not have the heart to 
deſtroy it; that however, not to be worſe 
than their Word, they had brought her to 
me, to diſpoſe of her as I pleas d. Then 
they preſented me with the Child, aged a- 
bout two Vears, whoſe Beauty indeed ſur- 
prized me, but when ſhe opened her little 
Arms to embrace me, I was ſeized with 


Love and Pity, and reſolved to bring her up, | 


and not be ſo cruel as I determined. I am 
O 3 very 
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very ſorry, ſaid he to EUPHROSINE and Mx. 
LINTHUS, that ſhe is not here, that I might 
reſtore her to whom {ſhe belongs; it is the 
ag recable and couragcous EPICHARIS, who 
is Daughter to EUPHROSINE, and Siſter to 
MELINTHUs. EUPHROSINE knew not who 
EPICHARIS was, only rejoiced her Child 
was living. But MELINTHVUs cricd, What 
then is EPICHAR1sS my Siſter? And ARIJANA 
faid to him, My dear EPICHARIS is then 


your Siſter? How delighted will my Bro- 


ther be to hear this News. But Dictar- 
cus reaſſuming his Diſcourſe, ſaid, This 
young Creature was always ſo agrccable, 
that I could not help loving her in ſpight 
of the Averſion I had for her Parents; {he 
had ſuch a ſprightly and agreeable Wit, 
that ſhe often made me laugh when I had 
little Inclination, in AC1DALIA's Compary; 


and when ſhe grew up, I was preſod by tome 


of my Friends, who thought her a Slave, to 
marry her to ASYLAS, a Slave born in my 
Houle. But I could not bear to hear of ſuch 


à Propoſal ; and comparing the Noblcneſs 


of her Predeceſſors, to the Baſeneſs and 
Meanneſs of thoſe of ASYLas, I cricd out, 
the Gods will never pardon me, if I ſuffer 
one ſo illuſtriou{ly born, to marry with one 
ſo much beneath her. There was no ſmal! 
Obſervation made of theſe words, and! 


have been often preſsd, particularly by PA- 


+AMEDES, to tell who were her Parents, 
which 
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which I never would; but would have it in 

my power to diſpoſe of her as I thought 
fit. About this time died AcipaLIa; whe- 
ther ſhe had taken any thing, or whether 
Gricf haſten'd her End, I cannot tell, know- 


ing alſo that this Tower was preparing for 


her; but upon her death-bed, the made to 


many Proteſtations of her Innocency, in- 


voking likewiſe the Furies to ſeize on her, 


and torment her everlaſtingly, if ſhe were 


guilty, that I now believe her innocent, and 
that it was only my exceeding ]calouty. She 
begg'd I would not refuſe her this ſatiſ- 
faction and comfort in her dying Moments, 


of letting her know I was convinced of her 


Innocency, which I did; and ſince I have 
as much regretted my cruel Treatment of 
her, as formerly I had taken delight in it. 


| had always kept EpICHARIS about her Per- 


ſon, but at her death, I gave her to my Ncice 


ARIANA, who was very fond of her. Since 


then, MELINTHUs being known, and de— 
clared to be the Son of HERMOCRATES, 
awaken'd my Rage and Reſentment againſt 


this Family. Some time before, thinking 


him to be the Son of TELEPHUs, I had re- 


ſolved to give him my Neice in marriage, 


lecing the great love the Hracuſians had for 


dit; bar when I knew for certain from 


whence his Extraction was, tho' it was mucl 
greater than I before imagined, inſtcad of 


furthering. him in his defigns, it made him 
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loſe that Love I began to have for him, and 
to relolve his Ruin; and finding J muſt fir} 
make tire of ARIANA, who loved him, I 
carried her away to Corinth, intending when 


I had married her to PISHSTR 7777 Orturn. 


to Syracuſe, and ruin MELIN1TEUS, it it was 


poſſible. But he prevented me, by taking 


away my Neice; and when I was in the 
height of my reſentment for this Affront, 
which render'd my Hatred irreconcileable 
I found my ſelf aſſiſted by TREBAcIUs, Whom 
1 was willing to join quarrels with, tho' he 
alſo tought my Nephew's Life. Indeed, I 


thought he was at Athens, and did not in the 


leaſt ſuſpect his being with MELINTHUS; but 
when I found he rcally was, I could have 
ſacrificed them all, to have had my Revenge 
on him. I followed TREBACIUS with this 
delign, and animated him as much as pol- 
libly I could, that MELINTHhUus might not 
eſcape: But the Gods, Who mock at our 
vain and fruitleſs Endcavours, when they 
oppolc their divine Decrees, have obliged 
me to be his Friend for unparalleI'd Obliea- 
tions, and forced me to acknowledge the 


folly of aiming to ruin and deſtroy him, WhO 


is under their peculiar Care and Protection. 


MY Mind being now ſet free from theſe 
perplexing Tormentors, Anger, Hatred, and 
Revenge, and having received into my Sou! 


inele amiable Virtues and Companions 9. 
che 
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the Mind, Serenity and Benevolence, and a e 
Love to all Mankind, and a Reſignation tothe n! 
Will and Providence of the Gods ; + I was in I 
hopes to have lived the reſt of my Life with | 
chat Quiet and Satisfaction which naturally | 
ariſe from ſuch a diſpoſition ; but finding 
myſelf violently ſeized, I ſee plainly the 
Gods have ordained my whole Life to be onc 
continued Scene of Miſery, and that they 
now recall that Life they gave: but as! 
hope my Miſery will end here, ſo I beg the 
hatred you have juſt reaſon to have for me, 
may end alſo. I therefore conjure you, the 
wiſe EUPHROSINE, and you the generous 
MELINTHUS, by all that is dear to you, to 
pardon the Evils I have made you ſuffer. Be 
rather inclined to pity my unhappy Life, 
which has been ruffled and toſs'd with ſuch 
a variety of Dilaſters and furious Paſſions, 
than to blame and accuſe my Actions, fo as 
to render my Name odious and deteſtable 
to you. And you, my dear Neice, who have 
not always been exempt from feeling the 
effects of my Misfortunes, do you likewiſe 
pardon me, and uſe your endeavours to pre- 
val with EUPHROSINE and MELINTHUS to 
do ſo too, that I may at leaſt have this ſatiſ- 
faction when dying, that tho'I lived an E- 
nemy to all the World, J may dic in Favour 
ad Friendſhip with thoſe 1 have moſt in- 
ured and afflicted. 
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HE thus ended his Diſcourſe with Tear 
and Sighs, neither could EUPHROSINE nor 
ARIANA refrain from weeping ; but Mx. 
LINTHUS, Who had more reſolution, thus 


addreis'd him: My Father, for I will call you 


ſo, ſince you are as ſuch to my dear AR1axna, 
I beg you not to afflict yourſelf and us with 
your Tears and Regrets, which plainly ſhews 
us your Actions have been wholly owing to 
the Misfortuncs of your Life, that has con- 
ſtrained you to hate us; and that it was our 
Misfortune and that malignant Planet that 
over- ruled our Birth, rendcr'd us the Object 
ot your Hatred and Revenge. DicARcus, 
we daily ſce and experience the force of 
Deſtiny, how it over-balances our Reaſon, 
over-rules our Actions, and leads us into 
thoſe which are repugnant to our Nature: 
but ſince that ſame Deſtiny now ſets you 
free, and permits you to know yourlelf, 
take up a manly Courage and Reſolution, 
and banith thoſe Paſſions of Shame, Regret, 
and Repentance. This is what you now la- 
bour under, and if you ſuffer them to over- 
power your Reaſon, it will haſten, or per— 
haps be the cauſc of your death. Now Di- 
CEARCUS {hew yourlclf worthy your Race, 
and vanquiſh thoſe Tumults and Difturban- 
ces in your Breaſt, and partake of this Reſt 
and Happineſs, Fortune is now preparing for 
us. That ſame Greatnefs of Soul, which 
I your 


— 
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rour adverſe Fortune tranſported into Rage 
and Fury, might have been employ'd in 
nobler Actions, With Honour and Fame, 
had your Life been happier. Hitherto you 
haye only exerted it againſt yourſelf, now 
et it act ſubſervient to your Reaſon. Since 
ve ſo willingly and readily do, do you for- 
lect what is paſt: EUPHROSINE commands 
lou, ARTANA begs, and I conjure you. Then 
the Ladies confirmed what MELINTHUs had 
aid, and begg'd him not to be ſo diſhearten'd 
and diſcouraged. But DICEARCUS finding 
lis Diſtemper increaſed, aſſured them he was 
not long for this World ; but that it was no 
mall comfort to him, in his dying hours, 
to think they ſo heartily forgave him. 


THE then thought it proper for him 


to reſt, and likewiſe MELINTHUS, who was 
to engage in the Battel the next day, ſtood 
in need of Repole, ſo that all the Company 
retird. DicARcus died about three or 
tour Hours after. MELINTHUS roſe by 
break of day, and committing the care of 
the Ladies to the wiſe LEPANTE, went to 
meet PALAMEDEs, to whom he related the 
ſorrowful news of his Uncle's death, and 
allo the pleaſing news, that EPICHARIS Was 


lis Siſter. This laſt made him eaſily forget 
the other, and left no room for Sorrow ; he 


could think of nothing but his dear EpI- 


aks, tho the Joy was ſadly allay d and 
im 
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imbitter'd with the regret of not finding 
her. But they were obliged to lay aſide tie 
| thoughts of their domeſtick Joys and Care, 
| to range their Troops in order, that they 


might be in a readineſs to do Actions thy 
day worthy of the great Fame and Reputz 
| tion they had already acquired.

« ready aſſured, by the Courage and Eager- 
« neſs to fight, which appears in your Coun 
<« tenances, that they will this day owe us 
© the Victory. Remember that we are in 
« this Theſſaly, which has always been 
« remarkable for great Exploits in War, 
« and where the Univerſe was once dil. 
< puted for, between the two greateſt Cap- 
„ tains in the World. Let us this day 
« ſhew as much Valour as theſe famous 
«« Warriors: They ruined, deſolated the 
« Earth, to become Maſters of it; but you 
« fight to preſerve your Country from the 
4 Fury and Inſolence of theſe Barbarians. 
They 
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They were only hurried on by a mad 
and blind Ambition, but you arc excited 
„ by a noble and generous Piety, deſiring 
to preſerve your Altars, your dcareſt 
Friends, and native Country. Let us go 
„then, my Companions, and wade in the 
Blood of this ſavage and brutiſh Nation, 
„ whoſe numbers ſhall ſerve only to raiſe 
us Trophies of immortal Fame. Let us 
make them feel the weight of our Swords, 
and repent their attacking fo wariike a 
Province. Follow me, my Companions. 
„But what! you arc already going, I will 
„follow you, and by cndcavouring to imi- 
tate you, be this day ferviccable to the 
© valiant Theſſalians, to acquire them an 
immortal Glory and Honour.” 


| Aer DAMA & having thus ſpoken, 
all his Companions held np their Swords, 
as a ſign, how deſirous they were to have 
him lead them to battle. He then com- 
manded ſome of his Troops to attack the 
Enemy, and by feigning to fly, to draw them 
to the place where the Roman and Grecian 
Army lay. The Barbarians icccived them 
| ith great Shouts and Cries; icting fo few 
in number, they purſued them within a BoW s- 
| ſhot of the Roman Camp. Then MAxEN- 
TIVS {ent Orders to ALCYDAMAS and Po- 
| LYDORE to engage the Enemy, that they 
might not have the honour of {laying the 
Tyls 
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firſt Man, leſt it ſhould daunt the Soldier? 
They then fell upon the Barbarians with 
ſuch fury, that they broke into the Wing, 
and diſordered the whole Army. Al. 
DAMAS foreſeeing twould be neceſſary u 
make a very great Slaughter to terrify th 
Enemy, had had his Sword made Cxcceding 
ſharp, which being handled by a il fu 
Hand, and ſtrong Arm, cut down all thx 
came in his way; inſomuch that the whole 
Camp was ſtrew'd with Arms and Legs, an 
dead Bodies. On the other ſide, PoLypog 
gave no {mall proofs of his Valour, an, 
the Theſſalians followed courageouſly ſuc 
valiant Leaders, hewing in pieces all tha 
they met. The Romans ſeeing ſo bra 
and ſucceſsful a Beginning, advanced ant 
engaged thoſe dcythians, which were near 
eſt them. ALcypamas perceived, at ſome 
diſtance, one, who had all the diſtinguih 
ing marks of being their King, and wx 
alſo ſurrounded with a Troop of Jcythian;, 
who ſcem'd to have a particular regard to 
him; he therefore directed his aim at him, MW 
thinking if he was flain, it would very pc 
much diſhearten the whole Army of the 
H eythians : he therefore encouraged his Com. 
panions to follow him, and to clcar his 
way, his Sword did wonderful Exploits: 
However, this King defended himſelf with 
Skill and Valour, and made ALCYDAMA3 
feel the weight of his Arm; but at leg 

the 
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the valiant ALCYDAMAs, having weakened 
him with ſeveral Wounds cleaved his Head 
in ſunder, and laid this Barbarian Prince 
at his feet. The Romans were in admi- 
ration at the great {laughter ALcypaMas 
had made; and the Scythians, ſeeing their 
King dead, immediately fled. ALcybamas 
purlued them ſtill, {laying as many as fell 
lin his way, and drove them to the Sca-ſide, 
where ſome of them ſaved themſelves in 
their Ships; this Element only could limit 


the Bounds of his Conqueſts. 


| POLYDORE's Succeſs had den al-- 
ol equal to his, and driving before him 
thoſe that fled toward the Sca, ALcypa- 
b14s received them with Sword in hand, 
and flew great numbers of them. Theſe 
two Friends meeting, embraced with their 
hictorious Arms, and were overjoy'd to ſee 
one another, returning thanks to the Gods 
por lo great and ſional a Victory. PoLy- 
ORE had one light Wound, of which they 
anch d the bleeding, and then rallied their 
j orces, and found they had not loſt above 
fifty Men; they then returned to the Rg- 
nan Camp, where they found a great num- 
ber of Scythians dead, but allo moſt of 
thc Romans ſlain, whom Fortune had not 
Lwour'd like them in the Battle. ALCYDA- 
MAS was likewiſe told, by one of the Sol- 
liers, that the Barbarians having made 
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a very great ſlaughter, the others were mot 
of them fled into the City, ſtill purſued by 
the Barbarians. ALCYDAMAS lamented his 
Eagerneſs to kill the Scy7hzan King, which 
had made him abandon the Body of the 
Army: he then took the Remainder of hi 
Company, and went to the City, where the 
Barbarians were cnter'd Pell-mell after 
thoſe that fled, and began to plunder eyery 
where, and laying all that reſiſted their 
Fury; the Caſtle only had eſcaped, where 
ARIMINUS was cloſcly ſhut up. ALcypx 

MAS put all the Scythians he met to the 
Sword, ſo that the dead Bodies of thoſe 
Barbarians lay in heaps in the Streets of Wal 
that City. The others, ſeeing ſuch a hor vi 
rible Slaughter, and feeling the Rage of th: 
ſuch skilful and valiant Enemies, fled from ef 
all parts of the City. Thoſe who beſieged n 
the Caſtle where ARIMINUs was, thought ö! 
ſome Gods were come down to fſuccourWlik: 
the Romans: Night favour'd the Sryth:ansMCit 
Retreat, and prevented theſe two Friend n 
carrying off the Honour of two VictoricWiro 
in one day. They would not purſue the Hie 
Scythians out of the City, but remainedMot 
there to guard and defend it from any fur Meer 
ther Hazards, and having ordered the Gate ga 
to be cloſely ſhut up and guarded, and Mot 
Whatever $cyth7ans were found in the City Her 
to be kept cloſe Priſoners; ALVA 
and POLYDORE repaired to thc Caſtle, * 1 

conſult 
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conſult with the Roman Commanders, what 
was further to be done. There they heard 
that MAXENTIUS, FLAVIAN and MiLo were 
lain in the Battle; and that thoſe Romans, 
who were in the Caſtle with ARIMINUS, 
had valiantly defended it a conſiderable 
time. The Governour finding how much 
obliged he was to ALCYDAMAS for his Safc- 
tf, and the Preſervation of the City, re- 
ceived this glorious Conqueror with a thou- 
land Embraces, and as many Praiſes for the 
great Exploits he had done; then they con- 


ſulted on the meaſures to be taken after 


ſo great a defeat on both ſides. The gene- 
ality of them were of the opinion of the 


wiſe ALCYDAMAS, who conſidering that 


there were but five Thouſand of their.

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People, they, nevertheleſs, eſtabliſhed Laws, 
which although they might ſeem harſh and 
barbarous, were grounded upon Reaſon, as 
they might judge by that they had made againſt 


inferior Officers, who had fought without 


Orders; whom, tho' they came off victori— 
ous, they puniſhed with Death, but in a ſtrange 
and uncommon manner : for firſt, they led 
the unhappy Conqueror through the City in 
triumphant Chariot; the Soldiers who had 
aflifted him, carrying the Spoils before him; 
then follow'd the Executioner, carrying a 
Hatchet. In the midſt of the City they erected 
2 Scaffold, where was a little Altar, on which 
the unhappy Victor and Offender was placed ; 
then the Prieſt cut open his Stomach, and 
took out his Heart, to be honourably burnt 
in a Fire that was made of the Spoils and 
Arms of the Enemy; but his Head was cut 


off by the Exccutioner, to ſhew that the 


Heart, Which is the Seat of Courage, ſhould 
be honoured for having done a brave Action; 
but that the Head, from whence Prudence 
and Conduct ſhould ſpring, ought to be 
puniſhed for Diſobedience. Though they 
thought this a very odd fantaſtical Law, 
they allow'd there was ſomething of reaſon 
in it; and ARIMINUs, to ſhew the great 
care he had of the Lives of the Officers that 
remained, ſwore he would have the Scy- 
thians Law obſcrved; and that none ſhould 
tare to fight without his Orders, and the 

1 Oth- 
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Officers took an Oath they would inviolably 
obcy him, and never fight without his Or. 


ders, upon pain of undergoing the Srythian 


Law. ARIMINUS furthcr added, that none 
ſhould fight in leſs than four days, unleſs at- 
tack'd by the Enemy. Then he ordered care 
to be taken of this Greczan, leſt he ſhould 
be found a Lyar, he having told the Gover. 
nour, he was ſure the Barbarians would 
depart in two or three days. Then eyery 
one repaired to their Lodgings to reſt, after 
the great fatigue of that day of Battle. 


WHEN ALcyDAMAs returned home, 
EUPHROSINE met her Son with open Arms, 
and was over-joy'd to ſec him return'd ſafe 
and victorious: he would have gone into 
ARIANA's Chamber, but his Mother dclircd 
him not to diſturb them; for what with the 
trouble and apprehenſions ARIANA and CrL- 
I. ENIA had been under, they had almoſt as 
much necd of Reſt as himſelf, the Scythzans 
having attack'd their Lodgings ; and Lr- 
PANTE, in courageouſly defending them, 
was wounded in ſeveral places, but his 
Wounds were not dangerous. Then they 
would have gone into LEPANTE's Chamber, 
but EUPHROSINE begg'd them to reſt them- 
ſelves, and defer viliting their Friends till 
the next day. 


AL 
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ALCTDAMAS had no little need 


of this Night's reſt, as well on account of 
the fatigue of the preceding Day, as the 
melancholy news he was to hear at his a- 
waking, When EUPHROSINE Was forced to 
tell him, that the Scythians had carried away 
ARIANA ; that ſhe would not tell him the 
Night before, knowing how much need he 
had of Reſt, and that LEPANTE valiantly rc- 


ited them, till he was left for dead; and 


that if he and PoLyport had not cnter'd 
the City when they did, all the Inhabitants 
of the City would have been cithcr lain or 
taken Priſoners. This ſhocking news. ſo 
violently ſeized him, that he remain'd ſpeech- 
leſs and immoveable; but recovering from 
that Inſenſibility ſo cruel a ſtroke of For- 
tune had put him into, O Fortune! ſaid 
he, the Cruelty of theſe Barbarians cannot 
equal thine to me! So many as I have ſlain 
of them, and won two ſignal Victories in one 
day, yet could not ſave the deareſt Treaſure 
of my Life! Ihavye preſerved a whole Coun- 
try, and perhaps the whole Rowan Empire, 
from the fury of the Barbarians ; and could 
not ſave her, that was dcarcr to me than 
the whole Univerſe. O Mother! O my 
Friends! why did you not tell me of this 
Accident yeſterday ? I would have purſucd 
theſe ſavage Wretches; and ſince I could 
lave this City, turely 1 might have delivered 
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my dear ARIANA out of their hands. O 
ARIANA, my dear ARIANA! where are you 
now? What do you now think of me? 0 
cruel Fate! durſt the profane Hands of 4 
Barbarian touch ſo Beautiful and Divine a 
Perſon! O Thought worſe than Death! ! 
will die, but 1 will firſt revenge thy death on 
this brutiſh Nation. I will raiſe thce Mo- 
numents and Pyramids with the dead Bodies 
of theſe Barbarians. I will now ſacrifice 
to my Revenge, and then miſerably end my 
own unhappy Lite, as a juſt puniſhment for 
having abandon'd thee. EUPHROSINE en- 
deavoured to comfort him, by ſaying, That 
perhaps the Scythians, in their hurry to fly 
when he enter'd the City, might have left 
her behind; and that pchaps ſhe was con- 
ccalcd in ſome part of the City. Then a 
ſtrict Scarch was every where made, but to 
no purpoſe. POLYDORE propoſcd to go ſe- 
cretly by Night into the Enemies Camp, 
and make a diligent ſearch there. ALcx- 
DAMAS very much approved of this Propo- 
ſal; but their other Friends ſaid, they 
would thereby run a manifeſt hazard, with. 
out any great likelihood of finding her; and 
begg'd them to have a little patience, till 
ſome more favourable opportunity offer d, 


and in the mean time to moderate their

MINTAS told him, that not only Theſſaly, 
but likewiſe the Ifland from whence he 
came, had been invaded by the Barbarians, 
| but 
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but that they had been ſo fortunate as to 


clear the Country of them. When they 


were come to the Houſe, AMINTAS ſaluted 
EUPHROSINE, and was mightily pleaſed to 
find her recovered ; but much more, when he 
was told, ſhe was ALCYDAMAs's Mother, and

| whom ſhe had heard ſuch wonderful things. 
| EUPHROSINE ſecing her in Man's Apparel, 
What, ſaid ſhe, is this young Man my Daugh- 
| ter? Yes, reply'd PALAMEDES, this is the 
| generous, noble EpIcHARIS, who in this 
| Dreſs has done braver Actions than the moſt 
* valiant Man living. EurRHROSINE believed 
him, and embraced EPIchARIS, who was 
over- joy d, but had yet ſome little doubts of 
the truth of what PALAMEDES ſaid. The 
| noiſe of this rejoicing awaken'd ALCYDA- 
Mas and ARIANA, and being told EPICHA- 
| RIS was found, they came in all haſte to ſalute 
her as Siſter 3 TELEPHUS alſo embraced ME- 
| LINTHUS and EUPHROSINE : ERYCINE allo 
deſired her turn to ſalute ARIANA 3; and after 
ti Company of ſincere Friends had expreſſed 
their Joy for being thus met, they enquired 


of one ar ther what Adventures had brought 


them to that place: And being curious to 


| know what had happen'd to EPIcHARISſince 


| the was loſt at Nicopolis, they deſired her to 


| tell her Story; and when they were fat 


down, ſhe began thus. 


The 
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The Story of EPICHARIS. 
HEN you know how many Dangers 


| I have run through ſince I was ſepara- 
ted from you, and how I have endanger 


the greateſt and moſt formidable Power upon 


Earth; you will be undoubtcdly aſtoniſhed 
that a Woman, and in ſo ſhort a time too, 
was capable of ſhaking ſuch lofty Powers, 
and durſt attempt to revenge the Cauſe of 
the whole World on the Tyrant that op- 
preſſed them, and to give an Empire ano- 
ther Maſter. But certain it is, there is no 
Power on Earth ſecure, if there be any one 
deſperate, and regardleſs of their own Lives. 


WHEN by PALAMEDES's bold and ha- 
zardous Entcrprize I had eſcaped out of 
TREBACIUS's Priſon, I ſtaid ſome time wait- 
ing at the place he appointed me; but finding 
he did not come, I imagined, the Night be: 
ing exceeding dark, he had loſt his way ; 
and when I had pull'd off the dead Soldier's 
Clothes which I had put on to favour my 
eſcape, and that were ſo heavy 1 could 
hardly walk with them, I went to the Lodg- 
ings where I had left you; bit not finding 

you there, nor being able to hear any news 
or tidings of you, I then went to the Ha- 
ven, and believing you had found ſome 
means to eſcape, I reſolved not to enter the 


. City 
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City again, leſt I ſhould fall into the hands 
of TREBACIUsS and DICEARCUS. By good 
chance I met with a little Veſlel juſt going 
off, in which I embarked without ſo much 


as asking where they were bound, thinking 


of nothing but fleeing from our Enemies. 
As Thardly ſpoke to any one in the Ship, I 
cannot tell what buſineſs brought them into 


Epirus, but they return d to the Fleet be- 


longing to the Emperor's Galleys, which is 


uſually at the Promontory of Mzſene in 


[taly. 1 had been two days without any 
exp ſo that when they arrived, and were 
going to land, I was faſt aſleep. 


T was nill in Men's Clothes, but an ill- 
bred inconſiderate Fellow looking ſtedfaſtly 
at me as I ſlept, thought, tho in that Dreſs, 
[ ſeemi'd to have Breaſts like a Woman; then 
telling his Companions, who were as inſo- 
lent as himſelf, they waked me, and carried 


me before their Commander. I was ſtrangely 
ſurprized at my waking, to find myſelf in the 
hands of theſe Men, and asked them, how. 


they durſt treat a Paſſenger in this manner? 


But without anſwering to what I ſaid, they 


asked me, what was my deſign in going in 


this Dreſs? When I came before their Cap- 


tain, whoſe Name was PRocULUs, I was 


more vexed that they inſolently ſhew'd him 


my Breaſts to let him ſee I was a Woman, 
than I was afraid of puniſhment. But it for- 
| tunately 
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tunately happen'd that PRocULUs was moved 
with pity, and charged thoſe Men to treat 
me civilly; then ſaying he would examine 
me alone, he ordered them to go, and ta. 
king me into a Room, he asked me why] 
went in that Dreſs? 


I know not what he ſaw in me that pleaſed 
him, bur his Love and Kindneſs was too 
ſudden to be founded upon any good de- 
ſign; and to daſh thoſe hopes he ſeemed to 
have conceiycd of obtaining any Favours, 
that might injure my Honour and Virtue, 
I rclolved to rouze my Courage, and I ſpoke 
thus to him: I am very ſenſible this Diſguiſe 
is indecent, and gives room to ſuſpect ill of 
the Perſon who wears it, many of my Sex 
having by means thereof concealed their In- 
famy; but it ought to be eſteem d worthy of 
praiſe when made uſe of for the contrary de- 
ſign, to preſcrve my Honour, and eſcape 
their hands who would rob me of it; and if 
this means had failed, I reſolved rather to 
die. This diſcourſe prevented his making 
any diſhonourable Propoſals or Declarations, 
and he only deſired me to tell him who were 
thoſe that would have injured me. IWas 
impoſſible in an inſtant of time to invent 
a ſerious Train of Falſities with various 
Names and Circumſtances; and TREBA:“ 
CIUS being always in my thoughts, and a 


reſentment of the Injury I had received, z 
tol 
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told him, that being at Nicopolis, J unfor- 
tunately fell into the hands of TREBACIUs, 
Tribune of the Emperor's Guards, who came 
with NERO's Orders to put ſeveral Perſons 
to death who were my Friends, and with 
whom J lived. After having kept me'Pri- 
ſoner a conſiderable time, to make me de- 
clare where they were, he threaten'd me with 
death if I did not confeſs ; but at laſt, ſee- 
ing my exttaordinary Courage and Reſolu- 
tion, his Rage and Fury changed into a cri- 
minal Affection, which I more dreadcd than 
his deſign of putting me to dcath; and ha- 


ving by this Diſguiſe found means to eſcape 


at of his hands, I had not ſince an oppor- 
tunity of getting any other Clothes. PRo- 
CULUs, to oblige me, and who himſelf I 
found was not very well pleaſed with NERO, 


ſaid to me, Gods! how Jong ſhall this Ty- 


rant find Perſons ready to c::ccute his Maſ- 
ſacres and Barbarities! Sec how he is forced 
to employ thc Wicked to exterminate and 
deſtroy all the World | Offices and Employ- 
ments under NERO are the Rewards of 
Crimes, and he beſtows no Honour or Dig- 


nity but proportionably to the greatneſs of 


the Wickedneis they have committed, or 
are capable of committing. Not long ſince 
we had for Gencral of the Galleys one A- 
NICETUS, who had that Poſt given him for 
ſlaying NERO's Mother; ſince which, this 


infamous Emperor wanting to be rid of his 


3 Wife 
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Wife OcTAvia, who was of CÆSAR's Race, 
to marry SABINA, ſent for this infamous 
Murderer from hence to appear before the 
Senate, and ſwore falſly that this chaſte and 
virtuous Princeſs was an Adultereſs. During 
the Reign of ſuch an abominable Monſter, 
how can any honeſt Perſons hope for any 
Preferment? I have many Years had the 
Command over theſe few Ships, without eyer 
being able to obtain any other fayour or re- 
ward for my Services, than that I am ſuffered 
ſtill to ſerye. Be comforted, ſaid he, charm- 
ing Maid; you are not the only one who 
have felt the ſad effects of his cruel Tyranny, 
and know that an infinite number of Perſons 
groan under theſe Oppreſſions, and hope 
ſome one will have courage enough to take 
poſſeſſion of the Empire, and rid the world 
of ſo much Milery. 


I was very well pleaſed to hear him ſpeak 
in this manner, ſaid EPICHARIS; for I was 
as much enraged againſt NERO, as he 
could be, for ſo cruclly ſeeking the Lives 
of MELINTHUsS and/PALAMEDES, which | 
knew would never be ſecure while this 
wicked Empcrot . and being willing 
to exaſperate him yet more, to ſome great 
Undertaking which might free us from 
ſo powerful an Enemy, I told him, if 
there only wanted one to ſtir up others, 1 i 
would go to Rome, and uſe my utmoſt WW 

: en. 
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endeavours to raiſe a formidable Conſpi- 


racy againſt NERO, and willingly ſacrifice 


my own Life for the good of the whole 
World. Courageous gencrous Maid, ſaid 
he, ſet about ſo brave a Deſign, and aſ- 
ſure your ſelf I will fecond you; ſhould 


the Emperor come now, as he often docs, 


to take his pleaſure on the Sea, I would 
employ no other but my ſelf to rid theWorld 
of him: Endeavour to make ſome of thoſe 
you win over to your Party perſuade him 
| to come here, and you {hall ſee I know 
| how to execute what I undertake. | 


I reſolved to ſet out for Rome the next 
day, not doubting but I ſhould find many 
| Perſons who wanted not courage, and 
were deſirous of his Death, but were cau- 
tious who they truſted with the Secret of 
ſo bold an Attempt, and would not fail 
to ivin their Reſentments, and be united 
in the ſame Common Cauſe, if they could 


but freely ſpeak their Minds to each other. 
PROCULUS, who durſt not at firſt let me ſee 


he had any criminal Deſign, imagined by 
my truſting him with this important Secret, 


he might rake greater liberties ; and ſaid 


to me, Lovely Maid, thoſe who engage in 
an Enterprize, wherein their Life and For- 
tune is at ſtake, have undoubtedly a Friend- 
ſhip one for another; pray let our Affecti- 
ons alſo be united, that if our Deſigns ſuc- 


= 


cecd, 
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ceed, we may together enjoy that Reſt and 
Happineſs we have acquircd for the whole 
World. I anſwered him, that I certainly 


did not 1 him my Friendſhip, which 


was neceſſary for thoſe that engaged in 


one and the ſame Deſign, and promiſed to 
be faithful and aſſiſt him to the utmoſt of 


my power. Promiſe me likewiſe, ſaid he, 
that when we have accompliſh d this Deſign, 
you will always live with me: I told him 
I would conſider of it, and that it would 
be time enough then to give him an An- 


ſwer. He preſſed me very much to make 


him a ſolemn Promiſe, which I never would, 
but gave him reaſon to hope, leſt he ſhould 


be __ and change his Reſolution. 


THE next day I put on Woman's Ap- 
parel, not caring to venture to Rome in 
any other. PRocuLUs offered me Money, 


but having about me what I had taken to 
bribe the Porter of the Gates at Nicopolis, 


I thanked him, and told him I had no oc- 
caſion for it; then taking my leave, I ſet 
out with other Company for Rome, where 
we arrived in a very ſhort time, and I went 
and lodged with MAxIMUS, who received 


me in the moſt friendly manner, telling 


me the great Obligations he had to ME- 
LIN Thus, ſhewing me the rich Preſents he 
had ſent him, which he accepted, he faid, 
as Pledges of his Friendſhip. As Maxt 
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us Was not only acquainted with, but 
beloved, by the moſt powertul leading Men 
in Rome, I thought he might bring me 
| acquainted with them; and as ſoon as we 
were alone, I began to tell him how cruel- 
r NERO purſucd and perſecuted us. At 
firſt he only ſeemed to pity us, but after 
ſome farther Diſcourſe, he intimated that 
it would be happy for all the World it this 
cruel Prince were dead. I then made no ſcru- 
plc of acquainting him with my Deiign, and 
that my Courage ſhould not be wanting in an 
| Attempt of ſuch univerſal Benefit; he encou- 
raced me in my Reſolution, and promiſed me 
acceſs to thoſe Perſons I delired, with whole 
aſſiſtance he thought my Attempt might per- 
haps ſucceed : But, ſaid he, tis al ſo neceſſary to 
think of a Succeſſor, and I know none more 
deſerving than PIS0, whole excellent Qua- 
lities and noble Deſcent juſtly entitle him 
to that Honour; and this Choice, I am ccr- 
tain the Senate, the People, and the Legi— 
ons will approve of. I told him what Dit- 
(courſe I had had with PrRocuLus, who 
was willing and ready, with his own Hand, 
to puniſh NERO for his Crimes, if any one 
vould but perſuade him to go to My/ere. 
[Tis true, ſaid Max1Mus, the Emperor ot— 
ten goes to Baje and Puteoli, to take his 
[Pleaſure upon the Sea, and there, perhaps, 
[it might be an eaſy matter to flay him; 
but PROCULUS is not a Perſon to be con- 
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ded in, being a great Babler, and fickle 
and wavering in his Deſigns. 


THE next Day he introduced me t9 
three Senators, and ſeveral Roman Knight, 
who received me as if I had been ſent fron 
Heaven, to aſſemble thoſe who had ay 
Virtue and Generoſity courageouſly to en. 
deavour to free themſelves from the I. 
rant that oppreſſed them. I was highly de 
lighted to meet with this Encouragement; 


but one day I unfortunately met with PRO. 


CULUS in the Street, who had followed me 
to Rome, and was ſecking me, pretending 
he could not live without me: He ſcemed 
to be overjoyed to have found me, and 
asked me what L had done? I was puzzid 
what Anſwer to make, not caring to dil 
oblige him, much leſs to truſt him "with th 
Secret : : However, following MAx1MUs 


Advice, Itold him I had entir ely laid ati! 
the Thoughts of what we had conſulted avout 


being terrified and deterred by the Difiicu!: 
ties and ill Conſequences which might 4 
tend it. He endeavoured to perſuade ne 
to purſue this Deſign, but I told him pol: 
tively I would not. After ſome other Dil 
courſe, he obliged me to tell him where! 
lodged ; ſince which he came often to 1c 
me, but Itovk care to be denied. In thre 


er four days, I had brought over abori 


twenty Perſons of Diſtinction and Autho- 
rit 
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rity into this Conſpiracy, and ſoon after 


| was admitted to ſpeak to PISO himſelf, 


who received me very courtcouſly, promi- 
ſing me great Rewards, when he was in 
poſſeſſion of the Empire. 


PISO was SRNECAs intimate Friend, 
and alſo LUcaN's, SENECA's Nephew : as 
for SENECA, he durſt not mention this 
Conſpiracy to him, fearing his ſevere Wit: 


dom would diſapprove of it; but having 
won over LUCAN to his Party, he deſired 
him to mention it to his Uncle, to hear 
his Opinion of it. I happened to be at 
| Lucan's when SENECA came to viſit him, 
being often at his Houſe ; for ATTILA, his 
Mother was alſo in the Conſpiracy, which, 

| for my Reputation ſake, I was glad of. 
Luc deſired me to give PISO an account 
of what diſcourſe paſſed between him and 
| SENECA, and for that End, he ſhut me up 
into a Cloſet, in the ſame Room, where I 
could hear every Word they faid ; and I 
| was wonderfully pleaſed with having an 
Opportunity of hearing the Diſcourſe of 
this great Philoſopher, ſo famous for Vir- 
tue and Knowledge. At firſt they talked 
only of Things indifferent, but at laſt Lu- 
can ask d him ſomething concerning NE- 
RO: Nephew, ſaid he, I can tell you no— 
| thing of their Affairs, for tho' the Emperor 
| would not permit me to retire into the

| 
| 
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Country, I have found mcans to enjoy So. 
litude, even in the midſt of Rome; and tho 
I durſt not be far abſent my ſelf from publick 


Buſineſs and Affairs, Ikeep them abſent from 
me. Take care, ſaid LucAN, that NRO 


does not take it into his head, that your 
avoiding being Witneſs of his Actions, pro- 
cccd from your Diſapprobation of them; 
and if fo, he that fear'd not to put his Mo. | 
ther, Brother and Wife to death, will make 
no ſcruple of taking away the Life of his 
Tutor. Alas, Nephew, repited SENEca, 
do you think I have any fear or uncalinej; 
upon that account? To what purpoſe is 
my continual Study in Philoſophy, if it 
teaches me not how to die? 1 ſtudy not 
Wiſdom, to ſeek Reſt or an Exemption from 
the common Calamity ; but I ſeek Reſtin 
order to acquire Wiſdom, and to know 
how to deſpiſe Calamitics. I had much 
rather he would put mc to death, than 
oblige me to partake in his Crimes; if he 
ſends me out of the World, I ſhall recciv 
Death as a Happineſs, and inſtcad of that 
Retreat and Retirement I deſire. Thus he 
would undeſignedly give me what herctule 


Ic. 


WHAT you have been faying, replies 
LUCAN, is worthy of you; but do you not 
think it a grcater and more heroick pitcl 
of Virtuc, to ſuccour the Commonwealt!. 
Which 
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which is ſinking into Deſtruction, than not 
to fear to die? If ſhe ſtretches out her 
Hand to you, to ſave her from falling, 
will you refuſe to lend her yours? and 


will Philoſophy ſcreen you from the Re- 
proaches of having forſaken and abandon- 


cd her? If this Succour or Aſliftance, re- 


plicd SENECA, could be given without 
taking away the Life of him whom 1 
brought up, and who is to me as a Son ; 
before the Gods I {wear 1 would willing— 
ly ſacrifice my Lite for the good of all Man- 
kind. But what Virtue is it that can oblige me 
to be the Murtherer of my Benefactor and 


my Pupil ? Or what Wiſdom teaches us to be 


an ungrateful Parricide? 1 excuſe in you, 
indeed, this Love for the Republick, and 
I own, if I was not SENECA, I {ſhould be 
one of the firſt in puniſhing NERO. 50 
many monſtrous Crimes, ſo much inno- 
cent Blood ſhed, have defaced that ſacred 
Majeſty, which.the Gods ſtamp on the Fore- 
heads of Princes, and by his abominable 
affecting the Titles of Stage-Player, Actor 


and Harper, he has himſelf abandoned and 


laid aſide thoſe of Emperor and Maſtcr of 
the Univerſe. I believe there never was, 
or will be but this Prince on Earth, to 
whom it may be allowed to break the Oaths 
or Allegiance and Fidelity. We ought to 
reſpect thoſe that are ſet over us, becauſe 
we believe them given from Heayen ; but 
| 8 3 turely 
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ſurely he is not given by the Gods, who 
takes delight in the moſt horrible and abo- 
minable Crimes, 


LUCAN was pleaſed his Uncle did not 
whoHMy diſapprove of delivering the World 
from ſo much Miſery and Oppreſſion, and 
then made no ſcruple of diſcovering the 
Conſpiracy to him, and did not at all won: | 
der he would have no hand in it. Sexx- 
CA was ſurprized to hear ſo many were in. 
gaged in it in fo ſhort a time; and giving 
his Opinion of ſome of the Perſons con— 
cerned, what he ſaid of SCAvINUS has 
really ſince happened; for, ſaid he, tho ke 
wants not Courage, he always makes great 
ado, even about Things of much leis mo- 
ment; and having ſo great a Deſign in his 
Head, his Actions may diſcover What t his 
Tongue will conceal. Luca then asked 
his Uncle, if he did not think Rorus, one 
of the chief Captains of the Empcror's 
Guards, would not willingly enter jntc this 
Conipiracy? Not unlikely, ſaid SEMuca, 
on the account of his jealouſy againſt the 
other Captain TYGELLINUS, Who is in very 
great favour with NERO. 


AS ſoon as SENECA was gone, I came 
out of the Cloſet, and LUcaN charged me 
to tell PISO all I had heard, telling me 
he was going to ſee RUFUS, to endcavour 

| to 
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to draw him into the Conſpiracy ; for if 
| the Conſpirators had one of the Captains 
of the Guards in their Party, they then did 


not fear accompliſhing their Deſign. Be- 


ing one day at LUCANS, I had along Con- 
| ference with RUFus, wherein he expreſled 
a much greater Love for me, than I deſired; 

and the ſecond time he ſaw me there, he 


took me aſide from ATTILA, as if he had 


| ſomething of Importance to ſay to me, 
relating to the Conſpiracy ; but inſtead of 
that, he addreſſed himſelf in this manner: 
Charming EPICHARIS, I cannot ccaſc ad- 
miring that one ſo young and ſo beautiful, 
ſhould have ſuch a ſhare of Courage and 
Reſolution ; and whenever I look at you, 
methinks I ſce the tutelary Goddeſs of Rowe, 
who would animate and encourage us by 
her preſence, to free ourſelves from the 
Tyrant. I anſwer'd, I had no Pretenſions to 
Beauty, much leſs to Divinity, only indeed 
a little Courage, and that I took delight 
in joining my Reſentments to the Com- 


mon Cauſe, and ſhould employ the utmoſt of 


my Power for the good of the whole World. 

Dear EPICHARIS, ſaid he, every one is 
obliged to you for this Deſign ; but I 
ſhould have a greater ſhare in this Obliga- 
tion, than any, if to this general Benevo- 
lence you will have a particular Fricndſhip 


for mc. I told him I was not inſenſible 


how much we were all obliged to him for 


S 4 his 
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his aſſiſtance, and what Reſpe& was dye 
to him; that upon that account, I ſhoulg 
think my ſelf happy, if it lay in my power 
to ſerve him. Pray, ſaid he, let us talk 
with more Sinccrity and Familiarity : | 
muſt tell you, your Beauty and agrceabl: 
Manner has charmed me, and I find I {hall 
ſtand in more need of your Aſliſtance, than 
the World docs of mine; and ſince you 
have ſo much Compaſſion for every one 
clic, beſtow a little pity on me, whercin 
you run much leſs hazard. Rufus, aid 
I, I don't underſtand what you mean by 
Affection, Familiarity and Compaſlion ; | 
am not uſed to this fort of Diſcourſe, and 
I believe it a Crime, even to liſten to you; 
pray let us not render ourſelves unworthy 
of the Favours the Gods now offer us, nor 
imagine they will make choice of vicious 
Perſons to be inſtrumental to the good of 
all Mankind. By what Authority do we 
pretend to take upon us to baniſh Vice 
and Diſorder out of the World, if we arc 
guilty of the like Crimes ourſelves? I thus 
moderated his Importunity for the preſent, 
bur ſome time after he renewed it again, 
and oſten ſent for me to come to his Houſe; 
which I would not, knowing that a Dc- 
ſign againſt my ſelf was more in lus cad, 
than that againſt NERO, 


ALL 
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AL L things were now in a readineſs, 
and it was reſolved that one of the Con- 
| ſpirators ſhould throw himſelf at NeRo's 
| feet, as if ro ask ſome favour of him, 
and embracing his Knecs, {ſhould make 
him fall, and then RuFvus and the Tribunes, 
and Centurions, with the other other Con- 
ſpirators, ſhould immediately fall upon him. 
SCAVINUsS deſigned to give him the firſt 
blow, and therefore carricd a ſharp Pon- 
yard about him. I was generally at Max- 
1MUS's Houſe, Where one day, to my great 
ſurprize, the Soldiers came and ſeized me, 
to carry me before NERO. I immediately 
concluded the Conſpiracy was diſcovered, 
and fully reſolved to die; but I found 'twas 


only PRocULUs, who in deſpight to me, 


being I would not ſce him, had changed 
his Affection into Hatred, and informed 
the Emperor that I had told him there was 
a powerful Conſpiracy againſt his Life. When 
we were brought Face to Face, after I had 
heard what he had to ſay, I denied it, 
and would not ſo much as mention that 
he himſelf was the firſt that propoſed it, 
leſt they ſhould ask why I did not inform 
them of it, or ſuſpect I had Intelligence 
with any other. Ruus was ſtanding by 
NERo, and was under no ſmall Apprchen- 
lion for me and himſclf, but I undauntedly 
asked PpocuLus what reaſon he had to 
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imagine I had ever mention'd any thing of 
a Conſpiracy to him, and bid him name byt 
one Perſon I ſhould ſay had a hand in thi 
Deſign ; which he not being able to do, they 
began to laugh at him. RVuFUs was highly 
pleaſed with my Conſtancy and Reſolution, 
which very much increaſed the Love he had 
for me; but though I was not convicted, 
they thought fit to keep me Priſoner, con- 
ſidering, that what could not be proved, 
might, neverthelcts, not be falſe. 


SOON after happened what Seneca 
had, as it were, foretold. Sc&vinus de- 
ſigning NERO's Death, buſied himſelf in 
what was neceſlary to be done before his 
own, in caſe we ſhould be diſcovered ; nay, 
Was ſo ſimple as to make Entertainments, 
by way of taking lcaye of his Friends, and 
to make his Will, leaving them and his 
Servants Legacies. He had alſo prepared 
Bandage for Wounds, and Remedies to ſtop 
bleeding; and could not forbear ſaying, the 
Ponyard he carried about him, was for 
ſome great Deſign: But what undid us, 
was, that this impudent Wretch gave this 
Ponyard to one MiLIchus, that had been 
his Slave, but to whom he had given his 
Freedom, to make exceeding ſharp. 


MILICHUS having particularly ob- 
ſerved his Maſter's Actions of late, took it 


1 into 
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into his head he had fome deſign againſt 
the Emperor's Life; and expecting a great 
reward, went and informed NrRo. SC 4. 
VINUS was immediately ſeized, who denied 
what MILICHUs had ſaid, and gave fatis- 
factory Anſwers to all their Queſtions, con- 
cerning theſe Preparations. But when Mi- 
LICHUS ſaid his Maſter had a long confe- 
rence with NATALIS the day before, who 
was PISO's intimate Friend, and one of the 
Conſpirators; NATALIS was taken, and 
they were ſeparately examined upon the 
Subject of the Diſcourſe they had had the 
day before. Their Anſwers being different, 
they were ordered to be put to the torturc. 
They could not ſo much as endure the 


ſight of it, but declared all they knew of 


the Conſpiracy, naming moſt of the Conſpi- 
rators Names. Lucan was immediately 
taken, and he who ſhew'd fo much con- 
ſtancy, was 1o treacherous and baſe as to ac- 
cuſe even his own Mother. P1so and ſome 


others were taken, and diſcovered even their 


deareſt Fricnds ; then they bethought them- 
ſelves that I was in priſon upon the ſame 


Suſpicion, and hoped the very ſight of the 


Rack would make me diſcover many others. 


WHEREUPON I was again brought 
before NERO, who commanded me to name 
the reſt of the Conſpirators, but I till de- 
nicd knowing any thing of a Conſpiracy ; 
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but when J too plainly ſaw we were difcq. 
vered, and being asked by NERO himſelf whit 


could induce me to attempt to take ava 


his Life? Becauſe, ſaid I, undauntedly, that 


thou art a Parricide, and an inceſtuous Mon. 


ſter, and wouldſt root out Virtue from the 
Face of the Earth, and the World cannot 
be ſoon enough delivered from thy exc. 
crable Crueltics. He bluſhed to hcar me 
talk in this manner, being uſed to commit 
Crimes, but not ſo freely to be told of them 
He ordered I ſhould ſuffer all forts of Py- 
niſhments, to make me confeſs; but as | 
was going out, I told him, my Tongue 
ſhould ſhew as much courage to conceal, 


as my Arm ſhould have done in kiki 


lim. 


RUFUS as yet happened not to be dil- 
covered by any that had been taken, and the 
better to prevent being ſuſpected, he took 
no ſmall pains to find out and examine the 
Conſpirators, and ſceing I was condemned 
to the Torture, he took this Office upon 


_ himſelf, and commanded the Soldiers to 


carry me in a place ſeparate from the other 


Conſpirators, where they immediately pre. 


pared the Torture, and I was ordered to 
take off ſome of my Cloaths. All that 
were there preſent were under RUFUS: 


Command, and moſt of them in the Con— 


{piracy ; but he finding himſelf e 8 
uch 
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ſuch an Extremity, as either to put me to 
1 cruel death, or run the hazard of his own 
Life, placed himſelf in a Corner of the 
Priſon, where, turning his Face away from 
me, he tore his Hair, and wept bittcrly, 
during which time the Soldiers waited for 
his Orders to put me to the torture; and 
at laſt a Tribune, more couragcous than 
the reſt, and who was moved with Com- 
paſſion to ſee me, went and asked him if 
he delired I ſhould be ſaved, telling him, 
there Was not one of them but had as much 
Inclination to ſave me as he; but Rurvus 
ſaid, we ſhould be undone if the Emperor 
ſhould know it. Truſt that to us, replicd 
the Tribune, we muſt make him believe 
ſhe died under the Torments, which will 
ſeem probable enough, he ſlecing how re- 


ſolute ſhe was to ſuffer; and we will con- 


vey her ſecretly to your Houſe, where you 
may diſpoſe of her as you plcale, 


THOUGH TIeſcapcd one danger, I fell 


into another; for RuFus, having me now in 
his power, renew'd his wicked Addreſſes with 
great Importunity, even though he was un- 
der a continual Apprchenſion of being ac- 


culed by ſome of the Conſpirators; and 


finding fair means would not prevail, he 
began to upbraid me with the Preſervation 
of my Life, and thrcaten'd to deliver me 
up to thoſe Torments from whence he had 

reicucd 
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reſcued me: but Heaven moſt ſeaſonabl) 
interpoſed, for Rurus being moſt com. 
monly with the Emperor, and abuſing the 
good fortune of never having been accuſed 
was the moſt fierce and violent in torment. 


ing the Conſpirators; and at length, by 


his Cruelty, provoked one of them to 
accuſe him. For SCAvINUS being examin'd 


before the Emperor, and threaten'd with 
ſeveral Torments that could be inflicied, it 


he did not confeſs the Truth, ſaid to Ruvys, 
there is none that can tell more or better 


than my ſelf. Rurus was ſtrangely con- 


founded, and at a lols, whether he had beſt 


anſwer him or not. His Fear immediately 


betray'd him, and the others who were cx- 
amin'd at the ſame time, acculing Rurvs 
allo, he was examined and convicted ; the 
Emperor commanded him to be ſeized and 
bound, and ſoon after he was put to death. 


AS for me, I found it caſy to eſcape 
out of his Houſe, while his Wife and Fa- 
mily were in ſo grcat affliction and con- 
fuſion. I went directly to Max1Mus, who 
by good fortune had never been accuicd, 


He was overjoyed to ſee me, being twas 


currently reported, I was dead, after hay- 
ing ſuffered the moſt cxquilite Torments, 
with an aſtoniſhing Conſtancy and Reſolu- 


tion. I reſolved to leave Rome as ſoon 


as poſſible, and my Virtuc having been ſo 
| | CX- 
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| expoſed in the Dreſs belonging to my Sex, 
I again dreſt my ſelf in the other, and took 
| my leave of Maxis, who ſupplied me 
with Horſe and Money. I ſoon arrived at 
| the Haven, where J embarked for S/c1/y, 


hoping I ſhould there hear of, if not find 
my dear Miſtreſs. When I arrived at H- 
racuſe, not one of DICEARCUs's Servants 
could tell any thing of you. But going to 
TELEPHUS, who was ſurprized, and ERv- 
CINE alſo, to ſce me in this Dreſs, I was 


| informed that the Ship, which had carried 
you into Epirus, was juſt arrived at Syra- 


cuſe, and was to return to you with Money 
and Goods, in which TELEPHUS and ERvy- 
CINE intended alſo to embark. I was ex- 
treamly well pleaſed to have come ſo for- 
tunately to embark with them; and two 
days after we ſet fail with ſome Servants 
belonging to DICEARCUS. 


THE Wind favouring us, we ſoon ar- 
rived into Epirus, where the Ship being 
unloaded, the Goods were put up in a Wag- 
gon, and knowing what Riches were there, 
the Servants, of TELEPHUsS and DICEARCUS, 


and we allo, rid by the ſide of it, all the 
whole Journey through Theſſaly, meeting 


with no Accident, till to-day we met with 
thoſe inſolent Soldiers; who ſceing ERV: 
CINE ſo exceeding beautiful, followed us 
into the City, and we being obliged to 
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leave the Servants to guard the Waggon 
at the Gate, had no other defence but our 
own Courage. This is what has happen'q 
to me ſince I was parted from you, and 
now 'tis neceſſary to fend ſome body, that 
the Goods and Servants may have lcave to 
enter the City; and then we will conſult 
where the Gods have deſigned us a retreat, 
after ſuch a Variety of Fortune and ſtrange 
Events; for, undoubtedly, while NERO 
lives, the Names of MELINTHUS, PALa- 
MEDES and EPICHARI1S mult not reach his 


Ears. 


SHE having finiſhed her Story, they 
were in admiration how ſhe could attempt 
ſo bold an Enterprize, for the ſake of Pa- 
LAMEDES and MELINTHUS only ; then they 


ſent Arcas, who was very well known to 


thoſe that kept the Gates, to conduct the 
Scrvants and Goods to their Lodgings, and 
give them notice, that they had changed 
their Names. And now their things were 
come, they deſigned to leave Theſſaly, and 
ſettle in ſome part of Aſia, that they might 
not be hcard of in Rome.

Taal SIS7TRATUS, who by the 
| Wounds he had received from Pa- 
LAMEDES, had been hinder'd from 
going to MAXENTIUS ; as ſoon as 
he was healed, hearing that this Pretor was 
gone towards Lariſſa with his Army, he en- 
quir d at MELINTHUS's and ARIANA's Lodg- 
| ings in Nicopolis which way they went; and 
bging told they were gone toward Theſſaly, 
he reſolved to follow. them, with the tame 

deſign ſtill of having them put to death. He 
arrived juſt in that inſtant when MELINTHUS 
and ARIANA entcr'd the City in Triumph ; 
he knew them again, and heard that MELIN- 
' THUS, Who went by the name of ALcypa- 
| MAS, had donegreat Exploits in the day of 
| Battle, and had fince defeated the whole 
| Scythian Camp with five hundred Men. The 
Joy and Acclamations of the People for his 
| Return, aggravated his Rage and Envy, and 
enquiring into the particulars of all that had 
| pals'd, he underſtood that MELINTHUs had 
| cncounter'd the Scythians without leave, and 
n T with- 
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without any regard to the Governour's Oath, 
to deliver ARIANA out of their hands, PI. 


SISTRATUS, inſtead of admiring the noble 
effects of ſo uncommon and extraordinary 


a Valour, reſolved if poſlible to work his 
Ruin who was poſleſs'd of it; and as ſoon 
as Evening was come, went to wait on the 
Governour, to whom he repreſented what a 
fault he had committed in not puniſhing 


ALCYDAMAS, and of what ill conſequence 


it might prove, to let the Laws of the Roman 
Diſcipline be thus violated, which had notbeen 
maintained but by ſeverity: That he would 
alſo remember, that if he did not put the 
Scythian Law in execution, he was perjur'd; 

but morcoverhe told him, that he that went 


by the name of ALCYDAMAS, Was MELIN- 
- THUS, whom the Emperor had condemn d to 


death, and who had been declared an Enemy 
to CAR and the Romans, ſo that thereby 
he run the hazard of incurring NERO's dil- 
pleaſure, and might draw on himſelf the 
{amc puniſhment MELIxTRHUs deſerved: 
that for his part he reſolved to inform his 
Prince, as was his Duty to do; and that he 


Tthould not wonder, if he told NERO, Mr- 


LINTKUS had been in his power. This dit- 
courſe put ARIMINUS into a Conſternation, 
who bcing juſtly apprehenſive of the danger 
hc was in, and not thinking himſelf ſafe, if 
he ſuffer'd MELINTHUS to live. laid aſide all 
conſideration of the Friendſhip he had tor 
him, 


* ; 
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him, and, tho' with ſome reluQancy and re- 
gret, found himſelf obliged to put to death 
a Perſon eminent for Virtue and Courage. 
But as MELINTHUS was eſteem'd and be. 


loved in Lariſſa, he judged he muſt proceed 


with Prudence and Caution; wherefore he 
ſent for all the Officers, and made them again 
take the Oaths ; then he told them that Al- 
CYDAMAS Was MELINTHUS, who had been 
publickly declared an Enemy to NERO and 
the Romans : That if they let him eſcape, 
their own death would be unavoidable. Af- 
tcr he had thus perſuaded them, and they 
had ſwor. they would prefer thcir Fidelity 
to NERO before MELINTHUs's Preſervation 
and Safety, he order'd an Officer of the 
Guards to go the very next Morning and ſeize 
on MELINTHUsS, who wonder'd what Change 
could have happen'd ſince the day before : 
However, he told the Officer he was ready 
to follow him. This Captain had ſo great a 


Love and Eſteem for MELINTHUsS, that twas 


with no ſmall regret he executed this order; 
ſo that as he was leading him to Priſon, he 
told him, that one named P1s1STRATUS had 
diſcovercd to the Governour his Name was 
MELINTHUS,and that he had been condemn'd 
to death, and declared an Enemy to the Em- 
peror and the Romans; nay more, that he 
had alſo threaten'd ARIMINUs to inform 
NtrRo of his diſobedience, if he let you 
Cape. M ELINTHUS, knowing from whence 
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his Misfortunes came, and finding no room 
to hope, reſolved to die. He was cloſely 
ſhut up, leſt any of his Friends ſhould attempt 
to reſcue him; and PALAMEDES, LEPAN A;, 


and the reſt were likewiſe ſtrictly guarded; 


who being ignorant of the reaſon of this fa. 
tal Change, were in a great Conſternation. 
The Theſſalian Gentlemen, of whom Mp. 
LINTHUS was exceedingly beloved, were 
not wanting to him upon this occaſion, and 
petition d ARIMINUs for his Lite and Li- 
berty ; the Inhabitants being ſenſible, that 
ncxt to the Gods they were obliged to him 
for all they enjoy'd, threw themſelves upon 
their Knees before the Governour to beg his 
Life: but nothing could make him relcnt, 


ſo much did he dread the effects of N EROS 


Rage. The People would have oppoſed this 
Injuſtice, had they not been aw'd and re- 
ſtrain'd by the Soldiers; and things were 
now come to ſuch an Extremity, that there 
remained nothing more to do, than deter. 
mine what kind of death MELINTHUS ſhould 
dic. 


ARIMINUS, to let them ſee he 


would not break his Oath, would have the 


Scythian Law obſerved (tho he thought 


there was ſomething of cruelty in it) how- 
ever for his Oath's ſake, and to ſatisfy NERO 
at the ſame time; whom he thought would

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new Inventions of Cruelty, to hear his Enc- 
my had been puniſhed in ſo ſtrange and 
UNCOMMON a manner. 


THEREUPON he ſent for the Prieſt 
of Lariſſa, who ſerved in the Temple of 
the Goddeſs THETIsS, and told him, he was 
obliged by Oath to puniſh an Offender who 


| had fought without orders, after the Jry- 


thian manner, even tho' he returned yido- 


rious; which was, that the Criminal ſhould 


be led in triumph through the City to a Scat- 
fold created for that purpoſe, where the 


\ Prieſt was to open his Stomach, and take out 


his Heart to be honourably burnt ; but the 


| Head was to be cut off by the Exccutioner. 


The Prieſt ask d him, Where was the Reaſon 
of ſuch a barbarous Law ? Why, ſaid Ar1- 
MINUS, the Scythzans rightly judging the 


' Heart to be the Scat of Courage, would have 


that honourably burnt ; but the Hcad, which 
has fail'd in Conduct and Obedience, pu- 


| niſhed. The Prieſt of the Goddeſs THETIS 
refuſed to execute this Order, ſay ing, it he 


ſhould ſhed human Blood, he ſhould think 
himſelf polluted, and unfit to offer any Sa- 


crifice to the Gods, who did not delight in 


Cruelty or Murder, but were pleaſed and 
ſatisficd with the Sacrifices of Animals. Nay 


more, that the ſhedding human Blood was 


expreſly forbidden there by a peculiar O- 
Wale from the Goddeſs THET1S, which he 
| 0.3 durſt 
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durſt not diſobey. The Governour finding 

he could by no means prevail with him, 

ſent him away, and ordered the ancient 
Scythian Pricſt to be brought to him, who 
firſt told him of this Law, commanding him 
to execute it himſelf, ſince he knew better 
than any other how it ſhould be perform'd 

This good Man would fain have been cx. 
cuſcd, ſaying, he only knew it by hearſay, 
and a Tradition the S ythians had among 
them; but had never ſeen it cxccutcd, and 
that he would by no means have any hand 
in ſo cruel a puniſhment. But AR1MINus 
threaten'd him with death, if he refuſed to 
obey his Command, ſo that he was obliged 
to put on thc High-Prieſt's Garments, and 
prepare himſelf for the melancholy Cerc- Þ 
mony. Unwillingly he gave orders what Þ 
was to be done, and they got together the 
Scythian Arms, which were brought home 
from the laſt defeat, and diſtributed them a- Þ 
mong thoſe Theſſalians who had aſliſted Þ 
MELINTHUS, to carry in the Triumph, and 
then to be laid in a Pile to burn this noble 
Conqueror's Heart. | 


MELINT HUSY being informed of | 
all that paſs'd, by him who was ſet to guard 
him, finding he muſt die, and that P1SISTRA- 
TUS was the only cauſe, deſired a Friend to 
tcll the Governour, he had two Favours to Þ 
deſire of him; the firſt was, that he might 
Ky = | 
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fight a Duel with P1sISTRATUS, to puniſh 
him for his Baſeneſs: the ſecond, that A- 
RIANA might accompany him in the trium- 
phal Chariot, and upon the Scaffold. A- 
RIMINUS, Who was not of a cruel Ditpoſt- 
tion, neither had any ill-will againſt Mx- 
LINTHUS, granted his Requcit, provided P1- 
SISTRATUS would conſent to the firſt, 1ma- 
gining MELINTHUS had thought of this 


Stratagem, chuling rather to die fighting, 
than ſuffer a ſhameful and cruel Death; and 


becauſe P1SISTRATUS might have reafon to 
be afraid of one whoſe Valour was juſtly in 
ſo great eſteem and repute, he tent for him, 
and told him, that he found MELINTHUs's 
deſign was to die as he had livd, like a Man 


of Courage, rather than ſuffer the dcythian 


Law ; and he ſuppoled 'twas to provoke him 
to fight, that he had called him a vile, baſe 
Traytor ; that he now had a fair opportunity 
to acquire great Honour with little Danger 


in taking away the Life of to yaliant a Per- 


ſon, who had no other deſign but to loſe it. 
PISISTRATUS, who wanted not courage, was 
prevailed upon by ARIMINUS's perſuaſion, 


flattering himſelf with the hopes of flaying 


his Enemy with his own hand; and told the 
Governour he accepted of the Challenge, to 
let him ſec, he was neither Traytor nor 
Coward, and that he was only ſorry he was 


to fight with a condemn d Perſon. 
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I'N the mean time, PALAMEDES was en. 


raged at being confin'd, and knew not what 


was become of his Friend; all was in ſor. 


row and perplexity, and ARIANA was in- 


conſolable: but the next day, when they 
came to fetch her to the Priſon, and ſhe 
was told what had happen'd, whatever Elo- 


quence they could make uſe of to perſuade 


her to bear this cruel ſtroke of Fortune with 
an heroick Courage and Conſtancy, ſhe 
ſwooned away at the very mention of ſo ter- 


rible an Execution. However, when ſhe 


was alittle recovered, they carry'd her to 
the Priſon, where MELINTHvus ſurprized 
every one that ſaw him with his admirable 
and undaunted Courage and Conſtancy 


and ſecing her pale and ſpecchleſs, he ſaid 
to her ; 


DEAR ARIANMA, who has ſhared in all 


the Accidents of my Life, refuſe me not 
this laſt aſſiſtance which 1 deſire of you; 
and ſince I have been ſo fortunate and ſo 
happy as to deliver you out of the hands of 
the Barbarians, and placed you ſafely a- 
mong your Friends, grant me the Happineſs 
of ſeeing you while I do live, and aſſiſt me 
alſo, when death will deliver me from thoſe 
Barbarians who are the cauſe of it. Take 
courage, Ak IAN A, and let them ſee our 


Conſtancy in ſuffering is as perfect as our 


Love 
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Love and Friendſhip. Shall we, who have 
vanquiſh'd the Scythians, ſuffer our Grief to 


Þ overcome us, which becomes ſtrong but by 


our weakneſs? If we have hitherto been 
guided and directed by the Laws and Dictates 
of Wiſdom, let us now ſummon all our Vir- 


tue and Courage to our aſſiſtance in this laſt 
Action, and raiſe the admiration, not the 


ity of all that behold us. Pray do not 
ſhake my Reſolution with your immoderate 
Grief; and ſince the greatneſs of your Merit 
inſpired me, as it were, with ſuch an cx- 
traordinary Courage, do not loſe this Vir- 
tue you firſt raiſed in me. My dear ARIANa, 
give me leave to hold this charming Hand 
you have given me, till I die ; and when my 
Soul is departed from my Body, love me 
ſo as to be able to ſurvive me. 


| NEVER had ſuch Eloquence ſo con- 
trary an effect to what it deſired; for the 


more Arguments he uſed to exhort her to 


Conſtancy and Reſolution, the more grieved 
was ARIANA to ſee ſuch extraordinary Vir- 


tue and Merit fo cruelly treated ; Sobs and 


Tears was all the reply ſhe could make. 


MELIN T HUS knowing all things 
were ready, asked for thoſe Arms he wore 
in the day of Battle, which were brought to 
him: Now, my dear Ar1ana, ſaid he, refuſe 
not a layout which ARIMINUS has 21 

| that 
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that you may accompany me to the laſt mo- 
ment of my Lite. The Streets were lined with 
the Governour's Soldiers to prevent diſorders 
and tumults, and the Theſ/alians, who had 
aſſiſted MELINTHUS in this glorious Defeat, 
which was his only crime, went before un- 
armed, carrying only the Bundles of Ar. 
rows; when all the others were pals'd by in 
order, then came MELINTHUS in a golden 
Chariot, with his Arms, only the Head. 
piece lay at his feet: The diſconſolate A. 
RIANA ſat by him, whom he held by the 
Hand. The Prieſt follow'd on horſe- back, 
attended by thoſe who were to ailiſt at the 
Sacrifice; afterwards came the Executioner 
on foot, follow'd by other Othcers bclong- 
ing to him. This mclancholy Triumph 
drew Tcars from all the Spectators, who re- 
flected on the illuſtrious Cauſe for which 
MELINTHUS ſuffer'd. His ſerene and ſteady 
Countenance moved the hardeſt Hearts, and 


all bitterly lamented, and were ſenſibly tou- 


ched with compaſſion; on the other hand, 
ARIANA's exceſſive Grief moved every onc 
that ſaw her, ſo that the Conſtancy of the one, 
and Weakneſs of the other, had the ſame effect 
on the Spectators: but the wiſe diſcourſe of 
the good and brave MELINTHUS, with which 
he would have perſuaded ARIANA to mode- 
rate her Grief, aſtoniſhed all that heard him. 
ARIMINUS, with PISISTRATUsS, arm'd and 


mounted on horſc-back, met them at the 
4 Scat- 
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Scaffold; then a Horſe was given to MELIN- 


THUS, and the Prieſt and ARIANA went and 


fat down on each ſide the Altar, on the Scaf- 
fold. MELINTHUS mounting his Horſc, 
promiſed ARIANA to return toher preſently. 


ARIMINUSY order'd thoſe Soldiers 


who kept the Gates, and from all parts of 
the City to be there preſent, to reinforce 
thoſe Guards poſted about the Scaffold, ſee- 
ing how great an affection the People had tor 
MELINTHUS, who was juſt going to cncoun- 
ter PISISTRATUs, having neither of them 
any other Arms but a Javelin and a Sword. 


* ARIANA unſeen ſeized on one of the Knives 


on the Altar to flay herſelf, if MELINTHUS 
was flain; and full of dread and horror wai- 
ted the Event. The Trumpets founded, 
and immediately they lanced their Javelins ; 
that of PISISTRATUS graz'd ſlightly on M- 
LINTHUS'S Arms; but that of MEL1N- 
THUS being lanced by a ſtrong and skilful 
Arm, pierced PISISTRATUS's Arms, and en- 


ter d his left Shoulder; then they drew their 
Swords, and PISISTRATUS, cxaſperatcd at 


MELINTHUS for not ſparing him, and Mx— 
LINTHUS ſpurr'd on by his great Courage, 
and a deſire of puniſhing the other's Ma- 
lice, fell on him with ſuch violence, that he 
had not time ſo much as to lift up his Arm: 


and having wounded him in the Heart, he 


fell down at his feet, and with one blow 
5 ſitruck 
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ſtruck off his Head, thus puniſhing his Ene. 
my with the lame death he had prepared for 


him A 


THE People clapp'd their hands, and 
unanimouſly cry'd out to have the braye 


MELINTHUS ſav'd; but he not regarding 


them, nor expecting any favour, rcturned 
to the Scaffold, where having pull'd off his 
Armour, he deſir'd the Prieſt and others to 
do as they were commanded, only he de. 
ſired they would not bind him: then he 


cndcavour'd to comfort ARIANA, and begg'd 
her not to envy him by her Tears ſo glo- 


rious a death; that her Grief only leſſend 
and imbitter'd his ſatisfaction, after having 
ſaved her out of the hands of the Barbarzans, 
won ſo many Victories, and puniſhed his 
chief Enemy. Well, ARIANA, what could 
we deſire more of the Gods, but to enjoy 
the mutual Love and Friendſhip of each o- 
ther? If they refuſe me a Life of Idleneſs, 
and order me to die when there is no more 
honour to acquire, ought I to complain or 
murmur at their taking me out of the World 
at the moſt glorious period of my Life? No, 
no, dear ARIANA, I ſec you rather envy 
than pity me; but perhaps your Grief pro- 
ceeds from my leaving you. Alas! my 
dear ARIANA, be comforted, and rid your- 


ſelf of this fear; I will be your Gurdian 
Angel, always ready to aſliſt Jou, till the 


Gods 
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Gods have diſpoſed of you. 1 will drive

| LINTHUS! ſaid the, Iam dying; and ſwoon- 
| ed away upon the Scaffold. Immediately 
they ſprinkled cold Water in her Face, and 
when ſhe was a little recovered, ſhe feared 


e had let MELINTHUS ſuffer, and had not 


aſſiſted him in his laſt moments; and kcep- 
ing ſtill the Knife ſhe had hid, ſeem'd now 
to follow his advice, and arm herſelf againſt 
this ſhocking Misfortune. MELINTRHVs be- 
ing ſtript to his waiſt, and ſecing the honou- 
rable Pile of the Encmy's Arms, "whercin his 
Heart was to be burnt, ſaid to ARIANA, I 
have one favour more to ask, which is, that 


when this Heart, which has fo much loved 


you, is taken out of my Body, it may be 
taken by your dear Hands, and carried to the 
Pile to be burnt. Charming ARIaNa, do 
not ſuffer this Heart, which has been refined 
with the love of you, to be tonch'd by any 
other Hands but yours; and as it has ncver 
burnt but for you, let it now be burnt by 
none but you. This Heart which has con- 
tain d ſo much love for you, I give you to be 


ſacrificed by you to yourſelf : and be aſſured,

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neyer was a purer Victim, nor one preſented 
with greater Zeal. 


ARIA NAs Mind was bent upon 0. 
ther deſigns; however, ſhe ſeem'd as if ſhe 
would do as he deſired ; and when they had 
embraced to take their laſt farewel, the 
Prieſt, with Tcars in his Eyes, deſired Mx. 
LINTHUS to lean back upon the Altar, which 
he did, ſtill holding his dear AR1ana' 
Hand. The Pricſt having taken the ſacred 
Knife, was that moment going to perform 
his Office. ARIANA, who could not bear 
the ſhocking Spectacle, turned away her 
Head, and taking the Knife ſhe had conceal'd, 
was alſo that moment going to plunge it 
into her own Breaſt. 


BUT the Prieſt giving a loud and {hrill 
Scream, made her turn her Head again to 
ſce what was the matter.

Then looking, they 
knew him to be the Pricſt of the Goddeſs 
Iuris in Lariſſa; and ARIMINUS ſuppo- 
| ſing, that upon ſecond thoughts he would 
not let the Prieſt of any other Nation officiate 
in that City, commanded them to make 
| way, and that he ſhould mount the Scaffold. 
But as ſoon as he had audience, he thus ad- 
dreſs'd himſelf to the Governour : AR1M1- 
Nus, take care and have no hand in the death 
of this innocent Perſon; for he is of the Race 
of the Gods.

time, ſeveral T hefſalians went to ſalute ME- | 
| LINTHUS upon the Scaffold, kiſſing. his 1 
| hand, and celling him their King, promiſed ö 
by the Oracle; and told him, that as he poſ- | 
ſeſſed the Beauty and Valour of AcHtLLEs; | 
be merited to be the lawful Succeſſor of 
his Kingdom: but MELINTHUS rejected theſe 
| litles and Submiſſions; and thought only |

with him, and they could but reflect on 
thoſe Events, which gave them ſome glim- 
mering Hopes amidſt abundance of Fear, 
In the mean time, ARIMINUS was in great 
perplexity, ſeeing himſelf ſurrounded with 
ſo many Men, whole number he yet thought 
much greater.

ARIMINUS confented to what h. 
deſired, having no ill-will to MELINTHI 
and being in a fort of Conſternation at «. 
theſe Adventures; he then deſired him 
go and tell theſe Warriors to treat them: 
Friends. MELINTHUS went on horfcbid 

to meet them; and as ſoon as EURYMEDO 


till you know the N 
Emperor's Will and Pleaſure; not that! 
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ſaw him, he ran to embrace him, and grant- 
ed whatever he deſired, but would by no 
means let him return to ARIMIN US. The 
Theſſatians alſo rang d themſelves on their 
| fide, calling MELINTHUS their King and 
| Protector, and loudly declared, they would 
take care and keep him, who had ſo well 


reſerved and guarded them. MELINTHUS - 


| refuſed theſe Honours, and ſent to allure 
| ARTMINUS, that he would never accept of

WHEN the uſual Compliments ang 
Ceremonies were over, MELINTHus con- 
ducted them to their Lodgings, and me 
the Soldiers juſt going out at the Door 
who had guarded PALAMEDES, and the ref: | 
of their Company. They mutually con. 


gratulated each other, for as one had been. 


in great danger, the other had been unde: 
great apprehenſions. EUPHROSINE was over. iſ 
joy d to ſee HERMOCRATES after ſo long 
and cruel a Separation; he was no leſs of 
at ſeeing her, and his faithful Friend Ir. 
' LEPHUS and his Children. He told then 
how he had been ſold to the Scythian 
from whom he had no hopes of being de 
 liverd, had not ſome of them taken a r# 
| ſolution to ſeckotherLands, and had brougtt# 
him with them, having obliged him took: 
ciate as their Prieſt, becauſe, as he ſuppos 
they had obſerved he had ſome knowledx 
in natural Cauſes. When EURYMEDo 
heard that LEPANTE ſtill kept his Bed, | 
went into his Chamber, where CYLLEN|p 
was carefully tending of him.

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Valour, by whoſe means only the Scythian 
had been exterminated c'er they could know 
at Rome, of their deſcent. After having. 
he left a Lieutenant in his room, and fe 
out on his Voyage. PALAMEDES, havin: 
heard that OrHO was with GaLBA, andone 
of his chief Favourites, would alſo embark 
with ARIMINUS, to oblige Orno, by their 
former Friendſhip, to ſpeak to the Empe. 
ror in the behalf of MELINTHUS. 


IN the mean time magnificent Pre. 
parations were making for MEL1NTHLs, 
Marriage, whom they already called their 
King, with ARIANA, whom they ſtiled the 
Goddeſs of the Seythians. An ancient Pi 
rate, who always accompanied EURYMEDON, 
ſecing HERMOCRATES and EUPHROSINT, 
whom he knew had lived among them, 
and being told what had happen'd, and 
that they were the Parents of that brave 
and noble MELINTHVUs, his Maſter's dcat 
Friend, who had formerly conquer'd him, 
would ſtill add to their joy, by diſcovering 
himſelf to them: he firſt asked their pa 
don, for having made them ſuffer; for 
which, ſaid he, can make no other 4 
mends, than by giving you my Maſter Ei 
RYMEDON for your Son.

THEY yet could not comprehend how he 
could make it out; but, ſaid the Pirate, I know 
EUPHROSINE has been told how Di1ctaRr- 
cus obliged us to put her Children to death.

to whom you have. promisd your Alli- 
ance; and I deſire you to pardon and re- 
ceive him into favour : Be not ſurprized at my 
faying you have promiſed my Brother. your 
Alliance, he was the beautiful HERMIONE, 
who had the good Fortune ſo ſcaſonably 
LL IM 
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to ſuccour you in the day of Battle, and 
whoſe Beauty . could raiſe Love in your 
Royal Breaſt; his Name is EURYMEDON ; | 
tis he, who after he had ſaved the Prin- 
ceſs your Daughter from being ſtolen away, 
was ſo happy as to be beloved by her. 
The fear of your Diſpleaſure obliged him 
to diſguiſe himſelf, when he aſliſted you 
in the Battle : Pardon him, and. impute it 
to his Paſſion, and change the Love you 
had for HERMONE into a — for 
EURTMEDON. 


' ARCHEL AUS was ſo ſurprized at what 
hae heard, that he anſwer'd not a word; but 
the charming EURYMEDON threw himſelf 
at his feet, to ask his pardon for the 
Fault he had committed in ſtealing away 
his Daughter. The King, conſidering it 
would but add to his Confuſion, to ſeem 
angry, and finding that EURYMEDON's Birth 
render d him worthy of his Daughter, em- 
braced him, and was reconciled; then they 
conducted the King into the City, where 
PASITHEA came to meet him, led by the 
beautiful AR IAN A, and kneeling down be- 
fore him, the King raiſed her up again, 
and aſſured her, he not only pardoned her, 
but was pleaſed with her Choice, and would 
continue there to be at the Celebration of 
the Marriages. 


IN 
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IN the mean time, thoſe who went to 
Rome, repreſenting to the Emperor, what 
ſignal Services MELINTHUs had done for 
the Empire, obtained whatever he could 
ask, with OrHo's aſſiſtance, who was zca- 
lous in his Friend MELINTHvUs's Intereſt, and 
for the beautiful ARlana. PALAMEDEs 
was made a Roman Knight, and with this 
Title created Governor of Sicily. They 
returned with all diligence, and brought 70 
LINTHus the Emperor's Letters and the De- 
cree of the Senate, by which the Kingdom 
of Theſſaly, and Part of the Empire was 
given him, as the lawful Heir and Succeſ- 
for of PYRRHUS and ACHILLES, Wiſhing 
him all Proſperity for the important Ser. | 
vices he had done the Empire, of whom * 
nevertheleſs he held it; deſiring him to con- 
tinue the ſame care to preſerve the Limits 
of the Roman Empire from the Inunda- 
tion and Incurſions of the Barvarians. 
Then AR1MINUs preſented them with two 
rich golden Crowns, which the Emperor 
had ſent, one for the valiant MELINTHUS, 
the other for the virtuous ARIANA. 


THE Theſſalians hearing this happy News, 
made Bonfires in every Part of the City; 
and that ſo general a rcjoicing might not 
make a confuſion, the next day was "aflien- 
ed for the Coronation and Marriage of 

Mr- 
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MELINTHUS and ARIANA, the next for the 
Marriage of EURYMEDON with the Princeſs 
PASITHEA, and the third for that of PA- 
LAMEDES and the others. The Deputies of 
all the Cities of Theſſaly, who waited for 
the Return of the Ambaſladors, came to 
congratulate their King, given by the Gods, 
and promiſed by their Oracle, and took 
the Oaths of Allegiance ; and all the Inha- 
bitans were buſy in making Preparations for 
the Ceremonies of the next day. In the 
Morning they ſtrew'd the Streets with 
Flowers, and aflembled together where M- 
LINTHUS was, to Wait of him to the Tem- 
ple. The Soldiers belonging to the City, 
and thoſe of EURYMEDON and King ARCHE- 
LAUS, placed themſelves in Ranks, in thoſe 
Parts of the City where the Pomp was to 
paſs to the Temple of the Goddeſs THETIS. 
Several Trumpets were at the head of 
thoſe Companies of Theſſalian Gentle- 
men led by MELINTHUS in the day of Bat- 
tle: then were carried vaſt quantitics of 
Spoils of the Scythians, among which was 
the Arms of their King, whom MELIN- 
"THUS had ſlain with his own Hand. Thoſe 
Barbarians who were taken Priſoners, were 
led with their Fetters on : Then followed on 
horſe-back, by two and two, thoſe five 
hundred brave Theſſalians who had aſſiſt- 
ed MELINTHUS in the laſt valiant Defeat, 
with their Arms glittering with Gold, thcir 


Javelins 
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12 dreſsd with Flowers, and theit 
eads crown'd with Laurel. Then came 
MELINTHUSs Horſe, led by two Gentle. 

men, who by his flow and ſtately Pace, 

ſeem d proud of his Maſter's good fortune. 
Next follow'd fifty white Bulls, for the 
Sacrifice, whoſe Horns and Hoofs were gilt 
with Gold, and dreſſed with Flowers, and 
Silk Carpets training upon the Ground; 
the Prieſts walked after the Victims, at. 
tended by thoſe who carried the neceſſary 
Things for the Sacrifice. Then ten Theſ- | 
ſalian Gentlemen, cloathed in white, and 
dreſt with Flowers, carried, on a Gold and 
Purple Cuſhion, the Crown and Scepter 


for MELINTHUsS; then ten Ladies dreſt - Þ 


in white, and crown'd with Flowers, car- 
ried the Crown and Scepter for ARIANa: 
ARIMINUsS the Emperor's: Ambaſſador and 
King ARCHELAUS came next, attended by 
their Officers; then came the triumphal 
Chariot, with MELINTHUs and ARIANA, 
ſhining with Gold, and drawn by fix white 
Horſes. The valiant MELINTHUs attracted 
all Eyes; he was crowned with Laurel and 
dreſt in Purple brocaded with Gold, hold- 
ing the Divine ARIANA's Hand, who was 
_ dreſſed in Robes, and whoſe Beauty enli- F 
vened and graced the Solemnity. Then 

came the brave EURYMEDON on horſeback, 


with the beautiful Pas1THEA, whoſe Horſe 


was led by two Lesbian Gentlemen; then 
PALA- 
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PALAMEDES ,EPICHARI1S, LE AN TE, CYLLE- 
NIA, with AMINTAS and ERYCINE, and TE- 
LE PHUs; then followed HERMOCRATES and 
EUPHROSINE in a Chariot, who thanked 
the Gods, who had put ſo happy an End to 
their Misfortunes. The Deputies of the 
City, and Multitudes of People, cloſed 
the March. 


0 F all the Spoils, none but the Arms 
of the Scythian King were carried into the 
Temple, to be conſecrated to the Goddeſs. 
When the Sacrifices were ended, MELIN- 
* THUS and ARIANA, their Trains being held 
up by the Princes and Princeſſes, who ac- 
companied them, . knelt on purple Cuſhions 
embroidered with Gold, and were crown'd 
by ARIMINUS, repreſenting the Emperor; 
then the Prieſt married them, and the Peo- 
ple huzza'd, Long live King MELINTHUs and 
Queen ARIANA ! Nothing but Joy and 


' Mirth were ſeen or heard among the In- 


habitants of Lariſſa, and the Feaſt prepared 
for this Royal Company, was Wee pan = 
with Muſick of all Sorts. 


WHEN ARr1MINUsand ARCHELAUS had 
taken their Leaves, with reciprocal Em- 
| braces and Preſents, MELINTHUs began to 
give Orders for the Security of his King 
dom, in fortifying the Havens and Fron- 


tiers, and eſtabliſning his Government with 
Mild- 
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Mildneſs and Moderation. He and his 
dear Ariana enjoy'd the Remainder of 
their Days in the fruitful Country of Theſ: 
ſalty; as if the Gods, to reward their Vir- 
tue and Conſtancy, had deſtined for the 
moſt virtuous Perſons, the moſt agrecable 
Parts of the Earth for an Abode. 
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
